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PREFACE 


A  LARGE  PART  of  the  present  volume  is  a  reprint  of  the  ancestry  of  William 
and  Jedidah  (Lacey)  Camp,  compiled  by  N.  Grier  Parke,  which  I  edited  for- 
his  recent  publication,  The  Ancestry  of  Lorenzo  Ackley  &  his  wife  Emma 
Arabella  Bosworth.  Mr.  John  F.  Camp,  Jr.,  descends  from  Hiram  Ward  Camp, 
a  son  of  William  and  Jedidah,  while  Mr.  Parke’s  line  went  through  their  daugh¬ 
ter  Anna  Camp,  wife  of  Treat  Bosworth. 

Hiram  Ward  Camp  married  Margaret  H.  Lum,  and  I  checked  and  revised 
the  Lum  ancestry  for  Mr.  Camp.  In  the  years  that  have  passed  since  my  friend, 
the  late  Edward  H.  Lum,  published  his  Lum  Genealogy  in  1927,  a  number  of 
discoveries  have  been  made,  making  it  possible  to  add  to  the  English  origin 
and  to  correct  the  early  generations.  The  balance  of  the  ancestry  relates  to  the 
Fee,  Martin,  Curran  and  Dugan  families  which  are  ancestral  to  Marion  Fee, 
the  wife  of  John  Frederick  Camp,  son  of  Hiram  Ward  Camp.  The  data  on  these 
families  came  from  Bradford  county  histories  and  other  sources  and  were 
compiled  by  Mr.  John  F.  Camp,  Jr.,  as  were  also  the  accounts  of  the  descendants 
of  Hiram  Ward  Camp,  and  were  not  revised  by  me,  though  I  have  had  the 
opportunity  to  check  them  through  preparatory  to  publication,  and  am  satisfied 
that  they  are  substantially  dependable. 

While  primarily  of  interest  to  the  Camp  family,  I  feel  that  the  present  volume 
will  be  useful  to  many  others  who  descend  from  one  or  more  of  the  families 
included  herein.

I.  NICHOLAS  CAMP,  SR.a 

Nicholas1  Camp,  Sr.,  is  supposed  to  be  the  son  of  John  Camp  "the  elder” 
(died  1630)  of  Nazing,  co.  Essex,  England,  who  was  baptized  there  in  April 
1597.b  He  was  an  original  settler  in  Milford,  Conn.,  1639.  His  first  known  wife 
was  SARAH,  who  joined  the  church  in  Milford  4  Aug.  1644  and  died  there  6 
Sept.  1645,  four  days  after  the  birth  of  her  twins.c 

He  married  second,  in  1646,  Eady  [Edith],  widow  of  John  Tilley  of  Wind¬ 
sor,  who  had  been  killed  by  the  Indians  in  1636.  Thomas  Dewey  as  attorney 
to  Nicholas  Camp  of  Milford  and  Eady  his  wife,  formerly  Eady  Tilley,  sold  her 
interests  in  Windsor,  Conn.,  in  l646.d 

She  did  not  long  survive,  and  he  married  third,  at  New  Haven,  Conn.,  14 
July  1652,  "Kathern  Tompson.”  She  was  Katharine,  widow  of  Anthony 
THOMPSON  of  New  Haven,  whose  second  wife  she  had  been.  Goodwife  Camp 
had  a  seat  in  New  Haven  meeting  house,  Feb.  1655/6,  and  since  Edward  Camp 
and  his  wife  were  also  named  in  the  seating,  this  must  have  been  Katharine. 
It  may  therefore  be  concluded  that  she  had  returned  to  New  Haven,  and  that 
Nicholas  died  before  Feb.  1655/6.  In  Jan.  1657/8,  a  record  speaks  of  "Widdow 
Camp  some  time  ye  wife  of  Anthony  Tompson.”e 

The  lack  of  probate  records  of  his  estate  makes  it  impossible  to  assign  all 
the  children  of  Nicholas  with  certainty.  The  only  proved  surviving  son  was 
Nicholas,  Jr.,  born  around  1630,  who  had  land  recorded  in  Milford  by  gift  of 
his  father/  It  has  sometimes  been  assumed  that  William  Camp  of  Milford  and 
Newark  and  Edward  Camp  of  New  Haven  (whose  widow  married  a  Milford 
man)  were  other  sons  of  Nicholas,  Sr.,  but  evidence  is  lacking. 

There  were  presumably  also  daughters.  One  of  them  we  identify  as  Mary, 
the  first  wife  of  John  Baldwin,  Sr.  The  evidence  is  discussed  at  length  under 
Baldwin.  In  brief,  her  son  Joseph  Baldwin  in  a  1685  record  called  Nicholas 
Camp  [Jr.]  his  uncle,  and  the  husband  of  her  daughter  Elizabeth  in  1680 
called  Nicholas  Camp  [Jr.]  his  cousin,  a  term  applied  to  several  types  of  rela¬ 
tionship,  either  direct  or  by  marriage.  John  Baldwin  of  Newark  (c.  1642-1688) 
in  his  will  called  William  Camp  his  uncle.8  He  was  son  of  Nathaniel  and  Abigail 
Baldwin,  hence  Abigail  was  sister  of  William  Camp.  It  seems  somewhat  likely 
that  William  and  Abigail  were  children  of  Nicholas  Camp,  Sr.  The  evidence 
for  Edward  Camp  is  not  so  good.

II.  EDWARD  CAMP 

Edward2  Camp,  although  placed  tentatively  as  of  the  second  generation,  may 
have  been  a  nephew  or  other  relative  of  Nicholas1  Camp,  rather  than  a  son.  We 
should  suppose  him  born  about  1622.  He  first  appears  in  New  Haven,  6  Sept. 
1643,  when  he  was  fined  for  being  late  at  training,  and  he  took  the  oath  of 
fidelity  1  July  l644.h 

He  remained  in  New  Haven  and  was  granted  land  at  Chestnut  Hill,  May  1650, 
hence  was  one  of  the  first  settlers  in  what  is  now  Woodbridge.  He  was  residuary 
legatee  with  Ralph  Lines  and  Robert  Meeker  under  the  nuncupative  will  of 
John  Bishop  of  New  Haven  in  1651.  He  and  his  wife  had  seats  assigned  in 
the  meeting  house,  Feb.  1655/6.  He  died  before  4  Oct.  1659,  when  an  imper¬ 
fect  inventory  of  his  estate  was  presented,  and  a  second  inventory  was  presented 
1  Nov.  I659.h 

At  Branford  on  15  Nov.  1660  the  testimony  of  John  Burwell  [of  Milford] 
was  taken  concerning  a  stray  horse  then  in  possession  of  Josias  Ward  of  Bran¬ 
ford  demanded  by  John  Nash  of  New  Haven.  He  stated  that  "myself  and  my 
Cosen  Edward  Camp  who  was  then  living,  this  winter  three  years  past,  saw  a 
colt  with  John  Nash’s  mare.”1  This  was  John2  Burwell,  who  must  have  been 
near  Edward  Camp  in  age,  so  the  term  "cousin”  was  probably  used  in  the  sense 
of  first  cousin  rather  than  nephew.  However,  it  may  have  been  Edwards  wife 

who  was  the  actual  cousin  of  John2  Burwell.  She  was  Mary - ,  and  her 

will  made  "Brother  Canfield”  an  overseer.  While  this  may  have  meant  brother 
in  the  church,  it  is  quite  possible  that  she  was  a  sister  of  Thomas  Canfield  of 
Milford.  The  Canfields,  like  the  Burwells,  were  from  Hitchin,  Hertfordshire. 
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If  the  father  of  John2  Burwell  was  uncle  of  Thomas  Canfield  and  of  Mary  wife 
of  Edward  Camp,  or  if  his  mother  was  their  aunt,  these  expressions  of  relation¬ 
ship  would  be  explained. 

Edward’s  widow  Mary  married  second,  4  Apr.  1662,  being  called  "widow 
Camp  that  lived  at  Chestnut  Hill,”  John  Lane  of  Milford.  He  was  a  widower, 
with  a  son  Isaac  and  daughter  Sarah,  wife  of  Jobamah  Gunn.  Lane’s  will,  dated 
11  Sept.  1669,  made  bequests  to  his  sons-in-law  [stepsons]  Samuel  and  Edward 
Camp  and  daughter-in-law  [stepdaughter]  Mary  Camp;  and  the  codicil  written 
the  following  day  remembered  his  daughter-in-law  [stepdaughter]  Mercy  Bald¬ 
win;  son  Isaac  Lane  and  son-in-law  Jobamah  Gunn;  brother  William  East.* 

Mary  Lane  died  in  1680/1  and  her  will,  dated  22  Feb.  1680,  named  her  sons 
Samuel  and  Edward  Camp,  and  daughters  Mercy  Baldwin,  Mary  Briscoe,  and 
Mehitabel  Camp  [the  last,  the  wife  of  her  son  Edward] ;  daughter-in-law  [step¬ 
daughter]  Sarah  Gunn  and  son-in-law  Jobamah  Gunn  [husband  of  Sarah  Lane]. 
She  made  Brother  Canfield  and  John  Fiske  overseers  of  her  will.k 

As  bearing  on  the  probability  of  relationship  of  Edward2  Camp  to  Nicholas1 
Camp,  the  marriages  of  Edward’s  children  are  of  interest.  Samuel3  Camp’s 
second  wife  appears  to  have  been  daughter  of  William2  Camp;  Mercy3  Camp’s 
husband  was  son  of  John1  Baldwin,  and  his  wife  Mary,  almost  certainly  daughter 
of  Nicholas1  Camp;  and  Mary3  Camp’s  husband  was  stepson  of  Nicholas2  Camp.

II.  WILLIAM  CAMP 

William2  Camp,  possibly  a  son  of  Nicholas,1  was  probably  born  in  the 
neighborhood  of  1635.  He  lived  in  Milford,  Conn.,  where  his  marriage  by 
Deputy  Governor  Gilbert  was  recorded,  29  Jan.  1661/2,  to  Mary  Smith  of 
New  Haven.  She  can  only  be  identified  as  the  Mary2  Smith  born  at  New 
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Haven  in  1642,  daughter  of  George1  and  Sarah  ( - )  Smith. 

He  removed  with  others  to  Newark,  N.  J.  in  1667,  with  the  second  group 
from  Milford,  and  signed  the  Fundamental  Agreement  24  June  1667.  His 
wife  was  living  in  l694.x 

He  drew  lot  No.  34  and  had  many  dealings  in  real  estate  thereafter,  his 
name  appearing  on  deeds  as  late  of  16987 

William  Camp  held  many  offices.  In  1670  he  was  Fence  Viewer  and  again 
in  1692;  Surveyor  and  Layer-out  of  highways,  1671,  1672,  1673,  1686; 
Warner  of  Town  Meetings,  1672;  Hay-Ward,  1672;  Grand  Juryman,  1678; 
Constable,  1684;  Overseer  of  the  Poor,  1693;  Town’s  Man,  1696.2 

There  is  no  direct  evidence  that  it  was  his  daughter  Mary  who  married 
Lieut.  Samuel3  Camp,  but  her  age  is  suitable  and  no  other  Mary  Camp,  maid 
or  widow,  appears  of  record  who  was  of  proper  age  for  this  marriage.  If  we 
are  right  in  so  placing  her,  she  may  have  been  visiting  Camp  relatives  in 
Milford  and  so  have  come  in  contact  with  Samuel3  Camp  who  was  considerably 
her  senior  in  age  and  a  widower  at  the  time.  Her  mother’s  relatives  lived  in 
the  West  Haven  section  of  New  Haven,  adjacent  to  Milford.

III.  SAMUEL  CAMP 

Samuel3  Camp,  born  about  1645,  died  at  Milford,  Conn.,  27  Jan.  1736 
aged  91  (record  made  by  his  grandson,  Rev.  Samuel  Camp  of  Ridgefield); 
the  date  on  his  gravestone,  which  calls  him  Deacon  Samuel,  was  not  found 
legible  in  1889  when  Nathan  G.  Pond  copied  the  Milford  inscriptions,  but  in 
1949  was  read  as[ — ]6  Jan.  1733  in  his  91st  year,1  which  would  place  his 
birth  earlier  than  it  probably  occurred.  He  married  first,  at  Milford,  13  Nov. 
1672,  Hannah  Betts,  born  at  Guilford,  Conn.,  22  Nov.  1652,  buried  at 

Milford  24  Jan.  1680/1,  daughter  of  Thomas  and  Mary  ( - )  Betts  of 

Guilford  and  Norwalk;  married  second,  at  Milford,  4  Oct.  1682,  Mary3  Camp, 
presumed  to  be  the  Mary  Camp  born  at  Milford  22  Mar.  1663/4,  died  after  Feb. 
1691/2,  daughter  of  William2  and  Mary  (Smith)  Camp;  married  third,  at 
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Milford,  28  Apr.  1695,  Rebecca  (Atkinson)  Canfield,  born  by  1660,  died 
at  Milford,  28  Mar.  1710/11,  presumed  daughter  of  Luke  and  Mary  (Platt) 
Atkinson,  widow  of  Thomas2  Canfield. 

He  was  called  in  various  records  “Senior,”  “Lieutenant,”  and  “Deacon.”  The 
first  of  these  designations  was  to  distinguish  him  from  Samuel3  Camp  (1655- 
1733),  son  of  Nicholas,2  who  was  known  as  "Junior,”  and  married  first,  6  Jan. 
1681/2,  Mercy  Scofield,  and  second,  about  1698,  Martha  ( Ufford )  Carro. 
The  marriages  of  the  two  men  have  sometimes  been  confused.  Our  Samuel  was 
a  mason  by  trade.  In  Oct.  1698  he  was  established  Lieutenant  of  the  Second 
Train  Band  in  Milford.™  He  was  chosen  a  deacon  of  the  church  about  1709. 
He  was  one  of  the  proprietors  of  New  Milford  in  1706,  but  did  not  remove 
there.

IV.  ENOS  CAMP 

Enos4  Camp,  baptized  at  Milford,  Conn.,  20  May  1688,  died  there  20  June 
1768  in  his  81st  year  (gravestone);  married  first,  at  Milford,  28  Sept.  1710, 
Martha4  Baldwin,  born  1  Sept.  1690  (from  age  at  death),  died  at  Milford, 
14  Sept.  1740,  aged  50  years  13  days  (gravestone),  daughter  of  Theophilus3 
and  Elizabeth  (Canfield)  Baldwin;  married  second,  at  Milford,  19  June  1744, 
Elizabeth  (Fowler)  Clark,  baptized  at  Milford,  20  Sept.  1691,  daughter 
of  William  and  Anna  (Beard)  Fowler,  widow  of  Nathan  Clark. 

His  will,  dated  26  Feb.  1768,  proved  6  July  1768,  named  his  eldest  son, 
Enos  of  New  Milford;  sons  Israel,  Jonah,  and  Abel;  daughter  Martha  wife  of 
Nathaniel  Camp;  daughter  Elizabeth  wife  of  Jesse  Smith,  to  whom  he  gave 
additional  in  consideration  of  "her  living  with  me  after  her  first  husband  and 
my  wife  died”;  and  grandsons  Isaac  and  Job  Camp.  The  inventory  of  his  estate 
was  presented  by  Abel  Camp  and  amounted  to  over  £510,  including  some 
personalty  in  New  Milford.11

V.  ISAAC  CAMP 

Isaac5  Camp,  born  at  Milford,  Conn.,  24  Feb.  1720,  died  there  in  1761; 
married  Sarah4  Clark,  baptized  at  Milford,  1  Apr.  1722,  died  there  23  May 
1791,  aged  71,  daughter  of  George  and  Mary  (Coley)  Clark.  She  married 
second,  Evan  Evans. 

One  Isaac  Camp  served  nineteen  days  in  the  militia  company  of  Capt. 
Joseph  Woodruff  of  Milford,  which  marched  to  the  relief  of  Fort  William 
Henry  in  August  1757.  Possibly  the  soldier  was  his  young  son  Isaac  instead  of 
himself.P 

His  wife’s  identity  is  proved  by  combining  several  records.  The  will  of 
George  Clark,  dated  13  Aug.  1762,  called  his  daughter  Sarah  Camp.  On  3  Aug. 
1763  (about  two  years  after  Isaac  Camp’s  death),  Sarah  Camp,  widow,  con¬ 
veyed  land  which  had  been  given  to  her  by  her  father  George  Clark.q  Sarah 
Clark  had  a  brother  Job,  which  explains  that  name  given  to  her  son,  and  her 
son  Job  Camp  named  a  son  Clark  Camp  after  her. 

Administration  on  Isaac  Camp’s  estate  was  granted  in  April  1761  to  his 
widow  Sarah.  The  inventory  showed  an  estate  of  over  £597.  Allowance  was 
made  to  the  widow  for  mourning  and  provisions,  and  for  bringing  up  the 
youngest  child  till  four  years  old,  a  period  of  six  months.  Sarah  was  allowed 
guardian  to  Isaac,  and  appointed  guardian  to  Job,  Abigail,  Deborah,  Mary,  and 
Abiah,  five  minor  children  of  Isaac.  Distribution  was  made  to  the  widow  Sarah, 
eldest  daughter  Sarah,  daughters  Abigail,  Deborah,  Mary  and  Abiah  Camp, 
eldest  son  Isaac,  and  youngest  son  Job.  Eliphal  Gillet  of  Milford  was  allowed 
guardian  to  Job,  June  1763,  and  to  Abigail,  4  Aug.  1763.  Abel  Camp  was 
appointed  guardian  to  Deborah,  Dec.  1768/ 

Administration  on  the  unadministered  estate  of  Mr.  Isaac  Camp  was  granted 
to  Jonah  Newton  of  Milford  at  the  request  of  Isaac  Camp,  Deborah  Allen  and 
Abiah  Twitchell,  some  of  the  heirs,  7  May  1792.  This  was  after  the  death  of 
the  widow,  and  the  inventory  (£110)  was  of  the  part  of  the  estate  that  had 
been  set  to  her  for  dower/

VI.  JOB  CAMP 

Job6  Camp,  born  at  Milford,  Conn.,  16  Nov.  1747,  died  at  Camptown, 
Pa.,  17  Jan.  1822,  aged  75  (gravestone,  Meryall  Cemetery,  near  Camptown); 
married  22  Feb.  1773,  Anna4  Oviatt,  born  at  Milford,  Conn.,  27  Jan. 
1749/50,  died  at  Camptown,  Pa.,  19  Nov.  1825,  daughter  of  Thomas  and 
Margaret  (Bronson)  Oviatt. 

He  has  been  confused  with  Capt.  Job  Camp  of  Lt.  Col.  Seymour’s  regiment 
in  the  Revolution.  This  man  was  baptized  at  Durham,  Connecticut,  19  May  1728, 
died  there  8  December  1791  in  his  65th  year  (tombstone),  son  of  Job  and 
Phebe  (Canfield)  Camp.  He  married  28  December  1752,  a  Rachel  Talcott,  and 
by  her  had  eleven  children. 

An  account  published  in  1878  states:1  "In  1792,  Job  Camp  came  to  Wya- 
lusing,  planted  a  piece  of  corn,  and,  after  it  was  harvested,  returned  to  Connecticut 
for  his  family,  moved  in  the  next  year,  and  settled  at  Camptown,  which  was 
then  a  dense,  unbroken  wilderness.  At  this  time  there  were,  besides  Jones 
Ingham,  two  or  three  families  above  him  on  the  creek  .  .  .  Mr.  Camp  .  .  . 
started  from  Connecticut  with  a  yoke  of  oxen,  which  were  used  to  transport  his 
family  and  goods.  Taking  the  usual  course  of  the  emigrants — across  the  country 
from  the  Hudson  to  Stroudsburg,  and  through  the  great  swamp — they  reached 
the  Susquehanna  at  Pittston.  The  route  was  a  slow  and  toilsome  one,  but  thus 
far  there  was  a  road  along  which  they  could  drive  a  team,  but  up  the  river 
there  was  nothing  but  the  narrow  Indian  path.  They  were  therefore  compelled 
to  unyoke  their  oxen  and  drive  them  along  singly.  The  cart,  younger  members 
of  the  family,  and  household  goods  were  then  placed  on  a  keel-boat,  and  two 
men  were  hired  to  push  it  up  the  river  to  Wyalusing.  The  progress  was  slow 
and  the  labor  severe,  and  several  days  were  necessary  for  the  trip.  It  took  all 
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of  Mr.  Camp’s  crop  of  corn  raised  the  preceding  year  to  pay  the  boatmen,  and 
the  family  were  obliged  to  get  along  as  best  they  could  until  another  crop  was 
harvested.  Mr.  Camp  was  by  trade  a  carpenter  and,  the  year  he  moved  in,  built 
a  large  barn  for  Mr.  Lewis,  the  first  erected  on  the  Wyalusing.  In  1795  he  built 
a  barn  for  himself,  which  is  still  standing.  This  barn  is  covered  with  boards  split 
out  of  pine  logs,  which  are  fastened  on  with  wrought  nails,  made  by  Salmon 
Bosworth,  who  had  moved  up  the  Wyalusing. 

"Mr.  Camp  had  a  large  family  of  children,  and  the  name  is  one  of  frequent 
occurrence.  The  village  of  Camptown,  five  miles  up  the  Wyalusing,  is  named 
in  honor  of  him.  His  wife  was  Anna  Oviatt,  and  her  brother  Thomas  came 
about  the  same  time  with  him,  and  lived  on  the  farm  now  owned  by  Benjamin 
Ackley." 

A  fine  record  of  the  family  is  found  in  a  Bible  printed  at  Brattleboro,  the 
earlier  records  presumably  having  been  copied  by  the  son  from  Job’s  own  family 
record.

VIII.  HOMER  CAMP 

Homer8  Camp,  son  of  William,  was  born  at  Camptown,  Bradford  Co., 
Penna.,  17  Mar.  1823,  d.  28  Aug.  1907;  married  9  Sept.  1847  Harriet  Stone 
daughter  of  John  Ingham.  He  was  a  farmer,  lumberman  and  insurance  agent, 
and  lived  in  the  big  brick  house  built  by  his  father  which  is  still  standing  and 
in  good  repair.  The  bricks  were  made  from  clay  found  on  the  property,  which 
was  mixed  with  sand  in  a  circular  pit  and  trodden  by  oxen  attached  to  a  sweep. 
The  house  is  forty  by  sixty  feet,  two  stories  and  attic,  six  chimneys  and  nine 
fireplaces,  including  one  in  the  cellar,  which  latter  underlies  the  entire  building. 
Stoves  being  unknown,  these  supplied  all  the  heat.  The  oven  had  capacity  for 
fourteen  loaves  of  bread  at  one  time,  and  usually  this  number  was  baked.  Old 
William  occupied  the  east  end  of  the  house  until  the  death  of  his  second  wife, 
then  Homer  took  care  of  him  there  until  William  died  twelve  years  later.

Frederick  and  his  family  moved  in  1901  to  Ford’s  Prairie,  near  Centralia, 
Wash.,  where  James  Lum,  a  single  man,  homesteaded  the  ranch  during  his 
lifetime,  and  at  his  death  his  brother  Albert  K.  Lum  acquired  the  property.  He 
was  an  uncle  of  Frederick  and  when  he  contracted  arsenic  poisoning  he  had 
offered  the  farm  to  his  nephew  if  he  would  come  west.  Albert  died  13  July  1901 
at  South  Bend,  Wash.,  and  Frederick  farmed  the  Lum  property  until  his  death, 
the  widow  remaining  there  until  her  death  nineteen  years  later. 

Pacific  Highway  99  now  goes  through  what  was  always  known  as  ’The 
Ranch.”  The  Camps  were  life-long  Presbyterians,  and  he  was  a  member  of 
Centralia  Lodge  No.  63,  F  &  A  Masons.

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GEORGE  SMITH 

NEW  HAVEN,  CONNECTICUT 

George1  Smith,  born  in  England,  died  at  New  Haven,  Conn.,  17  May  1662; 

Married  Sarah - .  She  married  second,  at  New  Haven,  2  July  1668,  John 

Jackson,  who  removed  to  Derby,  Conn.,  and  died  there  1  Oct.  1683,  aged  about 
60.  Sarah  survived  him  and  was  living  in  1686. 

George  Smith  was  a  founder  of  New  Haven,  signing  the  original  agreement 
there  on  4  June  1639.  On  7  June  1643  he  charged  John  Beach  with  killing 
one  of  his  cows  by  felling  a  tree.  The  Court  found  that  Beech  had  been  grossly 
negligent,  and  Smith  recovered  £5.  In  the  list  of  persons  and  estates,  undated 
but  probably  as  early  as  1640,  he  was  listed  as  one  person,  so  was  unmarried 
when  he  came  here,  and  his  estate  was  only  £50.  He  took  the  oath  of  allegiance, 
1  July  1644.  The  same  year  he  applied  for  a  lot  by  the  seaside,  beyond  the  West 
River,  and  became  one  of  the  earliest  settlers  in  what  is  now  West  Haven. 
Both  he  and  "Sister  Smith”  were  assigned  seats  in  the  meeting  house  in  1646. 
The  following  year,  he  sold  all  his  land  in  "the  Necke.”  Again  in  1649  he  asked 
for  a  piece  of  meadow  near  Mr.  Lamberton’s  meadow.  Captain  Lamberton’s 
large  farm  lay  on  the  "west  side,”  that  is,  in  West  Haven.3 

In  1655  Samuel  Ford,  a  saucy  youth  of  sixteen,  went  on  a  Sabbath  day  to 
George  Smith’s  house,  where  he  started  pulling  a  noosed  rope  about  the  necks 
of  younger  boys,  one  of  whom  was  a  Smith  boy  of  five  or  six  (apparently 
John,  who  was  actually  eight),  and  choking  him  until  his  sister  cried  out.  For 
this  and  other  miscarriages,  the  Ford  boy  was  publicly  whipped.  George  and 
"Goodwife  Smith”  are  named  in  the  new  seating  of  the  meeting  house,  Feb. 
1655/6,  and  in  the  third  seating,  Feb.  1661/2.  George  Smith  seems  to  have 
been  a  carpenter.  He  never  got  in  trouble  of  any  kind,  nor  was  he  ever  sued  or 
complained  of  in  those  litigious  days.  He  had  almost  no  public  service,  but  was 
appointed  a  fence  viewer,  28  Apr.  1662,  very  shortly  before  his  death,  which 
seems  to  have  been  sudden  and  while  he  was  in  the  prime  of  life.b 

The  inventory  of  his  estate,  taken  20  Dec.  1662,  amounted  to  £195.3.4.  "The 
widdow  being  asked  if  there  was  noe  Will  of  her  husbands  she  answered  noe.”c 
There  is  nothing  but  this  inventory  in  the  probate  records.d 

On  24  June  1684,  Sarah  Jackson,  widdow,  was  complained  of  by  George 
Beaman  of  Derby,  son-in-law  to  John  Jackson,  deceased,  her  late  husband, 
for  attempting  to  murder  her  said  husband.  The  fact  was  owned  by  her,  but 
many  testimonies  were  presented  to  prove  her  under  some  kind  of  distraction. 
Considering  that  she  was  at  times  crazy  in  her  head,  and  subject  by  her  age  and 
sex  to  bodily  infirmity,  she  was  fined  five  pounds  for  her  said  attempt.  Her  sons 
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petitioned,  10  June  1685,  to  have  her  fine  remitted.  This  was  refused,  and  on 
12  Mar.  1685/6  Nathan  Smith  was  complained  of  for  refusing  to  pay  a  fine 
of  his  mother  Jackson’s;  the  Court  proposed  that  he  and  two  of  his  brethren, 
Sam11  and  Ebenezer,  should  now  pay  40  shillings  and  make  application  to  the 
next  County  Court  for  remission  of  the  balance.  Thus  the  case  was  settled.e

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SYLVESTER  BALDWIN 

MILFORD,  CONNECTICUT 


ORIGIN 

The  Baldwin  Genealogy  (1881),  by  Charles  Candee  Baldwin,  devotes  pages 
20-75  to  the  English  ancestry  of  the  Milford,  Conn.,  Baldwins.  Mr.  Herbert  F. 
Seversmith  since  1939  has  been  putting  out  in  instalments  his  Colonial  Families 
of  Long  Island,  New  York  and  Connecticut,  mimeographed,  limited  to  25  copies. 
Pages  227-268  of  the  first  volume  are  devoted  to  the  English  Baldwins.  In  this 
he  incorporated  material  obtained  from  England  by  Capt.  Evelyn  Briggs  Baldwin, 
which  supplements  the  data  in  the  older  genealogy.  The  ancestry  of  Sylvester 
Baldwin  in  the  direct  line  is  as  follows. 

I.  Robert  Baldwin,  of  Wendover,  later  of  Aston  Clinton,  and  finally  (1523) 
of  Dundridge,  co.  Buckingham,  England,  was  born  perhaps  by  1475,  is  of 
mention  1509  and  1518,  and  died  probably  not  long  after  1536;  married  Agnes, 
daughter  of  William  Dolte  of  Rickmansworth,  Herts.  While  not  proved, 
they  were  almost  certainly  parents  of  Richard  and  John  who  founded  two 
branches  of  the  family,  both  of  Which  are  represented  in  colonial  New  England. 

II.  Richard  Baldwin,  of  the  Manor  of  Dundridge,  Aston  Clinton,  born 
say  around  1500,  died  between  16  Jan.  1552/3  (date  of  his  will)  and  21  Feb. 
1552/3  (date  of  probate);  married  Ellen,  perhaps  Apuke,  whose  will  was 
made  1565-6  (exact  date  gone). 

III.  Henry  Baldwin,  of  Dundridge,  born  perhaps  about  1530,  buried  at 
Aston  Clinton,  1  June  1602;  his  will,  2  Jan.  1599/1600,  proved  2  July  1602; 
married  Alice  Kinge,  buried  23  Nov.  1626;  her  will  4  June  1622,  proved  14 
Dec.  1626.  Their  eldest  son,  Richard,  succeeded  at  Ehindridge  and  was  buried 
14  Oct.  1636;  his  will  named  many  relatives,  but  left  the  Manor  of  Dundridge 
to  the  eldest  son  of  his  next  brother,  Sylvester.  The  second  son  was: 

IV.  Sylvester  Baldwin,  born  perhaps  about  1560-65;  at  one  time  of 
Cholesbury,  co.  Bucks;  died  between  1622  and  1633,  no  burial  or  will  found; 
married  28  Sept.  1590,  Joan  Wells.  Their  eldest  son,  Henry,  succeeded  to 
the  Manor  of  Dundridge.  Their  second  son  was  Sylvester,  below,  who  founded 
one  of  the  American  branches  of  the  family. 

I.  SYLVESTER  BALDWIN 

Sylvester1  Baldwin,  born  around  1595,  died  on  shipboard  in  June  or  July 
1638;  married  SARAH  - ,  who  married  second,  Capt.  John  Astwood.  He 
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died  in  London,  England,  in  July  1654,  and  Sarah  was  buried  at  Milford,  Conn., 
13  Nov.  1669. 

Sylvester  sailed  for  New  England  on  the  ship  Martin  in  1638  and  died  on  the 
passage,  making  his  nuncupative  will  on  shipboard  21  June  1638,  and  it  was 
proved  at  Boston  on  13  July  following.  It  named  his  wife  and  six  children, 
Richard,  Sarah,  Mary,  Martha,  Ruth,  and  John.a 

The  widow  and  children  came  with  the  early  settlers  to  New  Haven,  and 
she  appears  in  the  list  of  persons  and  estates  (1640?)  as  Widow  Baldwin 
with  a  comfortable  estate  of  £300.  Since  her  family  is  then  listed  as  five  persons, 
which  would  be  herself  and  four  children,  it  seems  likely  that  the  daughters 
Martha  and  Ruth,  who  are  found  in  no  record  later  than  their  father’s  will  and 
are  not  named  in  their  mother’s  will,  died  not  long  after  their  father.  Following 
Sarah’s  marriage  to  Capt.  Astwood,  the  family  moved  to  Milford,  Conn.  Astwood 
was  a  substantial  citizen,  a  Magistrate,  and  a  Commissioner  for  the  United 
Colonies.  He  died  while  on  personal  business  in  England.a 

It  was  stated  years  ago  that  Sarah  was  a  Bryant  ( Bryan? ) ,  but  no  evidence  has 
ever  been  put  forward  to  sustain  the  assertion,  nor  has  a  place  been  found  for 
her  among  the  connections  of  Alexander  Bryan  of  Milford,  whose  antecedents 
have  been  traced  in  England.  Her  will  appointed  "my  beloved  brothers”  Richard 
Platt  and  Thomas  Wheeler,  to  be  overseers,  but  Richard  Platt  was  not  her 
actual  brother,  and  it  has  yet  to  be  proved  that  they  were  brothers-in-law  of 
herself  or  of  either  her  first  or  her  second  husband.  They  were  her  brothers  in  the 
fellowship  of  the  church,  and  may  have  been  highly  respected  friends  in  whom 
she  felt  confidence.15 

The  will  of  Mrs.  Sarah  Astwood  of  Milford,  widow,  made  9  Nov.  1669, 
remembered  her  daughter-in-law  [stepdaughter]  Hannah  [Astwood],  wife  of 
Stephen  Freeman;  grandchild  John  Baldwin  [son  of  her  son  John] ;  grandchild 
Mary  Woodruff  [child  of  her  daughter  Mary  Plumb];  Rev.  Roger  Newton; 
grandchild  Silvanus  Baldwin  [child  of  her  son  Richard];  grandchild  Sarah 
Burwell,  grandchild  Mehitabel  Fenn,  and  grandchild  Martha  Newton  [children 
of  her  daughter  Sarah  Fenn,  except  Mehitabel  who  was  wife  of  her  grand¬ 
son,  Benjamin  Fenn];  daughter  Elizabeth  Baldwin,  "widdow”  [of  her  son 
Richard] ;  grandchild  Matthew  Woodruff  [husband  of  her  granddaughter  Mary 
Plumb;]  son  John  Baldwin;  grandchild  Sarah  Riggs,  grandchild  Temperance 
Baldwin,  and  grandchild  Mary  Baldwin  [all  children  of  her  son  Richard]; 
great-grandchild  Sarah  Burwell  [child  of  Sarah  (Fenn)  Burwell];  and  daughter 
Mary  Plumb,  who  was  to  be  executrix.0

II.  ENSIGN  RICHARD  BALDWIN 

Richard2  Baldwin,  baptized  at  Aston  Clinton,  co.  Buckingham,  England, 
25  Aug.  1622,  died  at  Milford,  Conn.,  23  July  1665;  married  at  Milford,  after 
5  Feb.  1642/3,  Elizabeth  Alsop,  born  in  Derbyshire,  England,  died  at  Milford, 
July  1688,  daughter  of  John  and  Temperance  (Gilbert)  Alsop.  She  married 
second,  1  Nov.  1670,  Lieut.  William  Fowler,  who  died  at  Milford  in  1683. 

He  had  a  good  education,  wrote  a  fine  hand,  and  in  1660  was  Town  Clerk 
of  Milford.  He  often  appeared  before  the  Court  as  an  attorney  for  others, 
suggesting  that  in  boyhood  he  may  have  clerked  or  had  some  training  with 
his  uncle  Henry  Baldwin,  who  was  a  lawyer.e 

He  was  an  original  proprietor  or  free  planter  of  Milford  in  1639,  when  only 
seventeen,  and  joined  the  church  9  May  1641.  Elizabeth  Alsop  joined  the 
church,  5  Feb.  1642/3,  and  after  her  name  is  written,  "since  married  to  Richard 
Baldwin.”  In  1646  his  homestead  was  on  the  west  side  of  the  Wepawaug  River, 
between  those  of  his  stepfather,  Captain  Astwood,  and  his  brother-in-law, 
Benjamin  Fenn.  He  was  called  Sergeant  [of  the  Train  Band]  as  early  as  1655, 
and  between  1655  and  1661  was  interested  in  the  purchase  and  settlement  of 
Paugasset  [Derby],  but  remained  in  Milford,  where  he  kept  the  ordinary.6 

He  was  appointed  Ensign  of  the  New  Haven  Colony  Troop,  June  1654;  and 
was  Deputy  for  Milford  to  the  New  Haven  Colony  General  Court,  May  1662, 
May  and  Oct.  1663,  and  Jan.  1664J 

His  inventory,  amounting  to  £420.15.00  net,  was  taken  28  Sept.  1665.  The 
names  and  ages  of  the  children  were  stated  as  Nathaniel  [error  for  Sylvanus], 
19;  Sarah,  17;  Temperance,  15;  Mary,  12;  Theophilus,  8;  Zakaryah,  5;  and 
Barnabas,  3/  of  a  year  old.  The  order  of  distribution  was  £150  to  the  widow; 
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£70  to  "Silvanus,  Eldest  son”;  and  £36  to  each  of  the  other  children  at  legal  age 
or  marriage  «  This  is  hard  to  explain.  The  eldest  daughter,  Elizabeth,  was  already 
married  and  perhaps  had  received  her  full  portion.  Not  counting  her  and 
Sylvanus,  there  were  seven  other  children,  but  only  six  others  are  named  and 
Martha,  then  aged  2,  was  omitted.  Also,  after  deducting  the  amounts  ordered 
to  the  widow  and  Sylvanus,  only  £200  are  left  to  be  distributed,  and  that  is 
insufficient  to  divide  equally  between  six  children,  much  less  between  the  seven 
children  who  actually  existed.

16  May  1730,  aged  69  (gravestone),  daughter  of  Thomas1  and  Phebe  ( - ) 

Canfield.  She  married  second,  6  Jan.  1704/5,  John  Merwin,  born  about  1650, 
died  15  Jan.  1727/8.

].  Since  publication  of  accounts  referred  to  under  a.,  early  court  rolls  of  the  manor  of  Chesham, 
Bucks,  Eng.  have  come  to  light,  and  although  defective,  it  is  now  possible  to  show  that  the  ancestors 
of  Sylvester1  Baldwin  had  settled  in  that  parish  as  early  as  the  middle  of  the  thirteenth  century. 
( N .  E.  Hist.  &  Gen.  Society,  vol.  CXIII  245-8). 
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The  brothers  Timothy  and  George  Alsop,  and  their  sister  Elizabeth  [who 
married  Richard2  Baldwin]  all  came  to  New  England,  and  their  names  appear 
on  visitation  pedigrees  of  the  great  family  of  Alsop  of  Alsop-in-the-Dale, 
Derbyshire,  England.  One  of  these  pedigrees  gives  eighteen  generations  behind 
Elizabeth,  but  the  first  twelve  generations  are  little  more  than  names  and  it  would 
be  uncritical  to  accept  the  line  of  descent  or  even  the  names  without  verification 
by  contemporary  documents  to  establish  the  precise  descent.  Without  question 
this  was  an  ancient  gentry  family,  long  established  in  Derbyshire. 

Gamellus  de  Alsop,  assumed  as  the  founder  of  the  family,  is  described  as 
father  of  Gweno  de  Alsop,  who  had  a  grant  of  the  township  of  Alsop  from 
William,  Lord  Ferrers.  The  direct  line  is  then  continued  in  the  pedigree  through 
Henry,  Richard,  William,  Ranulph  (living  1311),  another  Ranulph  (living 
1320),  Richard  (living  1342),  Thomas  (living  1387),  John  (living  1412), 
John  (living  1441),  and  a  third  John.  The  last-named  was  father  of  Thomas 
who  married  a  daughter  of  Hugh  Erdeswick  of  Sandon,  co.  Stafford. 

They  were  parents  of  John  who,  by  his  first  wife  Jane,  daughter  of  John 
Beresford  of  Newton  Grange,  seventh  son  of  Thomas  and  Agnes  Beresford  of 
Fenny  Bentley,  had,  with  others,  a  son  George  Alsop  who  married  Jane,  daughter 
of  William  Eggerton  of  Wall  Grange.  The  eldest  of  their  three  sons,  John  Alsop, 
married  a  distant  cousin,  Anne  Alsop,  daughter  of  Thomas  Alsop  by  his  wife 
Anne,  daughter  of  William  Bassett  of  Blore. 

Their  son  was  Anthony  Alsop  of  Alsop-in-the-Dale,  Esq.,  living  in  1611, 
who  married  Jane,  daughter  of  Richard  Smith  of  Cambridge,  co.  Stafford. 
They  are  credited  with  six  sons  and  three  daughters.  The  eldest  son,  John  Alsop, 
of  Alsop-in-the-Dale,  died  in  1631;  he  married  Temperance,  daughter  of  William 

Gilbert  of  Mickleover,  who  married  second,  William  Hopkins  of  Derby.  Their 
children  are  named  as:

returned  to  England. 

iv.  George,  m.  Dorothy  Bentley;  came  to  Milford,  Conn.,  leaving  his  wife  and 
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two  children  in  England.  He  d.  at  Milford,  1679,  and  Sylvanus3  Baldwin  [son 
of  his  sister  Elizabeth]  was  granted  administration.

The  son  John,  calling  himself  John  Allsopp  of  Bousall,  co.  Derby,  gentleman, 
made  his  will  16  Jan.  1643,  proved  10  Feb.  1646.  He  directed  that  he  be  buried 
at  Allsopp  in  the  Dale,  and  mentioned  his  mother  Temperance  Hopkines;  his 
eldest  brother,  Anthony  Allsopp;  "my  two  brothers  and  sister  now  living  in 
New  England”;  sister  Jane  wife  of  Mr.  Roger  Jackson  of  Ashburne,  co.  Derby; 
grandmother,  Mrs.  Jane  Allsopp;  an  aunt;  and  his  wife  Mary.b  The  two  brothers 
in  New  England  were  clearly  Timothy  and  George,  and  the  sister  was  Elizabeth 
( Alsop)  Baldwin. 

This  group,  it  will  be  noted,  had  five  uncles  whose  families  have  not  been 
deduced.  From  them,  or  from  younger  branches  of  the  family,  came  presumably 
the  brothers  Timothy  (of  St.  Mary  Somerset,  London,  who  died  1664),  and  Rev. 
Josias  (of  St.  Clements  Eastcheap,  London,  who  died  1666),  and  their  sister  in 
New  England  named  in  their  wills,  Elizabeth  wife  of  Bryan  Rossiter  of  Guilford, 
Conn.  Also,  probably,  the  brothers  Thomas  and  Joseph  Alsop,  who  came  to  New 
England  in  1635  when  quite  young  and  settled,  respectively,  at  Stratford  and  New 
Haven,  Conn.b

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ORIGIN 

Thomas  Canfield  had  the  following  children  baptized  at  Minsden,  in 
Hitchin,  co.  Hertford,  England:4

There  were  probably  other  children,  not  found  in  the  Minsden  registers,  but 
no  complete  account  can  be  offered  here,  as  probate  and  other  sources  have 
not  been  consulted. 

John  Burwell  of  Milford  came  from  Minsden  and  entries  concerning  his 
family  appear  there.  Several  other  Milford  surnames  are  found  in  the  Minsden 
registers.  Thomas  Canfield  was  not  an  original  Milford  settler,  but  a  later 
comer.  He  joined  the  Milford  church  in  1656  and  then  had  three  children 
baptized,  of  whom  the  eldest  was  born  probably  not  later  than  1650.  He  would 
therefore  be  of  suitable  age  to  identify  with  the  Thomas  baptized  in  1623 
above.  We  think  the  identification  probable,  because  the  distinct  connection 
of  Minsden  with  Milford  colonists  suggests  that  the  young  Thomas  of  Minsden 
may  have  followed  relatives  to  the  New  World  and  that  would  explain  why 
he  selected  Milford  for  his  home.  Furthermore,  the  Minsden  Thomas  had  a 
brother  Jeremiah  and  a  sister  Elizabeth,  and  the  Milford  Thomas  bestowed 
those  names  on  children. 

The  surname  in  the  Minsden  records,  as  in  New  England,  was  variously 
spelled  Camfield,  Canfeild,  etc.,  and  in  one  entry  the  elder  Thomas  was  called 
"of  Hill  ende.” 


I.  THOMAS  CANFIELD 

Thomas1  Canfield,  probably  baptized  at  Minsden,  Hertfordshire,  England, 
23  June  1623,  died  at  Milford,  Conn.,  (before  22  Aug.)  1689;  married  Phebe 
- ,  who  died  at  Milford  in  1690. 

He  was  an  early  but  not  an  original  settler  in  Milford,  where  he  was  admitted 
to  the  church,  1  Mar.  1656.  His  wife  Phebe  was  not  admitted  until  4  May  1671. 

The  identity  of  his  wife  Phebe  is  unknown.  Several  publications  call  her 
daughter  of  Jasper  Crane,  a  leading  citizen  of  Branford,  Conn.,  who  removed 
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to  Newark,  N.  J.  No  evidence  for  this  has  been  found  in  original  records  or  in 
any  of  the  books  which  make  the  claim.  Other  publications  try  to  connect  her 
with  the  Crane  family  of  Wethersfield.  It  must  be  stated,  however,  that  the 
present  compiler  has  found  no  reason  for  supposing  that  she  was  a  Crane  at 
all,  except  that  she  has  been  called  Crane  in  print,  which  is  not  a  cogent  reason 
for  accepting  the  name  unless  the  evidence  for  it  is  stated. 

Thomas  was  confirmed  Sergeant  of  the  Milford  Trainband,  May  1669,  and 
served  as  Deputy,  Oct.  1673,  Oct.  1674,  Oct.  1676,  Oct.  1681,  Oct.  1683,  Nov. 
1683,  May  and  July  l684.b 

The  will  of  Thomas  Canfield,  Sr.,  dated  13  Feb.  1687/8,  mentioned  his  wife 
Phebe;  three  married  daughters,  Sarah,  Phebe,  and  Elizabeth;  daughter 
Abigail;  three  unmarried  daughters;  two  sons,  Thomas  and  Jeremiah;  and  son 
John  Smith.  His  inventory,  taken  22  Aug.  1689,  calls  him  Sergeant.0 

The  will  of  Phebe  Canfield,  made  28  July  1690,  named  her  daughters  Mary, 
Hannah,  Mehitabel,  Sarah  Platt,  Phebe  Smith,  Elizabeth  Baldwin,  Abigail  Staples; 
son  Jeremiah  Canfield;  with  legacies  to  grandson  Thomas  Canfield  and  to 
Rebecca  Canfield.  Proved  12  Nov.  1690,  and  administration  granted  to  her 
daughter  Mary  Canfield.0

Jeremiah2  Canfield,  baptized  at  Milford,  28  Sept.  1662,  died  at  New

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Milford,  18  Mar.  1739/40;  married  in  1687,  Alice2  Hine,  born  at  Milford, 
16  Dec.  1667,  died  at  New  Milford,  4  Jan.  1739/40,  daughter  of  Thomas  and 
Elizabeth  ( - )  Hine. 

He  resided  in  Milford  until  11  Mar.  1726/7,  when  he  bought  from  Samuel 
Clark,  Jr.,  land  on  Second  Hill  and  also  in  what  is  now  Bridgewater,  in  the 
town  of  New  Milford.  He  soon  settled  there,  and  joined  the  First  Church  in 
New  Milford  in  17364 

His  will,  dated  11  Mar.  1739/40,  with  a  codicil  the  next  day,  was  proved 
31  Mar.  1740,  and  contains  many  interesting  provisions.  He  gave  to  his  eldest 
son,  Jeremiah,  one  acre  in  Milford;  five  shillings  to  his  son  Azariah,  who  had 
received  his  full  portion;  to  son  Samuel,  land  in  New  Milford;  to  son  Thomas, 
one  acre  in  Milford;  to  daughter  Zeruiah  wife  of  Daniel  Terril,  £20;  to  daughter 
"Els”  wife  of  Josiah  Basset,  £20  and  a  quarter  of  his  undivided  rights  in 
Milford;  to  son  Zerubbabel,  land  in  New  Milford;  to  son  Joseph,  a  cow;  to 
daughter  Jemima  wife  of  John  Bostv/ick,  the  brass  kettle  which  was  her 
mother’s;  the  three  daughters  to  have  the  residue  of  the  personal  estate;  sons 
Samuel  and  Zerubbabel  to  be  executors.  He  also  gave  legacies  to  Mary  wife  of 
his  son  Zerubbabel,  to  Mercy  wife  of  his  son  Azariah,  and  to  Phebe  daughter  of 
his  son  Jeremiah®

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Azariah3  Canfield,  born  at  Milford  about  1693,  settled  in  New  Milford 
1727  and  died  there  in  1769;  married  at  Milford,  26  Feb.  1719/20,  Mercy 
Baldwin,  according  to  the  Milford  record,  but  there  is  no  doubt  that  she  was 
daughter  of  Thomas  Bassett/  If  her  mother  was  a  Baldwin,  as  stated  by  the 
manuscripts  of  the  late  Nathan  G.  Pond  and  printed  in  the  third  report  of  the 
Bassett  Family  Association,  the  name  may  have  been  an  inadvertence  on  the 
part  of  the  recorder  who  wrote  her  mother’s  maiden  name  instead  of  her  own 
surname. 

His  will,  dated  26  Nov.  1766,  gave  the  usual  dower  to  his  wife  Mercy,  lands 
to  his  son  Azariah,  Jr.,  referring  to  his  birthright,  and  to  his  daughter  Freelove 
Lacey,  six  acres  to  his  granddaughter  Olive  Lacey,  lands  to  his  two  sons  Oliver 
and  Israel,  the  latter  to  have  his  dwelling  house  and  half  the  barn.  The  inventory 
of  the  estate  was  received  13  June  1769.8

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I.  THOMAS  HINE 

Thomas  Hine  had  a  homelot  in  Milford  by  1646,  and  died  there  early  in 

1698.  The  wife  of  Thomas  was  Elizabeth - ,  who  was  admitted  to  the 

church  in  Milford  in  1669. 

The  will  of  Thomas,  Sr.,  dated  9  May  1694,  gave  to  his  eldest  son  Thomas 
the  west  end  of  the  lot  in  the  new  field  and  other  lands;  gave  lands  to  his  sons 
Stephen  and  William;  to  his  daughters  Elizabeth  Simkins  and  Alice  Canfield, 
£10  apiece  in  movable  estate  in  addition  to  what  they  had  received;  "my  sister” 
Mary  Lane  if  she  stay  not  with  my  son  Samuel  but  part  from  him  should  have 
£5  given  to  her;  son  Samuel,  sole  Executor,  to  have  my  dwelling  house  and 
certain  lands.  The  inventory,  taken  15  Mar.  1697/8,  amounted  to  over  £234.a 

The  sister  Mary  Lane  provided  for  in  the  will  has  not  been  identified.  Some 
have  supposed  her  to  be  the  Mary  "who  was  wife  first  of  Edward  Camp  and 
second  of  John  Lane  of  Milford,  but  that  Mary  Lane  died  in  Feb.  1680  [1680/1] 
according  to  Milford  Church  records,  and  the  inventory  of  her  estate  was  taken 
22  Feb.  1680/1,  so  was  not  living  when  Thomas  Hine  made  his  will  in  1694. 
Possibly  she  was  an  unmarried  sister  of  Elizabeth  wife  of  Thomas  Hine,  and 
both  Elizabeth  and  Mary  Lane  may  have  been  sisters  of  John  Lane  of  Milford. 

The  children  of  "Sister  Hine,” — Thomas,  John,  Elizabeth,  Samuel,  Stephen, 
and  Alice,  were  baptized  together  21  Nov.  1669.

As  will  be  proved  below,  Azariah3  Canfield  married  at  Milford,  Conn.,  26 
Feb.  1719/20,  Mercy,  daughter  of  Thomas  and  Sarah  Bassett  of  Milford.  It  is 
supposed  ( 1 )  that  this  Thomas  Bassett  was  son  of  Thomas1  Bassett  of  Fairfield, 
and  (2)  that  his  wife  Sarah  was  daughter  of  Josiah2  Baldwin  of  Milford. 
Neither  one  of  these  suppositions  has  been  proved. 

The  Report  of  the  Second  Reunion  of  the  Bassett  Family  Association  (New 
Haven,  1898),  page  16,  states:  "Thomas  Bassett,  who  located  and  died  at 
Fairfield,  Conn.,  had  a  son  Thomas,  who  married  Sarah,  daughter  of  John 
Baldwin,  of  Milford,  Conn.,  where  he  located.”  It  is  known  that  Thomas1 
Bassett  left  children,  but  no  proof  has  been  found  who  they  were.  By  elimination 
of  other  possible  fathers  in  the  Bassett  families  of  western  Connecticut,  it  seems 
extremely  probable  that  Thomas2  of  Milford  was  son  of  Thomas1  of  Fairfield. 

No  John  Baldwin  of  Milford  had  a  daughter  Sarah  available  to  marry  Thomas2 
Bassett.  However,  Josiah2  Baldwin  by  his  wife  Mercy  Camp  did  have  a  daughter 
Sarah  born  in  1668,  of  suitable  age  to  be  mother  of  Thomas2  Bassett’s  children, 
none  of  whom  was  probably  born  earlier  than  1690.  The  second  Bassett  son 
was  named  Josiah,  which  would  be  for  Sarah’s  father;  the  first  Bassett  daughter 
was  named  Mercy,  which  would  be  for  Sarah’s  mother,  and  the  second  Bassett 
daughter  was  named  Abigail,  which  could  be  for  Sarah’s  sister  Abigail. 

In  addition  to  the  evidence  of  names,  it  seems  entirely  possible  that  the  early 
genealogists  of  the  Bassett  family  obtained  from  some  family  source  their  state¬ 
ment  that  Thomas2  Bassett’s  wife  was  Sarah  Baldwin,  even  though  they  erred 
in  calling  her  daughter  of  a  John  Baldwin. 

Finally,  when  the  marriage  of  Mercy3  Bassett  to  Azariah3  Canfield  was 
entered,  the  recorder  plainly  wrote  her  name  as  Baldwin,  although  deeds  in 
Milford  prove  conclusively  that  she  was  a  daughter  of  Thomas2  Bassett.  The 
presumption  would  be  that  she  was  a  young  Baldwin  widow  in  1720  when  she 
married  Canfield.  However,  no  Baldwin  husband  for  her  is  disclosed  in  the 
Baldwin  Genealogy,  nor  in  the  intensive  research  conducted  in  Milford  records 
by  Nathan  G.  Pond  and  later  by  George  C.  Bryant,  the  two  well-known 
genealogists  who  worked  for  years  on  Milford  families.  Hence  it  seems  quite 
possible  that  the  Milford  recorder  made  a  slip  and  wrote  Mercy  Baldwin  in 
error  for  Bassett,  and  such  a  slip  is  understandable  if  he  knew  her  mother  and 
was  thinking  of  her  Baldwin  mother  when  he  wrote  the  name. 
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Despite  the  uncertainties  involved,  we  are  including  the  Bassett  and  Baldwin 
lines,  with  the  caution  that  the  ancestry  is  not  proved  by  record  evidence  back 
of  Thomas2  and  Sarah  Bassett. 

I.  THOMAS  BASSETT 

Thomas1  Bassett,  aged  37,  came  on  the  Christian  in  1635,  hence  was  born 
about  1598.  He  is  credited  with  service  in  the  Pequot  War  (1637),  though 
without  authority  and  probably  mistakenly.  On  9  Apr.  1640  he  was  made  a 
freeman  as  an  inhabitant  of  Windsor,  Conn.  He  was  still  there  in  1644,  but 
moved  to  Fairfield,  leaving  scarcely  a  record  of  himself  at  Windsor.  On  19 
May  1659,  Thomas  Basset  of  Fairfield  was  freed  from  military  training.  That 
was  doubtless  because  he  had  passed  the  age  of  60.a 

Presumably  he  was  married  while  living  in  Windsor,  but  it  is  doubtful  that 
he  had  surviving  children,  as  no  mention  of  children  is  found  in  either  the 
vital  or  church  records  of  Windsor,  nor  in  the  record  of  children  born  at 
Windsor  made  by  Matthew  Grant.  The  wife  may  have  been  a  woman  of 
peculiar  and  unsocial  temperament,  for  we  suppose  she  was  the  "Goody 
Bassett”  who  was  accused  of  witchcraft  at  Stratford  in  1651,  tried,  found  guilty, 
and  executed.  It  thus  appears  that  Thomas  sojourned  for  a  time  at  Stratford, 
but  in  August  1653  he  received  a  homelot  of  2V2  acres  in  Fairfield.b 

Whether  he  had  any  family  at  that  time,  we  are  not  informed;  but  he 
married  second,  after  1656,  Joanna,  widow  of  Thomas  Beardsley  of  Fairfield;  a 
woman  much  younger  than  himself,  as  she  was  born  about  1634.  On  25  Nov. 
1661,  he  sold  the  house  of  Thomas  Beardsley  as  his  "successor.”  In  May  1666 
he  testified,  aged  68,  as  did  his  wife  Johanna,  aged  32,  in  the  trial  of  the  wanton 
Mary  Benfield.  This  statement  of  his  age  identifies  him  with  the  immigrant  on 
the  Christian .b 

He  was  one  of  the  four  "poor  men”  whose  debts  to  him  were  forgiven  by  Dr. 
Pell  in  his  will  in  1669.  He  died  prior  to  14  Jan.  1669/70,  when  the  inventory  of 
his  estate  was  taken.  A  widow  and  children  were  mentioned  but  not  named. 
His  administrators  sold  an  acre  in  "Concord  Field,”  4  May  1678,  and  Thomas 
Dickerson  acknowledged  next  year  that  his  father  had  given  the  acre  to  Bassett b

II.  THOMAS  BASSETT 

Thomas2  Bassett,  born  [say  1660],  died  at  Milford,  Conn.,  before  7  Feb. 
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1736/7;  married  Sarah,  probably  Baldwin,  born  at  Milford,  29  Mar.  1668, 
daughter  of  Josiah  and  Mercy  (Camp)  Baldwin. 

Sarah  wife  of  Thomas  Bassett  was  admitted  to  the  First  Church,  Milford,  10 
Oct.  1703,  and  their  seven  children  were  baptized  there  together  on  24  Oct.  1703. 

On  7  Feb.  1736/7,  John  Bassett,  Josiah  Bassett,  Jerusha  Bassett,  Walter  Lewis 
and  Sarah  his  wife,  all  of  Milford,  Thomas  Bassett  of  Derby,  and  Azariah 
Canfield  and  Mercy  his  wife  of  New  Milford,  conveyed  their  interest  in  land 
in  Milford,  from  "our  deceased  Father  Thos  Bassett  late  of  Milford.0

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I.  JOHN  BALDWIN 

John1  Baldwin,  "Sr.,”  born  probably  in  Buckinghamshire,  England,  about 
1610-1615,  buried  at  Milford,  Conn.,  21  June  1681;  married  first,  Mary  Camp* 
who  died  about  1651-2;  married  second,  recorded  at  Milford,  between  10  and 
24  Nov.  1653,  Mary  Bruen,  baptized  at  St.  Julians,  Shrewsbury,  Shropshire, 
England,  12  June  1634,  died  at  Milford,  2  Sept.  1670,  daughter  of  Obadiah  and 
Sarah  ( - )  Bruen. 

John  Baldwin  was  doubtless  related  to  the  other  Baldwins  who  settled  in 
Milford,  but  his  parentage  was  not  ascertained  by  Hon.  Charles  Candee  Baldwin 
( Baldwin  Genealogy,  1881,  p.  297),  nor  was  it  disclosed  by  the  later  English 
research  of  Capt.  Evelyn  B.  Baldwin  of  Washington,  D.  C.,  nor  by  the  analytical 
study  of  all  the  available  English  data  on  the  part  of  Dr.  Herbert  F.  Seversmith. 
The  reader  is  referred  to  the  last-named’s  Colonial  Families  of  Long  Island,  New 
York  and  Connecticut  (mimeographed,  1939,  vol.  1,  pp.  227-68)  for  a  very 
complete  record  of  the  Buckinghamshire  Baldwins. 

John  Baldwin  seems  to  have  been  among  the  original  settlers  of  Milford, 
1639-40,  but  did  not  become  a  member  of  the  church  there  until  19  Mar.  1648. 
His  will,  dated  24  May  1681,  mentioned  his  eldest  son  John  Baldwin,  sons  Josiah, 
Nathaniell  and  Joseph  Baldwin,  daughters  Elisabeth  Porter,  Abigaile  Baldwin, 
two  [unmarried]  daughters  Sarah  and  Hannah  Baldwin,  and  sons  George, 
Obadiah  and  Richard  Baldwin;  overseers,  Rev.  Daniel  Buckingham  and  Lieut. 
Samuel  Eells.  The  inventory  was  taken  5  July  l681.a 

The  present  Milford  record  reads  that  John  Baldwin  married  [for  his  second 
wife]  Mary  daughter  of  "John  Brewen  of  Pequot.”  There  was  no  John  Bruen 
of  New  London,  then  called  Pequot;  Obadiah  Bruen  of  New  London  did  have 
a  daughter  Mary  of  available  age;  Obadiah’s  half-sister  Mary  Bruen,  daughter 
of  John  of  Bruen  Stapleford,  Cheshire,  died  young  according  to  her  father’s 
funeral  certificate.  The  early  Milford  vital  records  contain  a  number  of 
demonstrable  errors,  as  for  example  when  John  Baldwin’s  son  Josiah  married 
Mercy  Camp  (see  below),  she  is  called  daughter  of  Samuel  Camp  although 
other  records  prove  conclusively  that  she  was  daughter  of  Edward  Camp.  The 
present  record  may  not  have  been  the  original  record,  and  there  are  some 
indications  that  it  has  been  written  over  at  some  time,  perhaps  to  darken  and 
preserve  the  entries.  Whatever  the  explanation,  the  errors  are  there.  Mary 
(Bruen)  Baldwin  named  her  first  daughter  Mary,  her  second  Sarah  (for  her 
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mother),  and  her  eldest  son  Obadiah  (for  her  father),  and  we  conclude  that 
she  was  daughter,  not  sister,  of  Obadiah.b 

The  first  wife  of  John  Baldwin,  also  named  Mary,  was  undoubtedly  a  daughter 
of  Nicholas  Camp,  Sr.  His  youngest  son  Richard  had  been  under  the  guardian¬ 
ship  of  Dr.  John  Fiske,  husband  of  his  sister  Hannah  Baldwin.  In  1685  Joseph 
Baldwin  [youngest  son  of  John  Sr.  by  his  first  wife]  appeared  before  the  Court 
and  represented,  on  behalf  of  his  brother  Richard,  that  his  brother-in-law  Mr. 
John  Fiske  (guardian  of  Richard)  has  removed  out  of  the  Colony  and  desires 
liberty  for  Richard  to  choose  another  guardian,  viz.,  his  uncle  Nicholas  Camp.c 

This  is  a  difficult  record  to  interpret.  Of  whom  was  Nicholas  Camp  uncle? 
The  pronoun  "his”  certainly  does  not  apply  to  Dr.  Fiske,  who  came  to  Milford 
from  Wenham,  Mass.,  and  whose  parents  there  are  known.  One  might  normally 
suppose  that  Richard  would  choose  his  own  uncle  for  guardian.  But  Richards 
mother  was  Mary  Bruen.  The  first  Nicholas  Camp  had  died  nearly  thirty  years 
previously,  so  the  "uncle”  was  Nicholas  Camp,  Jr.,  born  about  1630,  died  1706; 
this  Nicholas  is  positively  proved  to  have  married  about  1651  a  young  widow, 
still  living  in  1685,  Sarah  (Beard)  Brisco,  whose  brothers  and  sisters  are 
completely  known  from  probate  records.  There  is  no  possible  way  that  Nicholas 
Camp  could  have  been  uncle  of  Richard  Baldwin. 

Hence  we  have  to  accept  the  only  other  hypothesis,  that  Joseph  Baldwin,  the 
one  who  appeared  before  the  Court,  was  asking  to  have  his  uncle  appointed 
guardian  to  his  young  half-brother,  although  his  uncle  was  not  related  to  the 
youth.  There  may  have  been  good  reasons  for  this,  such  as  that  Camp  could 
make  use  of  the  services  of  a  youth  of  eighteen  while  at  the  same  time  rearing 
and  instructing  him. 

In  this  case,  the  mother  of  Joseph  Baldwin,  first  wife  of  John  Baldwin,  Sr., 
was  a  sister  of  the  second  Nicholas  Camp,  since  we  know  that  Camp’s  wife 
had  no  sister  who  married  a  Baldwin.  He  was  born  1629-30  according  to  the 
age  stated  on  his  gravestone.  His  father,  Nicholas  Camp,  Sr.,  is  supposed  to  be 
the  one  baptized  at  Nazing,  co.  Essex,  in  1597.  It  was  therefore  entirely  possible 
for  him  to  have  been  father  of  Mary,  born  about  1620-2.  We  lack  dates  of 
birth  for  the  first  four  children  of  John  and  Mary  Baldwin,  but  the  eldest  need 
not  have  been  born  earlier  than  1640  and  could  have  been  born  a  year  or  two 
later.  Hence  a  Mary  Camp  born  1620-2  would  have  been  20  to  22  when  the 
first  child  of  John  and  Mary  Baldwin  was  born.  The  Baldwin-Camp  marriage 
could  have  taken  place  at  New  Haven  or  Milford,  1639-41. 

This  seems  to  be  the  only  logical  explanation  of  a  puzzling  record,  and  we 
place  the  first  wife  of  John  Baldwin  as  daughter  of  Nicholas  Camp,  Sr.  Further 
records  confirm  this  conclusion.  The  only  daughter  of  John  and  Mary  (Camp) 
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Baldwin,  Elizabeth,  married  Nathaniel  Porter  of  Stratford  who,  in  his  will  in 
1680,  made  four  friends  overseers  of  his  estate,  one  of  whom  he  called  "cousin 
Nicholas  Camp.”  The  term  "cousin”  was  applied  to  many  types  of  kinship  or 
connection,  and  here  must  mean  his  wife’s  uncle.  It  seems  impossible  -  to 
postulate  any  Camp  connection  for  Porter  himself,  whose  parents  and  relatives 
were  of  Windsor,  not  Milford,  and  Nicholas  Camp  in  1684  was  also  one  of 
the  administrators  appointed  on  the  estate  of  Elizabeth  (Baldwin)  Porter. 
Finally,  there  is  a  record  in  1696  in  which  Nicholas  Camp  called  Nathaniel 
Baldwin,  cooper  [son  of  John  Baldwin,  Sr.]  his  cousin  [nephew]  .d  All  these 
records  considered  together  seem  conclusive.

Josiah2  Baldwin,  born  at  Milford,  Conn.,  [say  1642-3],  died  there  prior 
to  2  Nov.  1683,  when  the  inventory  of  his  estate  was  taken;  married  at  Milford, 
25  June  1666,  Mercy3  Camp,  born  [say  1647-8],  died  after  1702,  daughter 

of  Edward2  and  Mary  ( - )  Camp. 

His  wife  was  admitted  a  member  of  the  First  Church,  Milford,  in  1671.  She 
was  wrongly  called  daughter  of  Samuel  Camp  in  the  marriage  record  in  Milford, 
but  her  identity  is  established  by  her  mother’s  will  and  other  records.  Mercy 
was  living  in  1702  when  she  joined  in  a  deed  with  her  son  Josiah.f

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I.  DEACON  GEORGE  CLARK 

George1  Clark  or  Clarke,  described  in  various  records  as  "Deacon,” 
"Senior,”  and  "carpenter,”  settled  in  Milford,  Conn.,  and  died  there  10  June 
1690;  married  Sarah - ,  who  died  at  Milford,  22  Sept.  1689. 

He  came  with  his  wife  and  son  Thomas  from  England,  and  was  an  early 
proprietor  of  Milford,  where  he  and  his  wife  both  joined  the  church  in  the 
spring  of  1644.  He  became  a  man  of  considerable  property  and  influence.  For 
years  a  deacon  in  the  church,  he  was  one  of  the  two  Deputies  chosen  by 
Milford  to  represent  the  town  at  the  New  Haven  General  Court  in  1664  when 
the  terms  of  surrender  of  New  Haven  Colony  had  to  be  arranged  because  of 
the  absorption  of  that  colony  by  Connecticut  under  the  terms  of  the  Royal 
Charter  of  1662.  As  soon  as  the  consolidation  of  the  two  colonies  took  place, 
George  Clark  continued  to  represent  Milford  as  its  Deputy,  serving  in  the 
Connecticut  General  Court  at  the  sessions  of  April  1665,  May  1666,  May  and 
Oct.  1668,  May  and  Oct.  1669,  May  1672,  May  and  Aug.  1673,  May  and  Oct. 
1674,  May,  July  and  Oct.  1675  (marked  absent  in  October),  and  May  and 
Oct.  1676,  being  erroneously  entered  as  "Deacon  Jn°  Clarke”  at  the  last  session.3 

His  contemporary  in  Milford  named  George  Clark  was  called  "Farmer”  and 
"Junior”  to  distinguish  him  and  also  had  a  wife  Sarah.  The  wife  of  our  George 
was  called  Mary,  apparently  an  error,  when  she  joined  the  Milford  church. 
These  problems  are  thoroughly  discussed  in  Deacon  George  Clark  (e)  of  Milford, 
Connecticut,  and  Some  of  his  Descendants  (1949),  by  George  Clarke  Bryant, 
where  many  records  pertaining  to  our  George  and  his  family  may  be  found.b 

He  conveyed  in  his  lifetime  to  each  of  his  four  children.  In  his  will  he  calls 
himself  "one  of  ye  Deacons  of  ye  Church  of  Christ  in  Milford,  and  gives  to  his 
wife  Sarah  his  homestead  for  life,  and  names  his  sons  Thomas,  George  and 
Samuel;  daughter  Sarah  Laws;  George,  Samuel,  Thomas,  John,  Joseph  and  Sarah 
Clark,  children  of  his  son  Thomas;  Mary  daughter  of  his  son  Samuel  Clark;  and 
Jonathan  Laws,  son  of  his  daughter  Sarah.  He  also  disposes  of  four  Negroes. 
The  will  was  made  15  Apr.  1678,  and  he  added  a  codicil  18  Aug.  1688,  giving 
a  Negro  boy  to  his  daughter  Sarah.  The  inventory,  totaling  £1581.06.10,  showed  a 
comfortable  home,  and  realty  worth  nearly  £700  despite  the  fact  that  he  had 
conveyed  other  lands  to  his  children.  The  five  Negroes  were  appraised  at  £166, 
and  there  was  also  "an  old  negroe  woman  which  we  aprhend  wilbe  chargeable 
to  the  estate.”5

George2  Clark,  baptized  at  Milford,  Conn.,  30  Apr.  1648,  died  there  19 
July  1734  in  his  87th  year  (gravestone);  married  first,  about  1677,  DEBORAH 
Gold,  born  possibly  1661,  died  at  Milford,  2  June  1697,  daughter  of  (Major) 
Nathan  and  [Sarah  (Phippen)?]  Gold;  married  second,  REBECCA  (Phippen) 
(Baldwin)  Prince,  born  at  Boston,  Mass.,  12  Feb.  1656/7,  died  at  Milford, 
17  Oct.  1712,  aged  about  54  (gravestone),  daughter  of  Gamaliel  and  Sarah 
(Purchase)  Phippen,  and  widow  of  Samuel  Baldwin  and  Job  Prince;  married 
third,  about  1713,  Phebe  (Nichols)  Knell,  baptized  12  Nov.  1671  [Wood¬

George  was  chosen  Ensign  of  the  Milford  Train  Band,  May  1693.  He  served 
as  Deputy  for  Milford  to  the  General  Assembly,  Oct.  1708,  May  and  Oct.  1719, 
May  and  Oct.  1720,  Oct.  1721,  May  and  Oct.  1722,  May  and  Oct.  1723,  May 
and  Oct.  1724,  and  May  and  Oct.  1 72  5 -d  He  and  his  first  wife  were  admitted  to 
the  Milford  First  Church,  Sept.  1686.  He  had  a  good  estate  and  in  at  least  one 
of  his  deeds  described  himself  as  "Gentleman.” 

His  will,  dated  24  Apr.  1734,  proved  19  Aug.  1734,  mentions  his  deceased 
daughter  Elizabeth  Talcott  [error  for  Abigail,  as  the  name  appears  elsewhere 
in  the  will];  daughter  Abigail  wife  of  Ebenezer  Curtis  (to  have  chattels  which 
"her  mother  brought  to  me”);  son  George  Clark;  "my  honored  father  George

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husband;  grandson  Nathan  Clark  son  of  Nathan  Clark  deed;  grandchildren, 
of  my  daughter  Mrs.  Abigail  Talcott,  dec’d,  viz.

III.  LIEUTENANT  GEORGE  CLARK 

George3  Clark,  born  at  Milford,  Conn.,  3  Apr.  1682,  died  in  what  is  now 
Woodbridge,  Conn.,  21  Aug.  1762,  aged  82  (gravestone);  married  Mary3 
Coley,  born  at  Milford,  14  Jan.  1684/5,  died  after  August  1767,  daughter  of 
Samuel2  and  Mary  (Curtis)  Coley. 
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He  was  made  Ensign  of  the  western  company  of  Milford,  Oct.  1726,  and 
Lieutenant  of  the  same,  Oct.  1729.f 

The  deaths  of  Samuel  Coley  and  his  wife  are  not  on  record  at  Milford  and 
their  estates  are  not  found  in  the  probate  records.  Mary  Coley  was  their  only 
recorded  child,  and  presumably  their  only  heir.  That  very  likely  made  probate 
action  on  their  estates  unnecessary,  as  she  and  her  husband,  and  later  their 
children,  would  feel  entitled  to  convey  the  Coley  real  estate,  which  belonged  to 
them  by  inheritance.  That  is  what  happened. 

On  17  Jan.  1745/6,  George  Clark  and  Mary  his  wife  conveyed  their  interest 
in  two  tracts  of  land,  "ye  Right  of  Leiut.  George  Clark  above  mentioned  and  ye 
Right  of  Samuel  Coley,”  this  land  being  "yet  undivided.”  In  Connecticut  at  that 
period,  participation  of  a  man’s  wife  in  a  deed  nearly  always  indicates  that  the 
land  conveyed,  or  some  of  it,  was  in  her  right.  Furthermore,  on  12  June  1775, 
which  was  presumably  after  Mary’s  death,  David  Clark,  Abigail  Smith,  Phinehas 
Peck  and  Deborah  his  wife,  and  Hezekiah  Clark  conveyed  "all  our  right  & 
title”  to  land  "laid  out  on  the  right  of  Samuel  Coley  late  of  Milford  deceased  it 
being  five  eight  parts  of  sd  Right.”  The  grantors  were  children  of  George3  and 
Mary  Clark,  and  they  could  hardly  have  acquired  these  rights  except  by 
inheritance  through  their  mother.  It  is  therefore  evident  that  the  wife  of  George3 
Clark  was  Mary  Coley  s 

In  the  list  of  admissions  to  Milford  First  Church,  under  date  of  23  Mar. 
1706/7  we  find  "George  Clarke  Junr,”  under  him  "Mary  wife  of  Samuel  Coley,” 
and  under  her  "Mary  wife  of  George  Clarke  Junr.”  Here  the  implication  is  that 
George  with  his  wife  and  mother-in-law  joined  the  church  at  the  same  time. 
He  was  later  an  Elder  of  the  church  and  bears  that  title  on  his  gravestone. 

His  will,  dated  13  Aug.  1762,  proved  the  first  Monday  in  Sept.  1762,  makes 
Hezekiah  and  Job  Clark  executors  and  mentions  his  wife  Mary;  daughter  Mary 
Smith;  grandson  George  Clark;  son  David  Clark  and  David’s  sons  David  and 
Lazarus;  daughter  Abigail  Smith;  daughter  Deborah  Peck;  son  Hezekiah; 
daughter  Sarah  Camp;  and  son  Job.  The  inventory,  which  describes  him  as  "Lt.,” 
amounted  to  £1204.10.0.  His  widow  was  living  in  August  1767,  when  the 
distribution  was  filed.h

1650  "beyond  the  seas,”  and  administration  was  granted  on  his  estate,  12  Sept. 
1650,  to  his  sister  Elizabeth  Gould  [Prerogative  Court  of  Canterbury,  Ad¬ 
ministration  Act  Book  1650].  The  widow  Judith  married  second,  by  license 
dated  27  July  1639,  Simon  Gold  of  Bovingdon,  a  second  cousin  of  John  Gold, 
she  being  called  of  King’s  Langley.  She  was  buried  at  Watford,  co.  Hertford, 
15  May  1650,  again  a  widow.  Her  will,  dated  6  May  1650,  proved  3  Sept. 
1650,  gave  £400  to  her  son  Abel;  £300  to  her  daughter  Lydia;  £300  to  her 
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daughter  Elizabeth;  £40  to  her  danghter  Hannah  and  Hannah’s  two  daughters; 
mentions  that  her  son-in-law  George  Young  owed  her  £100;  this  is  to  be  divided 
between  the  children  of  her  son  Nathan  "in  New  England"  and  the  children  of 
her  daughter  Sarah,  also  mentioned  as  in  New  England.  She  also  spoke  of 
money  "that  I  have  lent  to  Parliament,”  and  this  was  to  go  to  her  children,  Abel, 
Mary,  Hannah,  Lydia  and  Elizabeth;  she  gave  £5  to  the  minister  of  Watford  and 
£5  to  the  poor  of  Watford.  [Prerogative  Court  of  Canterbury,  Pembroke  145.] 

I.  NATHAN  GOLD 

Nathan  Gold  (the  name  was  pronounced  Goold  and  sometimes  spelled 
Gould),  born  perhaps  around  1625,  died  4  Mar.  1693/4;  married  first,  after 
1648  and  by  1655,  Martha,  widow  of  Edmund  Harvey,  who  died  probably 
in  1657  or  1658;  married  second,  probably  late  in  1659,  SARAH2  (Phippen) 

Yeo,  who  died  between  1692  and  1694,  daughter  of  David  and  Sarah  ( - ) 

Phippen,  and  widow  of  Thomas  Yeo. 

In  view  of  his  wealth  and  prominence,  it  is  surprising  that  such  problems 
arise  in  connection  with  the  parentage  of  Major  Nathan  Gold  and  his  own 
marriages.  The  line  of  descent  suggested  for  him  above  is  undoubtedly  the 
ancestry  of  a  Nathan  Gold  or  Gould  who  was  in  New  England  in  1650  when 
his  mother  Judith  made  her  will.  Unfortunately,  two  men  of  the  name  were 
early  in  New  England,  and  some  writers  have  identified  the  son  of  Judith  with 
Nathan  Gould  of  Salisbury,  Mass.  The  latter  was  a  yeoman  and  not  as  wealthy 
as  we  should  expect  the  son  of  Judith  to  be.  Bearing  on  this  question  is  an 
affidavit  made  23  Sept.  1682  by  Nathan  Gould,  aged  about  68  years,  that  "in 
ye  yeare  1652  in  September  he  came  into  this  Country  and  Town,  and  the 
saw  mill  at  Salisbury  was  then  built  and  going."b  Judith’s  will  in  1650  shows 
that  her  son  Nathan  was  then  in  New  England.  The  sworn  affidavit  of  the 
Salisbury  man  that  he  came  into  this  country  in  September  1652  would  seem 
to  exclude  the  possibility  that  he  was  Judith’s  son,  and  we  therefore  give  the 
above  line  as  probably  belonging  to  Nathan  of  Fairfield. 

Edmund  Harvey  joined  the  church  at  Milford,  Conn.,  13  Sept.  1640,  and 
the  minister  later  added  to  his  name,  "died  at  Fairfield  22  May  1648."  His 
wife  Martha  joined  the  Milford  church,  20  June  1641.  Their  son  Josiah  was 
baptized  at  Milford,  27  Dec.  1640.  The  baptism  of  the  daughter  Hannah  is 
not  found  at  Milford,  and  as  she  was  born  about  1646,  the  Harveys  had 
doubtless  moved  to  Fairfield  by  then.  In  fact,  Edmund  Harvey  served  as  Deputy 
for  Fairfield  in  1647.  The  inventory  of  his  estate  was  taken  21  June  1648. 
Appended  is  the  statement  that  he  left  a  widow;  a  daughter  in  England  aged 
22;  two  daughters  in  New  England  aged  18  and  14;  a  son  of  7  and  a  daughter 
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of  2.  It  is  probable  that  Martha  was  the  mother  of  only  the  last  two,  and  that 
the  others  were  by  a  former  wife.  Then  there  is  an  item  dated  18  June  1655 
which  states  that  Nathan  Gold,  having  married  the  widow  of  Edmund  Harvey, 
agreed  to  assume  the  debts  and  pay  the  legacies  of  Josiah  and  Hannah.0 

Such  commitments  were  usually  made  soon  after  a  widow  remarried,  so  we 
have  no  reason  to  suppose  that  Nathan  Gold  married  Martha  much  if  any 
before  1655.  In  1657  the  younger  John  Winthrop  in  his  Medical  Journal, 
against  a  marginal  note  "Gold  Fairfeild,”  wrote  "Gold  his  Wife  puto  [I  think] 
Hypocondriaca,”  and  he  dosed  her  with  honey,  fennel  seed,  etc.d  her  ailment 
may  have  been  more  serious  than  Winthrop  supposed.  At  any  rate,  she  did  not 
long  survive.  There  is  nothing  to  show  that  she  had  children  or  that  she  was 
pregnant  when  Winthrop  treated  her. 

All  the  earlier  writers  supposed  that  Martha  was  mother  of  the  Gold  children. 
However,  there  is  evidence  that  in  May  1660  he  was  already  married  to  the 
"Widow  Ew”  [Yeo],  who  was  born  Sarah  Phippen.  As  she  was  still  Sarah  Yeo 
when  her  mother  made  her  will  in  August  1659,  the  marriage  must  have 
occurred  shortly  after  that  date.e 

A  further  problem  is  which  wife  was  mother  of  Deborah  Gold.  The  other 
four  children  must  have  been  by  Sarah,  as  we  know  from  their  stated  ages  at 
death  or  infer  from  the  late  marriage  dates  of  the  two  younger  daughters.  There 
are  several  reasons  for  concluding  that  Deborah  was  also  by  the  second  wife.  A 
cogent  reason  can  be  added  to  those  already  set  forth  in  print  elsewhere0  The 
daughters  of  Nathan  Gold  were  named  in  his  will  in  their  order  of  birth, 
unless  Deborah  was  named  out  of  turn.  We  conclude  from  this  circumstance 
that  she  was  the  second  daughter,  not  the  eldest,  as  she  has  been  placed  in 
earlier  accounts. 

Nathan  Gold  was  one  of  the  two  or  three  most  prominent  citizens  of 
Fairfield  after  the  departure  of  Roger  Ludlow.  He  was  called  Ensign  as  early  as 
1656,  was  made  Lieutenant  of  the  Fairfield  Train  Band,  May  1657,  Chief  Military 
Officer  of  Fairfield  County,  June  1672,  and  Major  of  Fairfield  County,  Aug. 
1673,  being  a  member  of  the  Connecticut  War  Council  in  1673  and  also  in 
1676,  during  King  Philip’s  War.  He  was  made  Assistant  for  Fairfield,  May 
1656  and  May  1657,  and  was  an  Assistant  of  Connecticut  Colony,  1657,  and 
1659  to  1687  inclusive,  and  1689  to  his  death  in  1694.  In  1662  he  was  named 
a  Patentee  of  the  Royal  Charter,  and  in  Oct.  1667  was  granted  300  acres  for 
his  public  service,  and  in  May  1687,  800  acres  in  what  is  now  the  west  part 
of  Danbury.  In  1687-8,  during  the  Andros  regime  when  the  Charter  was 
suspended,  he  was  a  Judge  of  Pleas  for  Fairfield  County.  In  1683  and  1687 
he  was  a  Commissioner  on  the  New  York  Boundary/ 
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His  original  will  is  not  found  in  the  files.  The  record  copy,  made  by  his  son 
as  Clerk  of  the  Court,  contains  errors  and  inserted  corrections.  After  a  strongly 
religious  preamble,  he  gave  to  "my  well  beloued  and  only  son  Nathan  Gold,” 
his  homelot,  house,  other  lands,  and  "all  my  husbandry  and  Carpentr  Tooles.” 
He  gave  equally  "Unto  my  four  daughters  Namely  the  wife  of  John  Thompson 
Debora,  the  wife  of  Georg  Clerke  Abegaile  the  wife  of  Jonathan  Sellicke  and 
my  daughter  Martha  Sellick”  all  the  rest  of  his  estate,  real  or  movable.  He  made 
his  son  Nathan  sole  executor.  The  will,  dated  1  Mar.  1693/4,  was  witnessed 
by  John  Bur  and  Eliphelet  Hill  and  acknowledged  by  the  witnesses  4  Mar. 
1693/4  before  "Nathan  Gold  Clerk.”  Under  this  the  son  wrote:  "The  Honrd: 
Major  Nathan  Gold  decsd:  on  ye  4th  day  of  March  1693/4.”  It  seems  likely 
that  in  the  clause  relating  to  the  daughters  the  name  "Sarah”  was  accidentally 
omitted  after  "Namely”  and  before  "the  wife  of  John  Thompson,”  either  in  the 
record  copy  or  in  preparing  the  original  will.8

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DAVID  PHIPPEN 

BOSTON ,  MASSACHUSETTS 


ORIGIN3 

The  name  Phippen  is  a  patronymic,  being  originally  Fitzpen  or  FitzPayn. 
In  the  twelfth  century,  the  baronial  family  of  FitzPayn  held  the  manor  of 
Oaksey,  Wiltshire,  and  held  lands  in  Dorsetshire.  When  Rev.  George  Fitzpen, 
brother  of  David  Phippen  of  New  England,  entered  his  pedigree  and  arms  in 
the  Visitation  of  Cornwall,  1620,  the  pedigree  was  headed  "Fitzpen  al’s  Phippen,” 
and  the  same  form  was  used  in  his  will  in  1650.  As  late  as  1663,  David’s  son 
appears  in  Boston  deeds  as  Joseph  "Phippen  al’s  Fitzpen.”  The  surname  appears 
in  New  England  records  with  many  variations  of  spelling,  including  Phippeny. 

The  pedigree  begins  with  Henry  Fitzpen  of  St.  Mary  Overy,  co.  Devon,  who 
married  Alice  Peirce.  Their  son  John  was  father  of  Robert  Fitzpen  als  Fippen 
of  Weymouth,  co.  Dorset,  who  married  18  Sept.  1580,  Cecily,  daughter  of 
Thomas  Jordan  of  co.  Dorset.  The  children  of  Robert  and  Cecily  (Jordan) 
Fitzpen  were: 

i.  Owen,  b.  1582;  d.  at  Lamorran,  near  Truro,  Cornwall,  17  Mar.  1636  ae.  54; 
m.  3  July  1603,  Annie  Coinie.  He  was  captured  by  the  Turks,  24  Mar.  1620, 
was  held  seven  years  in  bondage,  then  led  a  mutiny  with  ten  other  Christian 
captives,  overcame  65  Turks  in  their  own  ship,  17  June  1627,  and  took  the 
ship  to  Cartagena,  sold  it  for  £6,000,  and  returned  home. 

+  ii-  David,  b.  abt.  1588;  d.  in  1650. 

iii.  George,  A.  M.,  master  of  the  grammar  school  in  Truro,  Cornwall,  in  1620,  when 

he  registered  his  pedigree  and  arms,  which  were  described  as:  Argent,  two  bars, 
in  chief,  three  escallops,  sable.  He  became  rector  of  St.  Mary’s  Church,  Truro, 
but  after  26  years  was  evicted  because  of  Puritanism,  and  later  was  minister  in 
Lamorran.  He  m.  (l)  Joan  Pye,  dau.  of  Anthony  and  Constance  (Pound) 
Pye;  m.  (2)  20  June  1648,  Mary  Penros.  He  d.  s.p.,  leaving  a  will  dated  20 
July  1650,  proved  Mar.  1651,  which  mentions  "my  brother  David  Phippen  in 
New  England,”  and  four  sons  of  David  without  naming  them. 

iv.  Cecily,  bapt.  at  Melcomb,  co.  Devon,  10  Mar.  1593;  called  Reignolds  [Reyn¬ 

olds]  in  the  will  of  her  brother  George. 

I.  DAVID  PHIPPEN 

David1  Phippen,  born  in  Cornwall,  England,  probably  about  1588-90,  died 

at  Boston,  Mass.,  in  1650;  married  SARAH  - .  She  married  second,  after 

11  July  1654,  George  Hull  of  Fairfield,  and  died  there  in  August,  1659. 

David  received  a  grant  of  five  acres  in  Hingham,  Mass.,  18  Sept.  1635, 
when  the  first  lots  were  drawn,  and  was  made  a  freeman,  3  Mar.  1635/6.  He 
removed  to  Boston  about  1641,  being  admitted  and  granted  a  house  lot  27 
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Sept,  of  that  year.  On  28  Apr.  1645,  David  was  granted  liberty  of  wharfing 
near  the  Milne  Creek  in  Boston,  and  he  was  chosen  Constable,  13  Mar.  1646/7. 

He  died  before  31  Oct.  1650,  when  his  will  was  proved.  He  gave  to  wife 
Sarah,  his  dwelling  house  and  shop;  provided  lots  for  Benjamin,  Gamaliel  and 
George;  named  son-in-law  Thomas  Yeo;  son  George  Vickary;  wife  and  son 
Joseph  Phippen  to  be  executors;  and  mentioned  land  in  Hingham.  The  Hingham 
land  was  sold  24  Oct.  1652  by  David’s  widow  Sarah  Phippeny  with  her  son 
Joseph  Phippeny,  both  of  Boston. 

On  9  Apr.  1653,  Sarah  Phippen,  widow,  for  £15,  sold  to  John  Hull  of 
Boston,  goldsmith,  a  house.  She  sold  again  3  Dec.  1653,  with  the  consent  of 
George  Vicors  and  Rebeckah  his  wife,  who  had  an  interest.  On  11  July  1654  she 
sold  a  dwelling  house.  Her  marriage  to  George  Hull  of  Fairfield  after  that  date 
brought  some  of  her  children  to  the  neighborhood  of  Fairfield. 

The  will  of  Sarah  widow  of  George  Hull  in  August,  1659,  mentioned  a  house 
in  Boston;  four  sons,  Benjamin,  Joseph,  Gamaliel  and  George  Phippen; 
daughters  Rebecca  Vickers  and  Sarah  Yeo;  cousins  Jane  and  Philip  Pinkney .b 
Her  maiden  name  is  unknown,  as  the  tablet  of  David  and  Sarah  Phippen  is 
missing  from  the  copy  of  a  genealogical  chart  prepared  by  her  son,  Joseph 
Phippen.0  The  will  of  George  Hull  also  mentions  his  ’cousin”  Jane  Pinkney. 
She  may  have  been  niece  of  Sarah.  She  and  her  husband,  Philip  Pinkney,  came 
to  Fairfield,  but  moved  to  Eastchester,  N.  Y.

Hull  wife  of  mr-  George  Hull  late  of  ffairefeild  in  Connecticot.”

SAMUEL  COLEY 

MILFORD,  CONNECTICUT 


I.  SAMUEL  COLEYa 

Samuel1  Coley  was  a  very  early  settler  in  Milford,  where  he  was  admitted 
to  the  church,  25  Oct.  1640,  and  died  in  1684.  He  married  Anne2  Prudden, 
probably  baptized  at  Kings  Walden,  co.  Hertford,  England,  8  Feb.  1617/18, 
daughter  of  James  Prudden.  She  was  admitted  to  the  church,  14  Feb.  1640/1, 
and  died  3  Oct.  1689. 

His  will,  dated  22  Mar.  1677/8,  named  his  wife  Anne;  son  Peter  Coley; 
daughter  Sarah  Baldwin;  son  Samuel  Coley;  daughters  Abilene  Chapin,  Mary 
Simpson,  and  Hannah  Garnsey;  and  son  Thomas  Coley.  The  inventory  was 
taken  26  Sept.  I684.b 

The  will  of  Anne  Coley,  widow  of  Samuel,  Sr.,  dated  13  Feb.  1688/9, 
named  her  children,  Peter,  Samuel  and  Thomas  Coley,  Abilene  Chaping,  Sarah 
Baldwin,  Mary  Stream,  and  Hannah  Gernsey;  son-in-law  Joseph  Gernsey  to  be 
Executor.  The  inventory  was  taken  11  Nov.  l689.b

II.  SAMUEL  COLEY,  JR.a 

Samuel2  Coley,  Jr.,  was  baptized  at  Milford  in  Feb.  1645/6.  He  married 
(recorded  at  Milford)  25  Oct.  1669,  Mary  "Curtes.”  Her  name  usually  has 
been  read  as  "Carles,”  but  the  original  entry  looks  most  like  Cartes  or  Curtes. 

Search  of  the  Carles  family  has  failed  to  locate  Mary.  On  the  other  hand,  the 
will  of  the  Widow  Elizabeth  Curtis  of  Stratford  in  1658  named  her  grandchild 
Mary  Curtiss  daughter  of  Thomas  Curtiss;  nothing  further  is  known  of  her. 
It  is  significant  that  in  the  list  of  those  who  renewed  their  Covenant  and  had 
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children  baptized  at  Stratford  Church  appears  the  entry,  Mary  Coley,  Milford, 
2  Oct.  1692.  Mary  Curtis  was  niece  of  William  and  John  Curtis,  who  were 
prominent  at  Stratford  at  this  period. 

In  May  1714,  Samuel  "Cooly”  petitioned  the  General  Assembly  that  he  had 
bought  several  parcels  of  land  and  a  house  in  Milford  of  Joseph  Lockwood  for 
£40,  but  was  advised  that  the  lands  were  escheats  from  one  Mr.  Symson  to  the 
Colony  of  Connecticut,  and  asked  for  ratification  of  the  lands  to  him,  which 
was  granted.0 

Samuel  Coley  died  after  1714,  but  no  record  has  been  found  of  his  death  or 
that  of  his  wife,  and  no  probate  entry  of  their  estates.  George  and  Mary  Clark 
conveyed  realty  which  had  belonged  to  Samuel  Coley.

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MILFORD,  CONNECTICUT 

James1  Prudden  joined  the  Milford,  Conn.,  church  13  Oct.  1639,  before 
the  removal  of  the  church  from  New  Haven,  and  prior  to  the  ordination  of 
Rev.  Peter  Prudden,  the  chief  founder  of  the  church.  It  was  natural  to  assume 
that  he  was  a  brother  of  the  minister.  The  study  made  by  S.  Allyn  Peck  of  the 
Pruddens  in  England3  makes  this  doubtful,  but  it  remains  likely  that  he  was 
closely  related.  The  father  of  the  minister  was  born  at  Kings  Walden,  co. 
Hertford,  but  moved  a  short  distance  to  Luton,  co.  Bedford.  At  Kings  Walden 
we  find  records  of  a  James  Prudden.  His  parentage  is  undisclosed,  but  there  is 
no  reason  to  doubt  his  identity  with  the  emigrant. 

He  married  at  Kings  Walden,  7  Apr.  1608,  Sybil  Mitchell.  No  children 
are  found  recorded  to  James  until  the  baptism  of  Anna  nearly  ten  years  later, 
and  three  months  after  Anna’s  baptism  there  is  a  record  of  death  of  a  wife  of 
James  Prudden  whose  name  Mr.  Peck  found  to  be  illegible,  so  we  do  not 
know  whether  this  was  Sybil  or  a  second  wife.  Others  have  reported  the  wife’s 
name  to  read  "Eiz”  which  suggests  that  Elizabeth  may  have  been  intended, 
a  name  which  was  borne  by  the  only  other  known  child  of  James.  So  far  as 
known,  he  had  no  wife  in  New  England  and  may  have  come  as  a  widower 
with  his  two  young  daughters. 

He  did  not  long  survive  the  settlement  of  Milford,  and  died  there  in  August,

William  Curtis  of  Nazing,  co.  Essex,  England,  born  about  1535,  buried 
17  May  1585;  married  Agnes - ,  who  survived  him.  His  will  [Commis¬ 

sary  Court  of  London],  dated  10  May  1585,  proved  9  July  1585,  gave  £10  to 
his  daughter  Sarah  Curtis;  £10  to  son  Edward  Curtis;  £10  to  son  Gabriel  Curtis; 
20  marks  to  youngest  son  John  Curtis;  40  shillings  to  daughter  Mary  and  a 
lamb  to  each  of  her  children;  household  stuff  to  wife  Agnes  and  the  residue  of 
movables  equally  to  his  wife  and  eldest  son  Thomas  Curtis;  overseers  and 
witnesses,  John  Bannister  ("my  good  freend”)  and  George  Curtis  ("my 
brother”).  The  brother  George  was  buried  at  Nazing  27  June  1602  and  had 
children  and  grandchildren  of  record  in  that  parish.

I.  JOHN  CURTIS 

John1  Curtis,  baptized  at  Nazing,  co.  Essex,  England,  15  Sept.  1577,  died 
possibly  at  Wethersfield,  Conn.,  about  1640;  married  at  Nazing,  19  Apr.  1610, 
Elizabeth  Hutchins,  who  died  at  Stratford,  Conn.,  June  1658. 

He  is  last  of  record  in  England  in  1637,  when  he  appears  as  taxed  in  the 
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Ship  Money  list  and  also  sat  as  a  juror  in  the  manorial  court  of  Nazing. 
Apparently  his  eldest  son  John  was  sent  to  New  England  in  advance,  for  a  John 
Curtis,  aged  21,  embarked  in  the  Safety,  10  Aug.  1635,  which  corresponds  with 
the  age  of  the  younger  John.  By  1639  the  rest  of  the  family  followed  and 
settled  in  Roxbury,  Mass.,  where  John’s  nephew  William  was  already  living. 
In  the  earliest  list  of  estates  drawn  up  at  Roxbury,  evidently  in  1639,  John 
Curtis  is  listed  with  a  family  of  five  persons,  who  would  be  himself,  his  wife, 
and  their  three  sons.b 

Sherman  W.  Adams  supposes0  that  a  John  Curtis  who  owned  a  home  lot  in 
Wethersfield,  Conn.,  before  1640  was  the  younger  John  of  this  family,  but 
gives  a  great  deal  of  misinformation  concerning  him.  Mr.  Hoppin  thinks  it  was 
the  older  John  and  that  he  died  in  Wethersfield.  Certainly  John  died  early  in 
or  shortly  after  1640.  His  widow  Elizabeth  and  the  three  sons  were  settled  in 
Stratford,  Conn.,  soon  after.  Two  of  the  sons  had  children  recorded  there  in  1642. 

The  will  of  Elizabeth  Curtiss,  proved  4  June  1658,  remembered  four  grand¬ 
children  (the  eldest  two  of  her  son  John  and  the  eldest  two  of  her  son  William) , 
and  her  grandchild  Mary  Curtiss,  daughter  of  Thomas  Curtiss,  the  residue  to 
go  to  her  sons  John  and  William.

Nothing  was  known  of  Thomas  or  his  wife  until  the  discovery  of  his 
inventory,  dated  1  Dec.  1648,  in  the  Fairfield  Probate  Files,  said  to  be  the  oldest 
document  extant  in  that  source.  At  the  bottom  of  it,  under  date  of  8  June 
1652,  "Mary  Bishopp  wife  of  James  Bishopp  maketh  oath  that  this  is  a  trew 
Jnventory  of  Tho:  Curtis  her  former  husband  deceased.”  The  only  known  child, 
Mary,  was  remembered  in  the  will  of  her  grandmother,  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Curtis.d

THOMAS  OVIATT 

MILFORD ,  CONNECTICUT 


ORIGIN3 

Mr.  Thomas  Oviatt  of  Milford,  Conn.,  and  Frances  his  wife,  had  eight 
children,  of  whom  the  first  seven,  born  1664  to  1677,  are  entered  in  the  vital 
records.  The  first  three,  born  1664,  1666  and  1668,  were  recorded  together  at 
the  same  time,  so  it  is  not  certain  that  the  first  one  or  two  were  actually  born 
in  Milford.  We  know  that  Mr.  Oviatt  was  living  there  by  11  July  1668,  when 
with  Samuel  Baldwin  he  witnessed  a  conveyance  given  by  George  Baldwin 
and  Mary  his  wife  of  Huntington,  L.  I.,  to  Alexander  Bryan  and  Richard  his 
son  of  Milford.b 

The  will  of  Mr.  Alexander  Bryan  of  Milford,  proved  in  1679,  called  Thomas 
Oviatt  his  cousin,  by  which  term  nephew  was  probably  meant.  The  Bryans 
were  from  Aylesbury,  co.  Buckingham,  where  Alexander  was  born  in  1602, 
which  would  make  him  roughly  a  generation  older  than  Oviatt.0 

A  deed  from  Richard  Bryan  of  Milford  and  his  father  Alexander  Bryan  to 
Edward  Baldwin  of  Beaconsfield,  co.  Buckingham,  20  July  1663,  conveyed 
lands  in  Wendover,  co.  Buckingham,  “now  or  late  in  the  occupation  of  the 
widow  Ovyatt.d  She  may  have  been  the  mother  of  Thomas  Oviatt  of  Milford. 
In  this  connection,  Thomas  Baldwin  died  in  1682,  having  held  rental  of  certain 
lands  that  were  "late  Thomas  Oviats,”  in  the  manor  of  Hale,  in  Wendover,  co. 
Buckingham. 

An  old  letter  written  by  Susanna  (Dell)  Garment  of  Wigginton,  co.  Hertford, 

30  Aug.  1684,  to  her  aunt  Sarah  ( - )  (Wheeler)  Brooks  of  Milford, 

Conn.,  refers  to  a  letter  previously  received  from  her  aunt  which  had  been 
sent  over  in  the  custody  of  Mr.  Thomas  Oviatt.e  Wigginton  is  across  the  county 
line,  but  only  about  ten  miles  from  Aylesbury,  the  ancestral  home  of  the  Bryans. 
Wigginton  lies  between  Berkhamstead  and  Tring. 

At  Tring,  co.  Hertford,  lived  an  Oviatt  family.  John  Oviatt,  yeoman,  of  Tring, 
died  in  1639  testate,  his  will  naming  with  others  his  eldest  son  Thomas  who, 
we  deduce  from  the  parish  registers  and  the  terms  of  the  will,  was  by  a  former 
wife  Esther  and  born  by  1612  or  earlier.  Thomas  of  Milford  named  his  first 
two  children  John  and  Esther,  but  despite  this  correspondence  of  names  we 
feel  that  the  Milford  man,  with  children  born  1664  to  1680,  was  a  younger 
person  than  the  Thomas  born  by  1612.  The  registers  of  Tring  Show  the  baptism 
of  a  Thomas  son  of  Thomas  Oviatt  on  16  July  1626.  This  could  be  the  Milford 
settler  if  he  waited  until  he  was  over  35  to  marry.  However,  there  may  have 
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been  other  Oviatt  boys  christened  Thomas  in  this  region,  and  our  inclination 
is  to  consider  the  Milford  Thomas  to  be  somewhat  younger  than  the  two 
mentioned,  and  to  seek  him  in  Wendover  Parish.  His  parents  may  have  been 
tenants  of  the  Manor  of  Hale  there,  as  suggested  by  records  cited  above. 

It  is  possible  that  the  wife  of  Thomas  Oviatt,  rather  than  he,  was  of  the 
Bryan  connection.  Alexander  Bryan  had  a  multitude  of  brothers  and  sisters,  one 
of  whom  may  well  have  been  the  parent  of  Mrs.  Frances  Oviatt  (Frances  was 
a  Bryan  name) ,  or  one  of  the  sisters  may  have  been  mother  of  Thomas  Oviatt. 
The  Bryans  were  a  numerous  clan,  and  only  the  surface  has  been  scratched  so 
far  as  English  records  are  concerned.  We  know  the  general  region  from  which 
the  Oviatts  came,  and  that  there  was  a  close  Bryan  connection,  but  no  definite 
pedigree  has  yet  been  established  for  Thomas  or  his  wife. 

I.  THOMAS  OVIATT 

Thomas1  Oviatt,  born  doubtless  near  the  border  of  Buckinghamshire  and 
Hertfordshire,  England,  died  at  Milford,  Conn.,  28  May  1691;  married  Frances 

Although  he  had  children  recorded  in  Milford  as  early  as  1664,  we  have  not 
seen  a  record  placing  him  in  Milford  earlier  than  1668,  and  he  did  not  join 
the  church  there  until  8  Oct.  1671.  A  week  later,  three  of  the  four  children 
born  before  that  date  were  presented  for  baptism,  and  as  the  eldest  child,  John, 
was  omitted  from  baptismal  mention,  we  take  it  that  he  died  before  Thomas 
joined  the  church.  His  social  standing  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  he  is  usually 
called  "Mr.”  in  the  records. 

The  inventory  of  his  estate  was  presented  by  his  widow  Frances;  the  children 
were  named  as  Hester  and  Amy  (both  married),  Frances  Oviatt,  aged  22, 
Samuel,  19,  Abigail,  17,  Thomas,  14,  and  Dorothy,  ll.f

(Kellogg)  Clark,  born  at  Norwalk,  Conn.,  about  April  1676,  died  at  New 
Milford,  4  July  1742,  daughter  of  Daniel  and  Bridget  (Bouton)  Kellogg,  widow 
of  John  Clark. 

He  is  called  a  weaver  in  the  records.  On  25  July  1725  all  six  of  his  children 
were  baptized  at  Milford,  although  the  eldest  (the  only  one  whose  birth  was 
entered)  was  already  in  his  twentieth  year.  Shortly  after  this,  the  family  moved 
to  New  Milford.  Thomas  Oviatt  was  one  of  the  tithing  men  chosen  in  New 
Milford,  11  July  1729.h 

The  will  of  Mr.  Thomas  "Ovitt”  of  New  Milford,  dated  15  June  1734, 
proved  2  Mar.  1740/1,  named  his  wife  Lydia;  eldest  son  Thomas;  sons  Joseph 
and  Benjamin;  eldest  daughter  Frances  Beacher;  second  daughter  Amy  Smith; 
and  Aaron  Prindle,  son  of  Daniel  Prindle  and  third  daughter  Abigail  Prindle 
deceased.1

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The  will  of  Thomas  "Oviett”  of  New  Milford,  dated  6  June  1777,  proved  4 
Jan.  1783,  named  his  wife  Margaret;  sons  Isaac  and  Thomas;  daughters  Margaret

1629/30,  died  at  Norwalk,  Conn.,  in  1688;  married  at  Norwalk,  in  1655, 
Bridget2  Bouton,  who  survived  and  was  living  in  1689,  daughter  of  John1 
and  Alice  ( - )  Bouton. 

He  was  an  original  settler  of  Norwalk  in  1651;  Selectman,  1670;  and  Deputy 
for  Norwalk,  Oct.  1670,  May  1672,  Oct.  1674,  Oct.  1675,  May  1677,  Oct.  1679, 
May  1680,  and  Oct.  1683.° 

Winthrop’s  Medical  Journal  in  1661  mentioned  Daniel  Kelluck  and  his  wife 
of  Norwalk,  and  their  children,  John,  aged  3,  and  Sarah,  1  Vz. 

The  inventory  of  his  estate  was  taken  5  Dec.  1688,  and  the  children  were 
named  as  Sarah,  Mary,  Rachel,  "married  away”;  Elizabeth,  above  20;  Daniel, 
18  next  May;  Samuel,  15;  Lydia,  13  next  April;  Benjamin  and  Joseph,  twins,  11. 
The  widow  Bridget  made  oath,  5  Mar.  1688/9. 

The  son  Benjamin  died  young,  and  the  inventory  of  his  estate  was  taken  2 
Nov.  1702.  Administration  was  granted  to  his  brother  Daniel.  An  agreement 
was  made  by  the  sons  and  sons-in-law  of  Daniel  Kellogg  for  distribution  of  the 
estate  of  their  brother  Benjamin,  and  was  signed  by  Daniel,  Samuel  and  Joseph 
Kellogg,  Abraham  Nichols,  John  Clark,  and  Sarah  Brinsmade.  One  of  the  sisters, 
Mary  Platt,  Widow,  "hath  not  signed  but  sent  her  consent.”

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John1  Bouton,  born  in  England  about  1610-1615,  died  prior  to  1647; 

married  Alice  - ,  who  married  second,  about  1647,  Matthew1  Marvin, 

and  died  about  Dec.  1680. 

The  account  of  the  origin  of  the  Bouton  family  and  of  its  founder  in  New 
England  given  in  James  Bouton’s  Bouton-Boughton  Family  (1890)  contains 
so  many  mistakes  that  it  has  to  be  disregarded.  In  1897  William  T.  R.  Marvin 
published  in  the  New  England  Hist,  and  Gen.  Register  a  devastating  criticism 
of  these  errors,  with  full  citation  of  record  evidence. 

The  will  of  Alice,  second  wife  and  widow  of  Matthew  Marvin,  dated  1  Dec. 
1680  (inventory  taken  9  Jan.  1680/1),  calls  her  "aged  seaventee  years  or  there¬ 
abouts,”  so  she  was  born  about  1610.  Her  will  names  her  daughter  Rachel 
Smith;  she  was  Rachel  Marvin,  wife  of  Samuel  Smith,  and  was  baptized  at 
Hartford  30  Dec.  1649.  Matthew  Marvin’s  will  named  his  son  Samuel  Smith. 

Alice  also  named  her  daughter  "Bridgit  Killock”  and  her  grandchild  Sarah 
"Brinsmead.”  The  latter  was  Sarah  (Kellogg)  Brinsmade,  daughter  of  Daniel 
and  Bridget  (Bouton  ) Kellogg.  In  the  Norwalk  record  of  marriage  of  Daniel 
Kellogg,  his  bride  was  called  daughter  of  John  '"Bowten,”  and  thus  we  learn  the 
name  of  Alice’s  first  husband. 

Finally,  Alice  named  her  son  John  Bowton  and  her  grandchild  Ruth  Bowton. 
Ruth  is  proved  by  probate  to  be  daughter  of  Richard  Bouton  who  died  in 
1665  leaving  this  only  child,  and  John  Bouton  was  called  the  child’s  uncle. 
Thus  we  have  proof  that  Alice’s  first  husband  was  a  John  Bouton,  and  that  her 
children  by  him  were  John,  Richard  and  Bridget. 

The  husband  is  a  shadowy  figure.  Matthew  Marvin  was  living  in  Hartford 
when  he  married  the  widow,  and  the  marriage  has  to  be  placed  as  early  as 
1647.  Norwalk  was  not  settled  until  1650.  Hence  the  John  Bouton  who  was 
given  a  four-acre  homelot  in  Norwalk,  date  not  stated,  seems  to  have  been  the 
young  son  of  Alice.b  No  mention  of  the  Bouton  family  has  been  found  in  the 
records  of  Hartford,  nor  of  other  Connecticut  towns  so  far  searched.  One  “Jo. 
Bowton,”  aged  20,  embarked  for  Virginia  in  the  Assurance  in  l635.c  He  was 
perhaps  five  years  younger  than  Alice,  and  if  her  husband,  we  do  not  know 
where  they  lived  or  where  he  died.

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FARMINGTON,  CONNECTICUT 


I.  JOHN  BRONSON 

The  surname  was  most  generally  spelled  Brownson  in  the  early  generations, 
though  Brunson,  Brounson  and  Bronson  also  occur. 

John1  Bronson  was  a  very  early  and  probably  an  original  proprietor  of 
Hartford,  Conn.,  as  he  served  in  the  Pequot  War  and  received  a  lot  in  Soldiers’ 
Field,  Hartford.4  He  was  brother  of  Richard  Bronson, b  who  died  at  Farmington, 
Conn.,  in  1687,  and  doubtless  also  of  Mary  Bronson,  who  married  Nicholas 
Disborough  in  l640.c 

John  served  on  grand  juries  in  l650.c  He  removed  to  Farmington,  Conn., 
where  he  was  an  original  member  of  the  church,  13  Oct.  1652.  He  was  sworn 
Constable  for  Farmington,  4  Mar.  l651/2.d  He  served  as  Deputy  for  Farmington 
to  the  Connecticut  General  Court,  May  1651,  Oct.  1655,  and  May  and  Oct.  I656.e 
He  was  released  from  training,  “watch  and  ward,”  4  Dec.  1662,  and  since  no 
physical  disability  was  mentioned,  this  may  imply  that  he  had  reached  the  age 
of  sixty/ 

He  died  shortly  before  28  Nov.  1680,  the  date  of  his  inventory,  which  showed 
an  estate  of  about  £312.  His  widow  was  provided  for  by  the  Court,  but  her 
name  not  mentioned.  The  children  were  named  as  Jacob,  Isaac,  Mary  Ellis,  John 
Brunson,  Abraham  Brunson,  Dorcas  Hopkins,  and  Sarah  Kilbourn.8 

Winthrop’s  Medical  Journal  in  1657  mentions  John  Bronson’s  children, 
John,  aged  15,  Isaac,  aged  12,  and  Abraham,  aged  10;  and  in  1669  referred  to 
the  son  Jacob  as  28  years  old  and  still  a  bachelor/

II.  JACOB  BRONSON 

Jacob2  Bronson,  born  at  Hartford,  Conn.,  about  1641,  died  at  Farmington, 
Conn.,  in  March  1708;  married  Mary - . 

He  was  referred  to  by  Winthrop  in  1669  as  still  a  bachelor  and  aged  about 
28;  and  he  was  entered  in  Farmington  church  records  among  baptized  children 
of  members,  his  age  being  17  about  Jan.  1657,  probably  1657/8.  Jacob  and 
his  wife  are  in  the  list  of  communicants  at  Farmington,  1  Mar.  1679/80.  His 
children,  except  the  last  two,  were  born  and  presumably  baptized  in  a  period 
for  which  church  records  are  missing/ 

His  will,  dated  13  Mar.  1707/8,  made  liberal  provision  for  his  wife  Mary; 
divided  his  homestead  between  his  sons  Samuel  and  Roger,  Samuels  share  to 
come  up  to  the  west  corner  of  Samuel’s  now  dwelling  house;  gave  land  to  son 
Isaac;  divided  the  rest  of  his  land  between  "my  four  sons,”  Samuel,  Jacob,  Roger 
and  Isaac;  and  £10  apiece  to  daughters  Elizabeth  Harris  and  Rebeckah 
Dickinson.  Witnesses:  Thomas  Porter  and  John  Hart,  Sr.  The  inventory,  taken 
25  Mar.  1708  by  Thomas  Porter  and  John  Porter,  amounted  to  £166.01.02.*

III.  SAMUEL  BRONSON 

Samuel3  Bronson,  born  at  Farmington,  Conn.,  [say  1675],  died  at  New 
Milford,  Conn.,  27  Oct.  1733;  married  about  1700-1,  Lydia  Warner,  baptized 
at  Farmington,  13  Mar.  1680/1,  died  at  Derby,  Conn.,  before  1746,  daughter 

of  John  and -  ( - )  Warner.  She  married  second,  at  New  Milford, 

2  Mar.  1741/2,  as  the  second  of  his  three  wives,  Jonathan  Lum  of  Derby,  who 
died  there  in  1758. 

He  joined  the  Second  Church,  Hartford,  and  had  a  child  baptized  there  in 
1704.  On  23  Feb.  1707/8,  Samuel  Brownson,  described  as  "of  Jacob,”  was 
admitted  to  the  Farmington  Church  by  letter  from  the  Hartford  Second  Church. 
The  description  was  to  distinguish  him  from  Samuel2  (Richard1),  who  joined 
the  Farmington  Church  4  June  1710,  then  described  as  "of  Richard.”  After 
removing  to  New  Milford  in  1713,  Samuel  entered  the  birth  records  of  all  his 
children  there,  including  Rebecca  who  had  been  baptized  in  Farmington  as 
daughter  of  "Samuel  of  Jacob.”  Thus  the  identity  of  this  Samuel  is  proved. 

He  became  a  Deacon  of  the  New  Milford  Church  and  was  so  called  when 
his  youngest  child  was  baptized  there.  He  was  elected  Town  Clerk  in  1714 
and  held  that  office  until  his  death  in  1733.  He  served  as  a  Justice  of  the  Peace 
for  New  Haven  County,  which  then  included  New  Milford,  from  1720  until 
his  death  in  1733.  He  was  also  Deputy  for  New  Milford,  Oct.  1726.q 

His  wife  came  of  a  family,  the  Warners  of  Farmington,  Waterbury  and 
Woodbury  (Roxbury)  which  produced  many  physicians  over  the  course  of 
250  years,  and  she  seems  to  have  inherited  the  medical  talent  which  "ran”  in 
the  family.  She  long  served  the  town  as  midwife  and  was  highly  regarded.  The 
record  of  her  second  marriage  calls  her  "Mistr.  Lydia  Brounson,”  and  this  term 
of  Mistress  is  rarely  found  in  the  records  of  eighteenth-century  Connecticut/

Since  his  father  John  Bronson  lived  in  Wethers¬ 
field,  since  he  was  undoubtedly  old  enough  to  marry  by  1707,  and  since  this  Isaac  and  all  his  brothers 
removed  to  South  Carolina,  it  is  tempting  to  believe  that  he  was  the  one  who  married  Thankful  Dibble 
in  1707  and  divorced  her  in  1717.  However,  John’s  son  Isaac  is  known  to  have  left  a  widow  Margaret 
and  five  sons  (who  were  by  Margaret),  all  five  sons  being  of  age  to  give  deeds  in  1739-  Unless  born 
out  of  wedlock,  they  could  not  possibly  be  sons  of  an  Isaac  who  divorced  a  former  wife  in  1717,  only 
22  years  before  these  five  sons  by  Margaret  gave  legal  conveyances.  It  must  also  be  noted  that  when  our 
Isaac’s  brother  Jacob’s  estate  was  distributed  in  1713,  his  share  was  set  to  Isaac  "or  his  heirs,”  in¬ 
dicating  that  it  was  not  then  certainly  known  whether  he  was  living  or  not.  This  falls  in  just  the 
period  when  Thankful’s  husband  Isaac  states  he  was  in  Bermuda  and  North  Carolina.  We  therefore  con¬ 
clude  that  it  was  Isaac3,  son  of  Jacob,  who  married  and  divorced  Thankful.

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FARMINGTON,  CONNECTICUT 


I.  JOHN  WARNER 

John1  Warner,  born  in  England,  about  1615,  died  at  Farmington,  Conn., 
in  1679;  married  Margaret - . 

He  came  on  the  Increase,  enrolled  15  Apr.  1635,  aged  20,  seemingly  attached 
to  the  household  of  Matthew  Marvin.a  He  joined  the  early  settlers  of  Hartford, 
Conn.,  and  in  1637  served  in  the  Pequot  War.  He  was  granted  a  lot  in  Soldiers’ 
Field,  Hartford,  and  in  Oct.  1687  land  was  ordered  set  out  to  the  heirs  of  John 
Warner,  also  for  this  service.  The  lot  in  Soldiers’  Field  was  included  in  the 
listing  of  his  lands  in  1639/40,  and  was  bought  with  adjacent  lots  by  Zachariah 
Field.  His  homelot  was  bounded  on  Matthew  Marvin’s  land.b 

John  Warner  was  among  those  who  were  to  be  made  freeman  in  May  1664. 
He  evidently  left  Hartford  early,  probably  at  the  settlement  of  Farmington  in 
1645.  Here  he  lived  until  his  death,  although  in  1673  he  was  one  of  the 
Farmington  petitioners  for  a  plantation  at  Mattatuck  [Waterbury],  where  his 
son  Thomas2  and  grandson  Daniel3  (Daniel2)  settled.0 

In  most  previous  accounts,  John1  Warner  has  been  identified  as  the  man  of  that 
name  whose  marriage  in  1649  to  Ann  Norton  was  recorded  in  Hartford.  This 
question  was  considered  at  length  in  an  article  by  Mr.  Jacobus.d  John1  Warner 
had  moved  from  Hartford  to  Farmington  before  1649,  so  his  marriage  would 
not  have  been  recorded  there;  he  unquestionably  had  children  born  long  before 
that  date;  and  his  wife  Margaret  was  named  in  his  will.  She  may  well  have 
been  his  only  wife,  for  his  son  Thomas2  and  daughter  Sarah2  both  named  a 
daughter  Margaret,  as  did  also  his  grandsons  Ephraim3  (John2),  Robert3 
(John2),  and  Ebenezer3  (John2).  On  the  other  hand,  Andrew  Warner’s  son 
John2  was  then  living  in  Hartford  and  is  known  to  have  had  a  wife  named 
Ann  or  Anna,  so  he  is  clearly  the  John  Warner  to  whom  the  Norton  marriage 
pertains. 

The  will  of  John  Warner  of  Farmington,  made  14  Mar.  1678/9,  proved 
4  Dec.  1679,  gave  specific  lands  to  his  sons  John,  Daniel  and  Thomas,  and 
son-in-law  William  Higgison,  and  to  these  four  the  remainder  of  his  estate 
"after  the  decease  of  the  natural  life  of  me  John  Warner  and  Margaret  Warner 
my  wife.”  He  mentioned  the  tract  of  land  "given  me  by  the  Country  as  a 
Pequott  Soldier.”  He  named  his  "four  sons”  executor,  and  made  his  loving 
friends  William  Lewis,  Sr.,  and  Lieut.  [Samuel]  Steele  overseers.  They  were  also 
the  witnesses  of  the  will.  The  residual  estate  had  not  been  distributed  23  June 
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1740,  when  Ephraim  Warner,  "son  of  John  Warner  &  grandson  of  John  Warner 
sen.,  the  1st  of  the  name  in  Farmington,  Deed.,”  in  behalf  of  himself  and  as 
attorney  to  the  heirs  of  Daniel  Warner,  son  of  the  sd.  John  Warner  sen., 
petitioned  for  distribution  of  "all  the  remainder  of  the  Estate”  which  was 
given  "to  his  4  sons,  viz,  John,  Daniel,  and  Thomas  Warner  and  William 
Higginson,  after  his  and  his  wife  Margaret’s  decease.”e 

In  1662  Reynold  Marvin  of  Saybrook  referred  in  his  will  to  £20  due  to  him 
from  John  Warner  of  Farmington/  This  was  a  large  sum  in  those  days,  and 
when  it  is  remembered  that  John  Warner  came  over  with  Matthew  Marvin 
(brother  of  Reynold)  and  lived  next  door  to  him  in  Hartford,  we  suggest 
that  Warner  was  from  Great  Bentley,  co.  Essex,  the  English  home  of  the 
Marvins,  and  perhaps  related  to  them. 

John  did  not  join  the  church  in  Farmington  until  15  Mar.  1656/7;  and 
his  children  Daniel  and  Thomas  who,  says  the  record,  were  under  13  years  of 
age  when  their  father  joined,  were  baptized  16  May  1658.  "Widow  Warner,” 
doubtless  Margaret,  was  in  the  list  of  members  1  Mar.  1679/80,  the  wife  of 
John  Warner  [Jr.]  being  also  listed.8

II.  JOHN  WARNER 

John2  Warner,  born  ,  died  at  Farmington,  Conn.,  1  Mar.  1706/7; 
married - ,  who  died  before  him. 

He  followed  his  younger  brother  Thomas  to  Waterbury,  Conn.,  where  he 
acquired  real  estate,  but  not  long  before  his  death  he  returned  to  Farmington, 
where  his  death  is  recorded. 

The  will  of  John  Warner,  Sr.,  "late  of  Waterbury,  but  now  residing  in 
Farmington,”  dated  27  Dec.  1706,  proved  7  Apr.  1707,  gave  land  in  Waterbury 
to  his  son  Ephraim;  his  house  and  the  remainder  of  his  homestead  in  Waterbury 
to  his  son  John,  together  with  half  of  his  remaining  lands  there;  the  rest  of 
his  Waterbury  lands  to  his  sons  Robert  and  Ebenezer;  to  daughter  Lydia 
Brounson,  beds,  bedding  and  all  his  household  stuff,  and  his  sheep;  the  residue 
equally  to  son  John  Warner  and  son-in-law  Samuel  Brounson,  whom  he 
appointed  executors.  Witnesses:  Thomas  Porter,  John  Hart,  Sr.h 
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Three  of  his  four  sons  became  physicians,  and  his  daughter  Lydia  was  a  noted 
midwife.  In  the  Roxbury  branch,  there  were  doctors  in  the  family  for  many 
generations.

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I.  EDWARD  LACYa 

Edward1  Lacy  with  wife  Sarah  appeared  in  Fairfield,  Conn.,  prior  to  20 
Jan.  1694/5,  when  their  six  children  were  baptized  together  at  Christ  Church, 
Fairfield.  Their  earlier  history  has  not  been  ascertained,  and  it  is  not  known 
whether  they  were  late  immigrants  from  England  or  whether  they  had  been 
living  in  one  of  the  other  American  colonies. 

They  lived  in  Stratfield  Parish,  then  a  part  of  Stratford  and  Fairfield,  now 
Bridgeport.  No  probate  of  Edward’s  estate  has  been  found.

II.  EDWARD  LACYb 

Edward2  Lacy,  born  probably  around  1680,  died  after  1760;  married  first, 
at  Fairfield  [Stratfield],  Conn.,  23  July  1702,  Abigail4  Gregory,  born  [say 
1682],  living  at  least  as  late  of  1720,  daughter  of  Samuel3  and  Rebecca 
(Wheeler)  Gregory;  married  second,  perhaps  1728-9,  Hannah  (Beardsley) 
Parruck,  born  at  Stratford,  25  Oct.  1682,  daughter  of  Samuel  and  Abigail 
(Clark)  Beardsley,  and  widow  of  John  Parruck;  married  third,  at  Fairfield 
[Greenfield],  18  May  1748,  Rebecca  Gray,  quite  probably  born  about  1714, 
daughter  of  Jacob  and  Hannah  (Seeley)  Gray.  The  last  wife’s  identity  is  not 
certain,  but  this  Rebecca’s  branch  of  the  Gray  family  lived  in  Greenfield  where 
she  married,  and  she  had  a  brother  who  settled  in  Danbury. 

No  probate  of  Edward  Lacy  has  been  found,  and  he  appears  to  have  removed 
late  in  life  to  New  Fairfield,  where  his  son  Ebenezer  had  settled  about  1750, 
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for  a  "wife  of  Edward"  Lacy  is  entered  in  1758  as  a  church  member  in  New 
Fairfield.  However,  in  1760,  he  is  described  as  "late  of  Fairfield,  now  of 
Danbury."  The  birth  of  only  the  eldest  child  of  Edward,  Ebenezer,  is  recorded 
at  Fairfield,  and  at  Stratfield  Church  only  Ebenezer  and  two  other  children  were 
baptized,  in  1704,  1705  and  1708.  Since  the  Stratfield  Church  records  are  very 
complete  to  1718  (after  which  there  is  a  gap),  and  no  baptismal  records  of 
other  churches  in  the  vicinity  of  Stratfield  relate  to  children  of  Edward  Lacy, 
perhaps  the  three  recorded  children  were  all  the  children  he  had.

III.  EBENEZER  LACYC 

Ebenezer3  Lacy,  born  at  Stratfield,  Conn.,  12  Mar.  1703/4,  died  probably 
at  New  Fairfield,  Conn.;  married  by  1726  JEDIDAH  JACKSON,  baptized  at 
Stratfield,  22  Apr.  1705,  died  after  30  Jan.  1775,  daughter  of  Henry  and  Mary 
(Wheeler)  Jackson. 

Ebenezer  Lacy  and  Jedidah  his  wife,  of  Stratfield,  sold  30  Dec.  1726  to  Daniel 
Comstock  a  right  to  land  from  their  father,  Henry  Jackson;  and  Ebenezer  and 
Jedidah,  of  Fairfield,  on  14  Nov.  1743  conveyed  to  their  brother  David 
Jackson,  Jr.,  a  right  in  the  dwelling  house  of  their  father,  Mr.  Henry  Jackson  of 
Fairfield,  deceased.d  They  gave  other  deeds,  but  the  above  are  sufficient  to  prove 
that  Jedidah  Jackson  was  Ebenezer’s  wife  and  that  she  must  have  been  mother 
of  all  the  children  of  Ebenezer  born  between  1726  and  1743. 

The  Stratfield  Church  baptisms  are  very  incomplete  after  1718,  and  for 
quite  a  long  period,  into  the  1730’s,  only  scattering  baptisms  were  entered. 
The  only  child  of  Ebenezer  whose  baptism  was  recorded  was  Isaac  in  1735, 
and  since  we  know  that  Ebenezer’s  marriage  occurred  at  least  nine  years  before 
that,  we  place  the  undoubted  older  children  on  the  basis  of  other  records  and 
their  dates  of  marriage. 

On  7  Feb.  1749/50,  Ebenezer  Lacey  of  Stratfield  conveyed  land  to  Ebenezer 
Hall  of  Stratfield;  and  on  6  Apr.  1751,  Ebenezer  Lacey  of  New  Fairfield 
conveyed  to  William  Odell  of  Stratfield.e  These  deeds  fix  the  date  of  the  family’s 
removal  to  New  Fairfield  as  1750.  The  destruction  in  1832  of  the  vital  and 
land  records  of  New  Fairfield,  and  lack  of  probate  of  Ebenezer  in  the  Danbury 
District,  impair  our  ability  to  give  a  full  account  of  this  family.  We  are  thrown 
back  on  the  very  meagre  information  contained  in  the  New  Fairfield  Church 
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records,  which  show  that  "Sister  Jedidah  Lacey”  was  summoned  before  a  church 
meeting  for  some  slight  indiscretion.  All  the  Lacys  who  appear  in  the  New 
Fairfield  Church  records  prior  to  1800  can  be  identified  as  belonging  to  the 
family  of  Ebenezer.

IV.  EBENEZER  LACEY 

Ebenezer4  Lacey,  born  at  Stratfield,  Conn.,  19  Apr.  1727,  died  at  Laceyville, 
Wyoming  Co.,  Pa.,  21  Dec.  1807,  aged  81  (gravestone);  married  at  New 
Milford,  Conn.,  15  Dec.  1748,  Freelove  Canfield,  born  at  New  Milford, 
29  Dec.  1726,  died  at  Laceyville,  Pa.,  5  Mar.  1801,  aged  74  (gravestone), 
daughter  of  Azariah  and  Mercy  (Bassett)  Canfield. 

He  went  to  New  Milford  as  a  young  man,  married  there,  and  established 
himself  as  a  blacksmith  near  his  father-in-law’s  home  in  Lower  Merry  all,  on 
the  west  branch  of  the  West  Aspetuck,  and  afterwards  apparently  removed 
to  New  Milford  village/  New  Milford  was  adjacent  to  Roxbury  until  1856, 
when  the  part  of  New  Milford  nearest  to  Roxbury  was  established  as  the  town 
of  Bridgewater. 

Ebenezer  had  eight  days  of  service  in  August  1757  in  the  French  and  Indian 
War  as  a  member  of  the  Company  of  Capt.  John  Hitchcock  of  New  Milford.6 

As  one  of  his  daughters  married  in  the  New  Preston  church,  it  is  possible 
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that  he  became  a  resident  of  that  parish,  which  was  partly  in  New  Milford  and 
partly  in  Washington.  If  so,  he  may  be  the  Ebenezer  Lacy  listed  at  Washington 
in  the  1790  Census  with  a  boy  under  16  and  two  females  in  his  family.  We  do 
not  find  Ebenezer  or  his  sons  listed  in  Pennsylvania  in  1790.  New  York  Land 
Grants  show  that  between  1760  and  1763  he  was  interested  in  the  purchase 
of  lands  there,  his  grant  apparently  being  in  Kingsbury,  Washington  Co.,  N.  Y., 
but  he  may  not  have  occupied  the  lands  personally. 

He  is  said  to  have  come  "at  an  early  day”  from  Connecticut  to  Braintrim 
Township,  and  his  son  Isaac  to  Laceyville,  Wyoming  Co.,  Pa.h

V.  ISAAC  LACEY 

ISAAC5  Lacey,  born  at  New  Milford,  Conn.,  2  Apr.  1734,  died  at  Laceyville, 
Wyoming  Co.,  Pa.,  2  Nov.  1830;  married  first,  11  Mar.  1784,  Lydia  Pratt, 
born  at  Colchester,  Conn.,  13  Oct.  1764,  died  at  Laceyville,  16  Mar.  1809,  aged 
45  (gravestone),  daughter  of  Daniel  and  Abigail  (Bigelow)  Pratt;  married 
second,  Olive  Carpenter,  born  20  June  1758  (gravestone),  died  at  Laceyville, 
14  Feb.  1842  (gravestone). 

The  Bible  record  of  Isaac  Lacey,  which  gives  records  of  his  children,  states 
his  birth  date  in  exact  conformity  with  the  entry  of  it  in  New  Milford,  thus 
proving  his  identity.1 

Isaac  came  with  his  family  and  settled  on  the  present  site  of  Laceyville. 
Although  a  weaver  by  trade,  he  engaged  in  farming  there.  Starting  with  little 
prospect  of  making  more  than  a  living,  he  became  one  of  the  well-to-do  men 
of  his  section,  and  engaged  in  agriculture  on  an  extensive  scale.  He  gave  to 
each  of  his  children  a  farm  of  100  acres  or  more.h

ORIGIN 

Henry  Gregory  seems  to  have  belonged  to  a  family  of  the  "minor  gentry” 
in  England,  but  was  a  shoemaker  by  trade.  The  will  of  William  Gregory  of 
Nottingham,  England,  Gent.,  made  18  June  1650,  proved  5  Feb.  1651, 
remembered  many  relatives  besides  his  immediate  family,  and  one  clause  reads: 
"I  give  to  my  brother  Henry  Gregory  twenty  marks  if  he  live  six  months  after 
my  decease,  and  to  every  child  of  his  body  lawfully  begotten  (except  my 
cousin  Perry,  his  daughter)  that  shall  be  living  at  the  end  of  six  months  after 
my  decease,  five  pounds  ...  I  also  give  and  bequeath  the  sum  of  four  pounds 
to  be  paid  towards  the  charges  of  fetching  of  the  said  legacies,  given  as  aforesaid 
to  my  said  brother  Henry  and  his  children,  they  being  now,  as  I  am  informed, 
in  the  parts  beyond  the  seas  called  New  England.  I  give  and  bequeath  to  my 
said  Cousin  Perrie,  my  said  brother  Henry’s  daughter,  the  sum  of  ten  pounds 
.  .  ,”a  The  inference  seems  plain  that  all  of  Henry’s  children  were  in  New 
England  with  him  except  his  daughter  "Perry,”  who  was  better  known  by  her 
uncle  and  to  whom  he  gave  twice  as  much  as  to  the  other  children.  Furthermore, 
no  carrying  charges  were  provided  to  place  her  legacy  in  her  hands. 

This  William  Gregory  had  been  Mayor  of  Nottingham  in  1632  and  1639, 
and  a  pedigree  of  his  family  appeared  in  Deering’s  History  of  Nottingham , 
175 l.b  On  this  pedigree,  William’s  brother  Henry  is  called  "de  Boston  in  Nova 
Anglia.”  He  is  represented  as  son  of  John  Gregory  of  Broughton  Sulney,  Notts 
(by  wife  Alice),  son  of  Thomas  Gregory  of  Overbroughton,  Notts  (by 
wife  Dorothy  Beeston),  son  of  Hugh  Gregory  (by  wife  Mary),  son  of 
William  Gregory  (by  wife  Dorothy  Parr  of  Kempenhaugh,  Lancs),  son  of 
Adam  Gregory  (by  his  wife,  an  Ormeston  of  Ormeston,  Lancs),  with  whom 
the  pedigree  starts.  There  is  no  reason  to  doubt  this  line,  but  neither  can  it  be 
accepted  as  true  in  every  detail  without  verification  by  research  in  contemporary 
records. 


I.  HENRY  GREGORY 

Henry1  Gregory  settled  in  Springfield,  Mass.,  by  1639,  and  was  planning 
to  sell  his  lot  there  on  14  Mar.  1642/3,  when  the  matter  was  presented  to  the 
Selectmen  "by  his  sonne  Judah.”c 

He  removed  to  Stratford,  Conn.,  about  that  time,  and  in  1647,  complaint  was 
made  of  the  quality  of  his  work  as  a  shoemaker.  The  records  speak  of  him  as 
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an  old  man  at  that  time,  and  his  sons  John  and  Judah  and  his  daughter  the  wife 
of  William  Crooker  testified  in  the  case.d  He  died  in  1655;  the  inventory  of  his 
estate  was  taken  19  June  1655.  The  meagre  probate  entry  refers  to  his  eldest 
son  John  and  to  other  children  but  not  by  name.e 

The  identity  of  his  wife  is  entirely  unknown.

II.  JUDAH  GREGORY 

Judah2  Gregory,  born  in  England  probably  by  1620  or  earlier,  died  at 
Stratford,  Conn.,  about  1648;  married  at  Springfield,  Mass.,  20  June  1643, 
Sarah  Burt,  baptized  at  Harberton,  co.  Devon,  England,  14  Jan.  1620/1, 
died  after  1689.  She  married  second,  4  Sept.  1649,  Henry  Wakelee,  of  Strat¬ 
ford,  Conn.,  who  died  in  1690. 

We  know  little  about  Judah,  as  he  died  so  young.  On  15  May  1650,  Henry 
Wakelee  as  administrator  of  the  estate  of  his  wife’s  other  husband  gave  bond 
of  £50  "which  is  left  with  Mr.  Blakeman  of  Stratford  [the  minister]  for  the 
payment  of  £20  to  the  two  children.”f  The  two  children  were  Samuel  and  Sarah 
who  married  Henry  Summers.  In  1689  Samuel  Gregory  called  Henry  Wakelee 
his  "father-in-law”  [stepfather],  and  in  a  deed  Samuel  Summers,  son  of  Henry, 
called  Samuel  Gregory  his  uncle.g

On  21  Apr.  1682  entry  was  made  that  Samuel  Gregory  hath  in  right  of  his 
wife  Rebecca  land  as  a  legacy  from  her  father  Sergeant  Ephraim  Wheeler 
deceased.11 
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The  inventory  of  the  estate  of  Sergt.  Samuel  Gregory  of  Stratfield  was  taken 
in  June  1702,  and  administration  was  granted  on  the  18th  of  that  month  to 
the  widow  Rebecca  and  sons  Samuel  and  Benjamin;  three  sons  and  five 
daughters  were  specified  but  not  named.  Their  names  are  revealed  in  a  deed 
signed  by  the  following  children:  Samuel  Gregory,  Edward  Lacy  and  Abigail 
his  wife,  James  Seeley  and  Sarah  his  wife,  George  Hull  and  Martha  his  wife, 
Benjamin  Gregory,  Ezekiel  Sanford  and  Rebecca  his  wife,  Jonathan  Rudd  and 
Johanna  his  wife,  and  Ebenezer  Gregory.1

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ORIGIN 

The  Burt  family  was  traced  in  England  by  George  Skelton  Terry,  B.Sc., 
and  the  records  were  published  in  The  New  England  Historical  and  Genealogical 
Register  in  1932.a  It  is  therefore  unnecessary  to  include  the  basic  documents 
herein,  and  we  give  only  the  genealogical  connections  deduced  from  them. 

Henry  Burtt  of  Harberton,  co.  Devon,  clothier,  died  between  10  July  1617, 
the  date  of  his  will,  and  10  Sept.  1617,  when  the  inventory  of  his  estate  was 

taken.  He  married  Isett  or  Isorr - ,  who  died  between  14  Mar.  1629/30, 

when  she  declared  her  nuncupative  will,  and  8  July  1630,  when  the  inventory 
of  her  estate  was  taken. 

He  was  a  prosperous  clothier  and  landholder,  who  had  his  own  flock  of 
sheep  and  owned  at  his  death  a  considerable  stock  of  cloth  and  yarn.  The  entire 
estate  was  appraised  at  £602.7.9.  In  his  will  he  gave  30s.  to  the  poor  of  the 
parish  of  Harberton,  and  bequeathed  to  his  wife  Isett;  his  sons  Henry  and  John; 
his  daughters  Raddegan  (under  21),  Allies  [Alice],  Agnes,  and  Elizabeth  (all 
under  20);  another  daughter  Johan,  wife  of  Christine  [Crispin]  Saunderfs]; 
his  grandchildren,  Joseph  and  Samuel  Saunders;  his  brothers’  and  sisters’ 
children;  and  others. 

His  widow,  Isotte  Burte,  in  her  nuncupative  will  gave  all  her  goods  to  her 
daughters,  Agnes  Burte  and  Elizabeth  Burte,  whom  she  made  her  executors. 
Her  estate  (personal  property  only)  was  appraised  at  £9.13.4. 

I.  HENRY  BURT 

Henry1  Burt,  almost  certainly  the  one  who  was  named  in  the  will  of  the 
earlier  Henry  in  1617,  was  born  probably  about  1595,  and  died  at  Springfield, 
Mass.,  30  Apr.  1662;  married  at  Dean  Prior,  co.  Devon,  28  Dec.  1619,  Ulalia 
March,  who  died  at  Springfield,  29  Aug.  1690,  daughter  of  Richard  and  Joan 
(Martyn?)  March. 

Henry  Burt  lived  at  Harberton,  co.  Devon,  until  his  emigration,  was  a  clothier, 
and  in  1624  was  taxed  on  land  at  Harberton.  These  facts  serve  to  identify  him 
as  son  of  the  earlier  Henry,  who  was  also  a  clothier  and  left  real  estate  to  his 
son  Henry. 

He  came  to  New  England  by  1638/9,  and  settled  first  at  Roxbury,  Mass., 
where  his  house  was  burned,  and  in  November  1639  the  General  Court  made 
a  grant  of  £8  to  the  town  because  of  this  loss.  The  following  year  he  removed 
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to  Springfield,  of  which  town  he  may  be  regarded  as  one  of  the  founding 
fathers  and  chief  citizens,  though  he  did  not  arrive  with  the  earliest  settlers. 

With  Henry  Smith,  Thomas  Cooper,  Samuel  Chapin,  and  Richard  Sikes, 
he  was  a  member  of  the  first  board  of  Selectmen,  1644,  serving  continuously 
through  1652  and  again  in  1654.  Shortly  thereafter,  the  family  was  represented 
on  the  board  by  his  eldest  son  Jonathan.  Henry  Burt  was  the  first  to  hold  in 
Springfield  the  office  of  Clerk  of  the  Writs,  being  elected  29  May  1649  and 
serving  until  his  death  in  1662.  The  vital  statistics  for  that  period  are  in  his 
handwriting.  After  Rev.  George  Moxon  left  Springfield,  the  town  for  some 
time  was  without  a  settled  minister  and  got  along  with  what  may  be  termed 
lay  readers  as  a  substitute.  It  was  voted,  18  Feb.  1655/6,  that  Mr.  Holyoke  and 
Henry  Burt  should  carry  on  the  work  of  the  Sabbath,  and  recompense  was  voted 
to  Deacon  Wright,  Deacon  Chapin,  Mr.  Holyoke  and  Henry  Burt  for  their 
labors  in  that  work  the  previous  summer.  On  9  Nov.  1657,  Mr.  Holyoke,  Mr. 
Pynchon,  Deacon  Chapin,  and  Henry  Burt  were  appointed  to  continue  this  work.b 
Although  there  were  attempts  to  secure  a  settled  minister,  none  remained  long 
until  the  Rev.  Pelatiah  Glover  commenced  his  pastorate  in  1660. 

March  Family 

Mr.  Terry  also  communicated  the  ancestry  of  Ulalia  March  to  the  New 
England  Historical  and  Genealogical  Register  in  1932.c 

I.  John  Marche  appears  in  the  records  of  the  court  of  the  manor  of 
Stokenham,  co.  Devon,  in  1569  and  1570,  when  he  was  charged  with  diverting 
the  water  at  Allymore  from  its  right  course,  so  that  it  could  not  run  to  the 
mill  of  the  lord  of  the  manor. 

II.  William  Marche,  son  of  John  Marche,  was  mentioned  in  the  manor 
rolls  of  Stokenham,  3  Jan.  1580/1,  and  in  1610  was  called  "William  Marche, 
sen.,”  in  the  rolls.  He  was  probably  identical  with  William  Marche  "the  elder” 
of  Sherford,  co.  Devon,  yeoman,  whose  will  dated  29  Apr.  16 12,  named  the 
seven  children  of  his  deceased  son,  Richard,  and  surviving  children  of  his  own. 
The  inventory  of  his  personal  estate  was  taken  11  Feb.  1613/14. 

III.  Richard  Marche,  of  Sherford,  co.  Devon,  died  before  his  father  made 
his  will  in  1612.  He  married  JOANE,  probably  sister  of  Rev.  Henry  MARTYN, 
vicar  of  Rattery,  co.  Devon,  who  was  called  uncle  in  the  will  of  Richard  Marche’s 
daughter  Elizabeth.  Joane  made  her  will  21  May  1616,  proved  21  June  16 1 6, 
and  named  her  son  William,  who  died  unmarried  soon  after  his  mother,  and 
six  daughters,  Alice,  Elizabeth,  Ulalia,  Amias,  Jane,  and  Johane.

The  Wheelers  were  very  numerous  in  Cranfield,  co.  Bedford,  England,  and 
several  members  of  the  family  emigrated  to  New  England. 

Thomas  Wheeler  of  Cranfield,  who  signed  his  will  as  "the  elder,”  was 
born  in  the  neighborhood  of  1565,  and  was  buried  at  Cranfield  11  Feb.  1634/5, 

called  "of  the  blakehouse”  in  the  burial  entry;  married  first, - ; 

married  second,  Rebecca  - .  His  will,  dated  7  Dec.  1627,  codicil  18 

June  1633,  proved  24  Feb.  1634  [1634/5],  was  printed  in  full  in  The 
American  Genealogist,  vol.  14,  pp.  2-4.  It  refers  to  his  house  at  Borne  end. 
The  will  of  William  Baker  of  Cranfield,  25  Apr.  1621,  appointed  his  cousin 
Thomas  Wheeler  of  Borne  end  overseer.

married  second,  after  1695,  Susannah  ( - )  Hall,  who  died  by  1751, 

widow  of  Samuel  Hall. 

He  was  Deacon  of  the  Stratfield  Church;  was  Deputy  for  Fairfield,  May  and 
Sept.  1693;  and  was  confirmed  Ensign  of  the  Stratfield  Train  Band,  May  1697.C 

The  nuncupative  will  of  Isaac  Wheeler,  made  11  Apr.  1712,  four  days  before 
he  died,  states  that  he  was  "much  troubled  about  John  Patchin,”  his  faithful 
servant  for  thirty  years;  "I  would  not  have  him  wronged  he  is  grown  A  poor 
old  Creature,”  so  provision  is  made  for  him;  also  for  his  wife;  testified  by  Mr. 
James  Bennett  and  Mrs.  Mary  Bennett,  29  Apr.  1712.  Also,  Sergt.  John  Odell, 
David  Hall,  and  John  Wheeler  testified  to  his  will  regarding  his  deceased  son 
Samuel’s  heirs,  mentioning  grandson  Samuel;  grandsons  Isaac  and  Ebenezer;  his 
son-in-law  Samuel  Hall;  son-in-law  David  Hall,  upon  consideration  of  his 
being  kind  to  his  mother.  Administration  was  granted  to  the  widow  Susannah. 
Distribution  order  to  the  widow,  five  daughters  and  three  grandsons,  viz:  Sarah 
wife  of  John  Odell,  Rebecca  wife  of  Capt.  David  [sic.,  error]  Sherman,  Mary 
wife  of  Henry  Jackson,  Experience  wife  of  Lemuel  Sherwood,  and  Mercy 
Sherman,  and  the  grandsons,  Isaac,  Ebenezer,  and  Samuel  Wheeler. 

On  21  Mar.  1751,  the  realty  of  Deacon  Isaac  Wheeler  formerly  distributed 
to  his  widow  as  dower  was  set  to  the  heirs:  heirs  of  Mercy  wife  of  Capt.  David 
Sherman;  heirs  of  Sarah  Odell  of  Stratfield;  Rebecca  Sherman  of  Newtown; 
Samuel  Wheeler  of  Fairfield;  heirs  of  Experience  wife  of  Lemuel  Sherwood; 
heirs  of  Ebenezer  Wheeler;  and  heirs  of  Isaac  Wheeler.

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I.  HENRY  JACKSONa 

Henry1  Jackson,  born  in  England,  about  1606,  died  at  Fairfield,  Conn.,  in 
1686;  married - . 

He  came  from  London,  aged  29,  on  the  Elizabeth  and  Ann,  1635,  and  settled 
first  at  Watertown,  Mass.,  where  he  was  a  lessee  of  fishing  rights.  He  removed 
to  Fairfield,  Conn.,  where  he  made  an  agreement  with  the  town  about  the  tide 
mill,  2  Feb.  1648  [1648/9],  and  sold  the  mill  to  Thomas  Morehouse  in  1653. 
He  bought  land  in  Fairfield,  16  June  1650,  from  Thomas  Wheeler,  Jr.,  and 
became  a  large  land-owner. 

His  will,  dated  11  Nov.  1682,  proved  22  Sept.  1686,  gave  to  his  son  Moses  his 
house  at  "Poquanocke”;  son  Samuel  already  had  land;  to  grandchild  Moses 
Jackson,  land  at  Compo;  son  John;  grandchild  Samuel  Jackson;  wife;  the  old 
negro  woman;  sons  John,  Moses  and  Samuel,  and  daughter  Hannah;  Major 
Nathan  Gold  and  Mr.  Josiah  Harvey,  overseers;  portion  due  to  Estate  of  my 
son  Joseph  per  her  (sic)  father  (his  father-in-law)  Goodwin’s  will;  five 
children  of  son  Joseph.  The  inventory  was  taken  21  June  1686. 

There  were  lands,  probably  rights  in  the  common  or  undivided  lands,  not 
disposed  of  in  the  will,  and  many  years  later,  on  13  Jan.  1718/19,  administration 
was  granted  to  Henry’s  grandsons  John  and  Robert  Jackson,  and  distribution 
was  ordered  to  the  legal  representatives  of  the  sons  John  (the  eldest),  Moses, 
Samuel  and  Joseph.  The  distribution,  dated  at  Stratfield  3  Jan.  1720,  named 
the  heirs  of  Samuel  Jackson  as  Daniel,  Jonathan,  Ebenezer,  and  Gabriel  Jackson, 
Hannah  Jennings,  Deborah  Fairchild,  Rachel  Lyon,  and  Abigail.

II.  SAMUEL  JACKSONb 

Samuel2  Jackson,  born  probably  somewhere  around  1645,  died  at  Fairfield, 
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Conn.,  prior  to  12  Feb.  1714/15;  married  one  or  two  wives,  names  unknown; 

married  last,  about  1708,  Phebe  ( - )  (Lyon)  Crofut,  widow  of 

William  Lyon  (d.  1700)  and  of  Daniel  Crofut  (d.  1707),  who  died  by  1736. 
She  married  fourth,  Zachariah  Lawrence. 

His  will,  made  30  Aug.  1712,  made  his  wife  Executrix,  gave  movable  estate 
to  daughters  Hannah,  Deborah,  Rachel,  and  Abigail,  and  mentioned  that  his 
lands  had  already  been  disposed  to  sons  by  deed.  The  widow  Phebe  swore  to 
the  inventory  12  Feb.  1714/15,  and  appeared  under  the  name  Phebe  Lawrence 
on  2  Mar.  1715,  probably  1715/16. 

Besides  one  child  by  Phebe,  Samuel  had  by  previous  wives  thirteen  children 
born  between  the  late  1660’s  or  the  early  1670’s  and  1701,  a  spread  of  nearly 
thirty  years,  which  suggests  that  he  may  have  had  two  wives  before  he  married 
Phebe.  It  is  suspected  that  the  mother  of  the  younger  children,  beginning  with 
Henry  (b.  1679)  and  including  Abigail  (b.  say  1696)  was  named  Jedidah,  for 
both  Henry  and  Abigail,  although  they  lived  in  different  towns  after  marriage, 
gave  to  their  respective  first-born  daughters  the  unusual  name  of  Jedidah.  This 
name  is  found  at  that  period  in  only  one  of  the  Fairfield-Stratford  families. 
Thomas1  Skidmore  (d.  at  Fairfield,  1684)  had  a  daughter  Jedidah  who  married 
Edward  Higbee  and  had  four  children  by  1660;  his  grandson  John  Skidmore 
(d.  at  Stratford,  1740/1)  had  a  son  Thomas  Skidmore  of  Newtown,  Conn., 
who  named  a  daughter  Jedidah,  suggesting  that  the  name  may  also  have  been 
used  in  the  intervening  Skidmore  generations  where  the  family  groups  are  not 
completely  known.  This  is  entirely  theoretical,  but  the  mother  of  Henry3 
Jackson  may  have  been  named  Jedidah  and  may  have  been  a  granddaughter  of 
Thomas1  Skidmore,  either  a  Skidmore  or  a  Higbee.

JOHN  PRATT 

HARTFORD,  CONNECTICUT 


I.  JOHN  PRATT 

John1  Pratt  of  Hartford,  Conn.,  was  definitely  not  the  son  of  the  Rev. 
William  Pratt  of  Stevenage,  co.  Hertford,  England,  baptized  there  9  Nov. 
1620,  for  he  was  a  mature  man  of  affairs  by  l633.a  Nor  has  any  evidence  been 
found  to  prove  that  he  was  brother  of  Lieut.  William  Pratt  of  Saybrook. 

More  recently,  it  has  been  claimed  that  the  Hartford  settler  was  the  John  Pratt 
of  Wood  Ditton,  co.  Cambridge,  who  married  at  St.  James,  Bury  St.  Edmunds, 
Suffolk,  2  Apr.  16 10,  Elizabeth  Moody,  baptized  at  Moulton,  Suffolk,  2  Oct. 
1582.  She  was  granddaughter  of  Richard  Moody  of  Moulton  (buried  28  Apr. 
1574)  by  his  wife  Anne  (buried  14  Mar.  1576/7),  and  daughter  of  George 
Moody  (baptized  28  Sept.  1560,  buried  23  Aug.  1607)  by  his  first  wife, 
Margaret  Newce  (buried  25  Jan.  1602/3).  There  is  more  substance  to  this 
claim,  since  Elizabeth  was  sister  of  John  Moody  of  Hartford  and  of  Frances 
(Moody),  wife  of  Thomas  Kilbourn  of  Wethersfield.  It  is  perhaps  significant 
that  John  Pratt  of  Hartford  witnessed  a  deed  given  by  John  Moody  on  3  Feb. 
I644.b 

However,  it  must  be  observed  that  the  Pratt-Moody  marriage  occurred  in 
1610  and  that  Elizabeth  (Moody)  Pratt  became  45  years  old  in  1627.  John 
Pratt  had  but  two  surviving  sons,  John  and  Daniel,  who  were  not  made 
freemen  until  26  Feb.  1656/7,  and  from  this  and  other  circumstances  it  is 
deduced  that  both  were  born  before  1636,  but  there  is  no  reason  to  assume 
that  they  were  born  much  if  at  all  before  1630.  Hence  there  is  some  difficulty 
in  believing  them  to  be  the  only  surviving  children  of  a  marriage  which  occurred 
twenty  years  earlier,  though  it  is  not  impossible. 

To  complicate  matters,  there  is  an  alternative  theory.  John  Pratt’s  will  shows 
that  he  bought  land  in  Hartford  from  William  Edwards.  Edwards  married  Agnes, 
the  widow  of  William  Spencer,  and  in  Cambridge,  Mass.,  the  homestead  of 
John  Pratt  adjoined  that  of  William  Spencer.  The  will  of  William  Spencer 
called  John  Pratt  his  brother.  Spencer  was  from  Bedfordshire  and  had  a  sister 
Elizabeth,  but  her  married  name  in  1646  was  Tomlins,  so  she  did  not  marry 
Pratt.  Agnes,  the  wife  of  William  Spencer  and  later  of  William  Edwards,  is 
supposed  to  have  been  a  Tucker  of  Devonshire.  If  so,  there  was  no  way  for 
Pratt  to  be  brother  of  Spencer  unless  he  married  a  sister  of  Agnes,  presumably 
Tucker.0 

The  name  Pratt  was  common,  and  we  should  not  too  hastily  conclude  the 
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Hartford  settler  to  be  identical  with  the  Wood  Ditton  man  who  married 
Elizabeth  Moody.  If  he  was,  it  is  entirely  possible  that  he  had  a  second  and 
younger  wife,  also  named  Elizabeth,  the  mother  of  his  sons. 

John  Pratt  first  appears  in  the  records  of  Cambridge,  Mass.,  on  5  Aug.  1633, 
and  he  had  lands  entered  there  adjacent  to  lands  of  William  Spencer,  Thomas 
Hosmer,  John  Talcott  and  John  Hopkins  who,  like  him,  soon  removed  to 
Hartford.  He  sold  his  homestead  there  to  Joseph  Isaac  in  or  after  1636  and 
was  of  Hartford  at  least  as  early  as  1639.  He  was  literate,  wrote  a  good  hand, 
and  in  1635  created  a  stir  by  writing  a  letter  to  England  in  which  he  com¬ 
plained  that  here  there  was  nothing  but  rocks,  sands  and  saltmarshes.d 

He  served  as  Deputy  for  Hartford  to  the  Connecticut  General  Court,  Apr., 
Aug.  and  Sept.  1639,  Jan.  1639/40,  Feb.,  Apr.,  Sept,  and  Nov.  1641,  and  May 
1655,  but  at  the  last  session  was  marked  absent,  probably  due  to  his  last  illness.e 

He  was  chosen  a  Townsman,  Jan.  1641/2  and  Feb.  1653/4;  Constable,  Feb. 
1644/5;  and  Surveyor  of  Highways,  Jan.  1 647/8, f  and  served  on  juries  several 
times.  Other  times  concerning  him,  and  a  full  copy  of  his  will,  are  given  in 
Mr.  Starr’s  excellent  sketch.d 

He  died  at  Hartford,  15  July  1655,  as  stated  on  the  inventory  of  his  estate. 
His  will,  dated  11  Oct.  1654,  provides  for  his  wife  Elizabeth  and  sons  John 
and  Daniel.  His  estate  was  appraised  at  £515:02:06.  Whether  his  wife  survived 
him,  and  when  she  died,  are  unknown.

John2  Pratt,  born  possibly  in  England,  certainly  by  1634  (administered 
his  father’s  estate  1655)  and  probably  earlier;  died  at  Hartford,  Conn.,  between 
9  Apr.  1687  and  1690;  married  first,  about  1657,  Hannah  Boosey,  born  at 
Wethersfield,  Conn.,  10  Feb.  1641,  died  between  1671  and  1676,  daughter  of 

James  and  Alice  ( - )  Boosey;  married  second,  about  1676,  Hepzibah 

Wyatt,  born  about  1652,  baptized  at  Farmington,  Conn.,  23  Oct.  1653,  died  at 
Hartford,  Conn.,  between  27  Dec.  1711  and  28  Jan.  1711/12,  daughter  of  John 
and  Mary  (Bronson)  Wyatt.  She  married  second,  about  1690,  John  Sadd. 

The  births  of  the  children  of  John  Pratt  are  all  recorded  in  Hartford,  without 
mention  of  the  mother’s  name,  from  1658  to  1683,  with  a  significant  break 
between  1671  and  1677.  In  1668  John  Pratt  was  one  of  the  husbands  of  three 
daughters  of  James  Boosey,  who  petitioned  for  the  right  to  sue  for  Boosey  land 
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in  reversion,  and  the  petition  indicates  that  Hannah  (Boosey)  Pratt  was  then 
living.6  The  will  of  Hepzibah  Sadd  shows  that  she  was  mother  of  only  the 
youngest  three  children,  born  1677  to  1683,  so  Hannah  must  be  considered 
mother  of  the  five  older  children,  including  Sarah  born  1668,  a  date  when  we 
know  she  was  alive,  and  Joseph  born  1671. 

The  will  of  John  Pratt,  Sr.,  of  Hartford,  made  9  Apr.  1687,  refers  to  land 
willed  to  him  by  his  father;  provided  for  his  wife,  whom  he  made  executrix, 
with  his  brother  Daniel  Pratt  and  Capt.  John  Allyn  overseers;  named  sons  John, 
Joseph  and  Jonathan;  and  gave  £20  apiece  to  each  of  his  daughters,  referring  to 
his  five  daughters  but  not  naming  them.  The  Court  ordered  dower  set  to  the 
widow,  "now  the  wife  of  John  Sadd,”  31  July  1690.  Joseph  Pratt  was  of  age  to 
receive  his  portion,  15  Feb.  1692/3,  and  division  of  certain  land  left  to  him' 
and  his  brother  Jonathan  in  their  father’s  will  was  ordered  distributed  between 
them.h 

John  Sadd,  of  Hartford,  tanner,  died  20  Dec.  1694,  and  his  will  made  26 
July  1694  was  concerned  with  his  son  John  Sadd  (and  his  children)  in  England 
and  his  minor  son,  Thomas  who,  according  to  the  inventory,  would  be  four  years 
old  on  10  Mar.  1694/5.  The  wife  Hepzibah  was  neglected  in  the  will,  but  it 
was  testified  that  Sadd  intended  her  to  have  the  usual  dower.1 

The  will  of  Hepzibah  Sadd,  dated  27  Dec.  1711,  gave  to  her  son  Jonathan 
Pratt,  a  farm  of  100  acres  in  Wethersfield;  to  her  son  Thomas  Sadd  some  land, 
livestock  and  other  gifts;  to  daughter  Susannah  Merrells,  wearing  clothes;  to 
granddaughter  Susannah  Merrells,  some  household  utensils;  to  kinswoman  Mary 
Graves,  "for  her  help  and  kindness  to  me  in  my  lonely  condition,”  £10;  to 
Lydia  Graves,  £5;  son  Thomas  Sadd  to  have  residue  and  be  executor.  The  small 
inventory  was  taken  28  Jan.  1711/12  j

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(Sergeant)  Joseph3  Pratt,  born  at  Hartford,  Conn.,  6  Mar.  1671,  died 
after  1730;  married  first,  about  1696,  Elizabeth  Marsh,  baptized  at  Hartford, 
27  June  1675,  buried  there  21  Dec.  1696,  daughter  of  John  and  Sarah  (Lyman) 
Marsh,  and  granddaughter  of  John  and  Anne  (Webster)  Marsh;  married 
second,  at  Hartford,  22  July  1697,  Sarah2  Collier,  born  at  Hartford,  about  1673, 
died  at  Colchester,  Conn.,  20  Nov.  1730,  daughter  of  Joseph1  and  Elizabeth 
(Sanford)  Collier. 

The  will  of  the  second  John  Marsh,  dated  1726  and  proved  27  Aug.  1727, 
immediately  after  legacies  of  £10  apiece  “to  each  of  my  daughters  now  living,” 
and  of  £10  to  the  children  of  “my  daughter  lately  deceased,”  bequeathed  five 
shillings  to  "my  son-in-law,  Joseph  Pratt.”  A  bond  was  given  to  pay  these 
legacies,  in  which  the  living  daughters  were  named  as  Sarah,  Hannah  and  Ann, 
and  the  deceased  daughter  who  left  children  was  named  as  Hepzibah.1  Since 
Pratt’s  wife  must  have  been  one  of  the  older  Marsh  girls,  the  younger  girls  being 
too  young  for  him,  and  since  all  the  older  girls  were  still  living  in  1726  except 
Elizabeth,  we  select  her  as  the  Marsh  girl  who  married  Pratt  and  died  early.  It 
was  impossible  for  John  Marsh  to  have  been  stepfather  of  Joseph  Pratt,  whose 
mother  died  as  the  widow  Sadd;  and  we  know  from  Goodwin’s  Hartford  burials 
that  Joseph  had  an  unnamed  wife  who  died  seven  months  before  he  married 
Sarah  Collier. 

He  sold  his  Hartford  lands  12  Mar.  1700  and  removed  to  Colchester,  Conn.™ 
On  13  May  1703,  the  General  Court  granted  to  Joseph  Pratt  and  the  rest  of 
the  Proprietors  a  patent  for  the  township.0  At  a  town  meeting  29  Dec  1703, 
he  was  chosen  waywarden  and  was  granted  the  meadow  which  Ebenezer  Dibell 
“mowed  this  yeare  lying  north  of  lebanon  road  on  ye  great  brook:  &  thare 
to  haue  his  1st  Deuision.”  It  was  voted  17  Feb.  1703/4  that  Joseph  Pratt  and 
John  Skinner  should  lay  out  the  town  highways.  With  others  he  entered  a 
protest  against  a  town  vote,  12  Apr.  1705.  He  was  chosen  with  Joseph  Wright, 
30  Dec.  1705,  to  run  the  bounds  between  Colchester  and  Lebanon  and  Haddam. 
He  was  one  of  a  committee  of  three,  15  Apr.  1707,  to  attend  to  repairing  the 
meeting  house.  With  John  Skinner  of  Colchester  and  two  Lebanon  men  he 
marked  the  bounds  between  the  two  towns,,  and  their  return  was  accepted  22 
Mar.  1707/8.  He  was  appointed  one  of  the  committee  to  carry  on  the  building 
of  a  new  meeting  house,  11  June  1708.  On  13  Dec.  1709,  he  was  chosen  a 
fence  viewer,  and  on  28  Dec.  1708  one  of  the  listers.  Sergt.  Joseph  Pratt  was  one 
of  the  two  Constables  chosen  30  Dec.  1717,  and  he  was  to  gather  the  “Country 
Rate.”

tration  of  land  on  the  east  side  of  the  town.0

The  will  of  Daniel  Pratt  of  Colchester,  made  8  Feb.  1806,  proved  3  June 
1806,  gave  to  his  wife  Hannah  the  use  of  a  third  of  his  real  estate  for  life, 
and  she  was  to  possess  in  his  house  "the  East  front  Room  and  the  Bed  Room 
at  the  southerly  end  of  the  House,  and  a  right  to  use  the  Fire  place  &  Oven  in 
the  Kitchen  occasionally,  as  she  may  need,”  various  other  rights  in  cellar,  barn, 
and  well,  and  such  household  furniture  as  she  brought  into  the  house.  To  his 
son  Daniel  he  gave  all  his  lands  and  buildings,  and  he  was  to  pay  the  legacies; 
to  sons  Isaac  and  Elisha,  $100.  each;  to  daughters  Abigail  Brown,  Ruby  Baker 
and  Lydia  Lacey,  $10.  each.  His  daughter  Mary  was  to  have  the  right  to  live 
in  the  house  while  single,  and  was  given  a  bay  mare,  two  cows,  and  household 
furniture.  His  wearing  apparel  was  to  be  divided  between  his  three  sons.

James1  Boosey,  born  in  England,  probably  in  the  neighborhood  of  Col¬ 
chester,  co.  Essex,  by  or  before  1605,  died  at  Wethersfield,  Conn.,  22  June 

1649;  married  in  England,  before  1630,  Alice - ,  born  in  England,  died 

at  Wethersfield,  30  Aug.  1683.  She  married  second,  5  Oct.  1652,  James  Wakely 
of  Hartford,  who  died  in  Rhode  Island  between  Oct.  1690  and  May  1691. 

James  Boosey  and  Alice  his  wife  were  planning  to  come  to  New  England 
with  Winthrop  according  to  a  letter  written  to  Winthrop,  6  Jan.  1629/30  by 
Samuel  Burrows  from  Colchester,  England,  but  a  second  letter  written  by 
Burrows  two  weeks  later  explains  that  Boosey  had  changed  his  mind  because 
there  would  be  a  delay  in  receiving  pay  for  commodities  he  had  sold.a  He  is 
believed  to  have  been  in  Wethersfield,  Conn.,  by  1635  when  a  child  was  born 
whose  birth  is  recorded  there. 

He  was  called  upon  for  a  great  deal  of  public  service.  He  represented 
Wethersfield  as  Deputy  to  the  General  Court,  Apr.,  Aug.  and  Sept.  1639,  Jan., 
Apr.  and  June  1640,  Feb.  and  Apr.  1641,  Apr.  1642,  Sept,  and  Nov.  1643, 
Feb.,  Apr.,  Sept.,  Nov.  and  Dec.  1644,  Feb.,  Mar.,  Apr.,  July,  Sept.,  Oct.  and 
Dec.  1645,  Apr.  and  Oct.  1646,  Jan.,  May,  June  and  Sept.  1647,  Feb.,  Mar., 
May,  Sept,  and  Dec.  1648,  and  Jan.,  Mar.,  May  and  June  l649.b 

In  military  affairs,  he  was  appointed  8  Aug.  1639  surveyor  of  arms  and 
military  provisions  in  each  town,  and  was  chosen  Clerk  of  the  Wethersfield 
Train  Band,  Apr.  1645,  and  in  1647  was  described  in  the  colonial  records  as 
Lieutenant.0  He  served  on  a  number  of  important  committees,  one  being  the 
committee  to  treat  with  George  Fenwick,  and  his  autograph  appears  on  Fenwicks 
transfer  of  his  lands  to  Connecticut  Colony  in  1644. 

He  was  a  joiner  and  wheelwright,  as  shown  by  the  inventory  of  his  estate, 
and  he  appears  to  have  died  suddenly,  as  he  was  active  in  public  affairs  up  to 
the  month  of  his  death,  and  his  will,  drawn  the  day  before  he  died,  was  unsigned. 
His  land  holdings  were  extensive  and  the  entire  estate  was  appraised  at  the 
goodly  sum  of  £983.08.00.  The  will  named  the  five  children  and  made  his  wife 
sole  executrix.d 

The  second  marriage  of  Alice  proved  unhappy  and  ten  years  later  Wakely 
decamped  and  went  to  Rhode  Island.  Both  parties  filed  for  divorce,  in  Oct. 
1680,  but  the  court  declined  to  grant  it.  There  was  probate  action  on  Alice’s 
estate  in  1683,  and  much  litigation  about  the  lands,  from  which  we  get  full 
information  as  to  the  marriages  of  the  children®

Joseph1  Collier,  probably  of  the  family  located  at  Southwark,  co.  Middlesex, 
England,  died  at  Hartford,  Conn.,  16  Nov.  1691;  married  in  1667  Elizabeth2 
Sanford,  born  at  Hartford,  19  Feb.  1645/6,  buried  there  31  Dec.  1695, 
daughter  of  Robert  and  Ann  ( - )  Sanford. 

Joseph  Colly er  the  elder,  citizen  and  grocer  of  London,  dwelling  in  the  parish 
of  St.  Saviour’s,  Southwark,  in  his  will  of  21  Aug.  1648,  proved  28  Sept.  1649, 
named  his  brother  Abel  Collyer;  niece  Elizabeth  Bourne,  daughter  of  his  sister 
Elizabeth  Bourne;  sister  Judith  Warner  and  her  daughter  Susan;  sister  Rhoda 
Dorton;  sister  Mary  Browninge  in  New  England;  sister  Dorcas  Slingsby;  sister 
Rachell  now  the  wife  of  Richard  Parnell  of  Epsham;  his  own  sons  Samuel, 
Joseph,  Abel,  Benjamin  and  Nathaniel;  and  his  daughter  Elizabeth  Savage  and 
her  daughters  Hannah  and  Elizabeth.4 

The  sister  Mary  may  well  have  been  the  wife  of  Thomas  Browning  (ca. 
1587-1671)  of  Salem,  Mass.  This  New  England  connection,  the  Puritan  names 
of  the  children,  and  the  fact  that  Joseph  had  both  a  brother  and  a  son  named 
Abel,  suggest  that  Joseph  Collier  of  Hartford,  who  gave  the  name  of  Abel  to  a 
son,  may  have  been  a  grandson  or  nephew  of  the  testator  of  1648. 

According  to  Savage,  the  Hartford  settler  had  been  in  Salisbury,  Mass.,  where 
he  had  a  daughter  Mary  born  9  Apr.  l662.b  This  is  an  error,  and  it  was  a  Mary 
Fletcher  who  was  born  at  Salisbury  on  that  date.  Nothing  is  known  of  Joseph 
Collier  before  he  settled  at  Hartford,  and  he  married  a  Hartford  girl  after  his 
arrival.  He  was  chosen  a  chimney-viewer  [an  office  similar  to  fire  warden]  in 
1668,  1675  and  l676.c  He  entered  13  Mar.  1670/1  a  record  of  lands  bought 
of  William  Williams,  and  made  further  purchases. 

Administration  on  his  estate  was  granted,  2  Dec.  1691,  to  his  widow 
Elizabeth,  who  by  the  wish  of  her  husband  was  to  have  the  whole  estate  during 
her  life.  The  Court  ordered  the  movables  at  her  death  to  go  to  the  daughters, 
and  the  housing  and  lands  to  the  sons.  The  children  were  listed  as  "Josep  Collier 
y e  Eldest  son,”  aged  23;  "mary  Phelpes,”  22;  Hannah,  20;  Sary  Collier,  18; 
Elizabeth  Collier,  16;  Abell,  14;  John  Collier,  12;  Abigail!  Collier,  9;  Susannah 
Collier,  7;  and  Ann  Collier,  4Vi.d 

The  will  of  Elizabeth  Collyer,  dated  27  Dec.  1695,  proved  21  Feb.  1695/6, 
mentioned  her  sons  Joseph,  Abel  and  John,  her  daughter  Mary  Phelps  of  Sims¬ 
bury,  and  other  children  unnamed;  and  desired  Hon.  Col.  John  Allyn  and  "my 
Loveing  Brother  Ensigne  Zechariah  Sandford  and  my  Brother  Robert  Sandford” 
to  be  overseers  of  her  estate®

I.  ROBERT  SANFORD 

HARTFORD ,  CONNECTICUT 

Robert1  Sanford  was  baptized  at  Stanstead  Mountfitchet,  co.  Essex,  Eng., 
1  Nov.  1615,  and  settled  early  in  Hartford,  Conn.,  although  not  an  original 
proprietor.  His  wife  was  named  Ann,  who  was  not  a  daughter  of  Jeremy 
Adams,  as  sometimes  stated.  The  only  clue  to  her  identity  is  the  statement  made 
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by  Winthrop  in  1667  that  Robert  Sanford’s  wife  was  sister  of  Thomas  Skid¬ 
more’s  wife  of  Fairfield  d  This  refers  to  Joanna,  who  married  successively  Richard 
Westcott,  Nathaniel  Baldwin,  and  Thomas  Skidmore,  all  of  Fairfield.  With 
Westcott  she  lived  first  in  Wethersfield,  so  she  and  her  sister  Ann  were  probably 
members  of  one  of  the  families  that  founded  the  three  Connecticut  River  towns. 

Robert  Sanford  seems  to  have  been  in  Hartford  by  1645,  but  had  no  lands 
recorded  until  1655.  He  was  a  chimney  inspector,  1651/2,  a  leather  sealer,  1658, 
1659,  1660,  1662,  1666,  1667,  1668,  1671  and  1672;  and  a  fence  viewer, 
1662  to  1674  inclusive  except  l672.e 

Robert  made  a  will  which  apparently  he  did  not  live  to  complete,  as  it  is 
undated  and  unsigned.  It  gives  to  his  son  Zachariah  the  house  and  orchard  that 
had  belonged  to  Goodman  Phillips,  to  be  his  after  his  mother’s  decease,  and  to 
his  son  Robert  his  other  dwelling  house  in  Hartford.  Legacies  were  given  to  his 
daughters  Hannah,  Abigail  and  Sarah.  He  desired  his  wife  to  have  the  whole 
of  his  estate  for  life.  He  died  shortly  before  19  June  1676,  when  his  estate  was 
inventoried.  The  probate  records  name  the  children  as  Zachariah  Sandford 
(eldest  son),  Elizabeth  Colyer,  Ezekiel  Sandford,  Mary  Campe,  and  Sarah, 
Robert,  Hannah,  and  Abigail  Sandford.  The  court  ordered  £21  to  be  paid  to 
each  of  the  five  daughters/ 

The  will  of  Ann  Sanford,  dated  12  July  1682,  proved  7  Sept.  1682,  directed 
her  son  Robert  to  pay  the  portions  of  her  sons  Zachary  and  Ezekiel  and  her 
married  daughters,  and  gave  specific  legacies  to  her  daughters  Hannah  and 
Abigail,  who  were  apparently  unmarried/

II.  EZEKIEL  SANFORD 

Ezekiel2  Sanford,  born  probably  at  Dorchester  about  1637,  received  a 
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grant  of  land  from  the  town  of  Fairfield,  16  Jan.  1673/4.  Fie  was  propounded 
for  freeman,  May  l668,g  and  was  then  of  Fairfield,  and  probably  settled  there 
about  the  time  of  his  marriage. 

He  married,  25  Apr.  1665,  Rebecca  "Wiekle.”  This  is  probably  a  variant 
of  Wakelee,  and  it  cannot  be  read  as  Whelpley,  though  often  so  printed.  The 
marriage  and  births  of  children  are  entered  in  Fairfield  records,  but  this  does  not 
constitute  proof  that  the  marriage  occurred  there.  An  Ezekiel  Sanford  wit¬ 
nessed  a  receipt  given  at  Hartford  by  John  Kelly,  10  June  l663.h  The  only  other 
Ezekiel  we  can  find  for  this  record  was  Robert’s  son,  born  13  Mar.  1647/8,  who 
was  then  only  slightly  over  fifteen  years  old.  Although  it  is  not  impossible  that 
this  boy  was  the  witness,  the  possibility  suggests  itself  that  our  Ezekiel  of  Fair- 
field  sojourned  in  Hartford  before  marriage.  This  is  not  unlikely,  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  Ezekiel  had  numerous  relatives  there,  and  that  Hartford  was  the  earlier 
home  of  the  Wakelee  family. 

Ezekiel  died  in  Fairfield  in  1683,  when  his  estate  was  inventoried;  the  widow, 
two  sons,  and  five  daughters  were  mentioned.  His  widow  died  before  2  Nov. 
1697,  when  the  children  made  an  agreement  for  distribution.1

I.  JOHN  BIGELOW 

John1  Bigelow,  born  in  England,  about  1617,  died  at  Watertown,  Mass., 
14  July  1703,  aged  86;  married  first,  at  Watertown,  30  Oct.  1642,  Mary2 
Warren,  baptized  at  Nayiand,  co.  Suffolk,  Eng.,  12  Sept.  1624,  died  at  Water- 

town,  19  Oct.  1691,  daughter  of  John1  and  Margaret  ( - )  Warren; 

married  second,  2  Oct.  1694,  Sarah  Bemis,  born  at  Watertown,  15  Jan.  1642/3, 
daughter  of  Joseph  and  Sarah  ( - )  Bemis. 

He  may  be  the  John  Beagely,  son  of  Randle,  baptized  at  Wrentham,  co. 
Suffolk,  England,  16  Feb.  1616/17,  and  is  almost  certainly  brother  of  Francis 
Beagley  alias  Rawley,  a  blacksmith,,  of  the  County  of  Suffolk,  whose  will 
dated  20  Oct.  1656  was  proved  19  Feb.  1656/7.  Francis  named  a  wife  and 
gave  legacies  to  several  relatives.  One  legacy  reads:  "I  give  vnto  my  brother 
John  Beasly  [sic]  otherwise  Rawley  now  liueing  in  New  England  the  sume  of 
fiue  pounds  of  lawfull  English  monie  to  be  paid  to  him  .  .  .  within  two  yeares 
next  after  my  decease  if  it  [sic]  come  in  person  for  it  within  the  said  tyme, 
otherwise  not.”a  The  surname  in  early  New  England  records  is  spelled  in  a 
great  variety  of  ways,  such  as  Biglo,  Bageley,  Bagaloo,  Bigulah,  etc. 

John  Bigelow  was  also  a  blacksmith.  On  4  Mar.  1650/1,  "Agreed  with  John 
Biglo  yc  for  ten  trees  the  towne  allowed  him  for  the  setting  vp  a  shop  for  a 
Smithes  forge,  yl  he  should  either  goe  on  wth  yc  his  promise  of  setting  vp  his 
trade,  wch  is  the  trade  of  a  Smith,  wthin  one  twellf  month  ...  or  else  to  pay 
vnto  the  towne  ten  shillings,  for  the  sd  ten  trees  he  acknowledged  to  have  off 
the  townes.”  He  was  a  surveyor  for  highways,  1652,  1660,  and  1667;  Constable, 
1663;  Selectman,  1664,  1669,  and  l670.b 

His  will  was  dated  4  Jan.  1702/3,  proved  23  July  1703,  and  the  estate 
inventoried  at  £627.12.00  b

This  Warren  family  was  long  settled  in  the  parishes  of  Wiston  (or  Wissing- 
ton)  and  Nayland  in  Suffolk  on  the  Essex  border.  Abstracts  of  many  wills  of 
members  of  the  family,  made  by  Elizabeth  French  (Mrs.  J.  Gardner  Bartlett), 
and  further  details,  were  published  in  1910  in  the  New  England  His.  and  Gen. 
Register.  The  direct  line  of  John  Warren  is  as  follows: 

Robert  Warren  of  Wiston  (brother  of  Thomas  who  died  testate  in  1559) 
made  his  will  29  Oct.  1544  (proved  22  Feb.  1544/5)  in  which  he  named  wife 
Margaret,  sons  James,  Lawrence,  Thomas  and  William,  and  daughter  Anne. 

John  Warren,  born  about  1525,  was  not  named  in  his  father’s  will  if  the 
registered  copy  at  Bury  is  correct,  but  was  named  in  1559,  along  with  his 
three  other  brothers  and  his  sister  in  the  will  of  his  brother,  Thomas  Warren 
of  Stoke-Nayland.  John  was  of  "Corlie”  in  Nayland,  and  his  own  will,  dated 
21  Apr.  1576,  proved  5  June  1576,  made  his  brothers  James  and  William 
executors.  He  was  buried  23  Apr.  1576.  His  first  wife,  mother  of  his  eldest  son 
John,  is  unknown.  He  married  second,  5  Sept.  1563,  Agnes  or  Anne  Howlet, 
who  was  buried  25  Nov.  1567.  His  will  names  no  wife  as  living,  but  gives 
legacies  to  two  Cole  children  of  his  wife.  Mr.  Bartlett  thought  he  probably  m. 
(3)  at  Great  Horkesley,  30  Jan.  1568/9,  Margaret  Firmett,  who  may  previously 
have  been  widow  of  a  Cole.  Certainly  the  "wife  of  John  Warrin  at  Cories” 
buried  19  Apr.  1576,  two  days  before  he  made  his  will,  was  his  third  wife.  He 
had  two  sons  named  John. 

John  Warren,  "the  middle,”  as  described  in  his  father’s  will,  was  probably 
by  the  first  wife.  He  was  a  cardmaker,  of  Nayland.  He  married  first,  4  Oct.  1584, 
Elizabeth  Scarlett,  probably  the  one  baptized  30  Aug.  1561,  daughter  of 
John  Scarlett.  She  was  buried  27  Mar.  1602/3,  and  he  married  second,  Rose 

- ,  who  was  buried  11  Aug.  1610,  and  third,  23  Apr.  1611,  Rose  Riddles- 

dale.  His  will,  dated  27  Mar.  1613,  proved  4  Nov.  1613,  mentioned  his  wife 
Rose  and  property  she  brought  at  marriage,  his  eldest  son  John,  who  was  to 
have  "my  mansion  house,”  and  seven  other  children.

Here  he  was  chosen 
Selectman  and  a  surveyor  of  highways,  14  Nov.  1635  and  Selectman,  6  Dec. 
I639.b  He  was  made  a  freeman  18  May  1631.

Thomas1  Flegg,  as  the  surname  Flagg  was  spelled  in  England  and  early 
in  New  England,  was  long  considered  to  be  an  unrecorded  son  of  Bartholomew 
and  Alice  Flagg  of  Whinbergh  and  Shipdham,  co.  Norfolk,  England.  That 
still  remains  possible,  although  the  late  J.  Gardner  Bartlett  gave  reasons  for 
identifying  him  with  a  Thomas  Flagg  baptized  at  Hardingham,  co.  Norfolk, 
6  May  1621,  son  of  Allen  and  Nazareth  (Devoroys)  Flegg.a  Since  the 
immigrant  Thomas  was  entered  as  aged  21  in  the  shipping  list  in  1637,  and 
since  he  was  owner  of  a  "homestall”  of  six  acres  and  a  lot  of  twenty  acres  in 
Watertown,  Mass.,  perhaps  as  early  as  1641,  and  had  a  child  born  in  April 
1641,  it  would  seem  that  the  Thomas  baptized  1621  was  somewhat  too  young 
for  the  identification.  That  the  family  descended  from  Algar  De  Fleg  in  the 
reign  of  Henry  II  (1154-1189)  seems  likely,  but  the  exact  line  of  descent 
is  uncertain,  as  there  are  several  unproved  links  in  the  line  given  by  Mr.  Bartlett. 

In  April  1637,  Richard  Carver  of  Skratby,  co.  Norfolk,  was  licensed  to  pass  to 
New  England,  and  one  of  the  three  “servants”  who  were  licensed  to  accompany 
his  family  was  Thomas  "Flege,”  aged  21.b  He  settled  in  Watertown,  Mass., 
and  had  considerable  activity  in  local  affairs.  He  was  fence  viewer,  1651/2; 
surveyor,  1661;  Constable,  1663;  Commissioner,  1669;  priser,  1670  and  1673; 
tithingman,  1679/80;  and  Selectman,  1670,  1673,  1674,  1675,  1677,  1681, 
1685  and  l687.c  He  seems  to  have  been  a  tailor,  as  the  town  arranged  for  him 
to  make  clothes  for  Richard  Beach. 

He  died  at  Watertown,  6  Feb.  1697/8;  his  will,  made  5  Mar.  1696/7,  was 

proved  16  Feb.  1697/8.  He  married  Mary - ,  who  died  in  1703,  her  will 

dated  30  Dec.  1702  being  proved  21  Apr.  1703.  His  will  named  his  wife 
Mary,  sons  Michael,  Allen,  Thomas,  Eleazer,  Benjamin,  and  Gershom  deceased, 
daughters  Mary  Bigalow,  Rebecka  Cooke,  and  Elisabeth  Bigalow,  and  grandson 
John  Flegge.d

James  Bond  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  co.  Suffolk,  England,  buried  5  Aug.  1601, 
by  wife  Rose  [PWood]  had: 

Thomas  Bond,  baptized  at  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  8  Sept.  1597;  was  a  maltster; 
will  dated  5  Nov.  1658,  proved  10  Mar.  1659,  gives  legacies  to  his  son  William, 
but  no  lands  or  tenements  such  as  were  given  to  the  other  sons,  which  may  be 
explained  by  William’s  being  abroad  in  the  colonies;  married  Elizabeth - . 

Their  son  William  has  been  identified  with  the  Watertown  settler  below. 
As  a  deposition  indicates  that  William  was  in  Watertown  as  a  child,  and 
familiar  with  the  lands  of  Deacon  Ephraim  Child  who  came  to  Watertown  in 
1630,  it  has  been  suggested  that  he  was  brought  over  by  the  Childs  and  that 
Ephraim’s  wife  Elizabeth  may  have  been  the  Elizabeth  Bond  baptized  at  Bury 
St.  Edmunds  12  Mar.  1599,  sister  of  Thomas  Bond  and  aunt  of  William. 
Ephraim  Child  married  at  Nayland,  co.  Suffolk,  8  Feb.  1624/5,  widow  Elizabeth 
Palmer  (probably  nee  Bond),  and  Elizabeth  Child  in  her  will  called  William 
Bond  her  cousin  [nephew],  made  him  executor,  and  remembered  him,  his 
wife,  and  several  of  his  children. 

I.  WILLIAM  BOND 

William1  Bond,  baptized  at  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  co.  Suffolk,  England,  3 
Sept.  1625,  died  at  Watertown,  Mass.,  14  Dec.  1695;  married  first,  at  Watertown, 
7  Feb.  1649/50,  Sarah2  Biscoe,  who  died  ("lay  dead”  15th)  Feb.  1692/3, 

daughter  of  Nathaniel1  and  Elizabeth  ( - )  Biscoe;  married  second,  spring 

of  1695,  Elizabeth,  widow  of  John  Nevinson. 

Very  probably  he  was  brought  from  England  in  1630  by  his  aunt  and  her 
husband,  Ephraim  Child.  He  served  in  many  town  offices,  such  as  Selectman, 

1656,  1662,  1665,  1666,  1668,  1670,  1674,  and  1679;  Constable,  1660,  1675; 
priser,  1667  and  1678;  and  was  one  of  those  to  run  the  bounds  of  the  town, 

1657. b  He  was  also  Town  Clerk  of  Watertown.  Frequently  he  was  called 
Corporal  in  the  records,  beginning  in  1665. 

On  25  Feb.  1675/6,  Cornet  John  Whipple  was  appointed  Captain  of  a  troop 
of  horse,  and  "Corporall  Wm  Bond  leiut’,  in  case  he  can  be  had.”c  We  conclude 
he  was  not  to  "be  had,”  as  the  town  records  call  him  Corporal  for  some  time 
after  this  date.  His  son  William,  however,  had  considerable  service  as  a  Private 
in  King  Philip’s  War. 
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In  1692  he  was  appointed  a  Justice  of  the  Peace  and  Quorum  for  Middlesex 
County.  In  1689  he  was  a  member  of  the  Council  of  Safety;  late  in  life  served 
Watertown  as  Representative  in  the  General  Court,  and  was  Speaker  in  1691, 
1692,  1693  and  l695.d

Nathaniel1  Biscoe,  born  in  England,  died  there  after  1651;  married 
Elizabeth - ,  who  died  at  Watertown,  Mass.,  buried  20  Nov.  1642. 

Mr.  Biscoe  (sometimes  called  Briscoe)  was  known  as  "the  rich  tanner”  and 
settled  in  Watertown  some  time  before  1642.  That  was  a  very  unfortunate 
year  for  him,  for  he  was  fined  £10  for  writing  and  circulating  a  pamphlet 
"against  the  way  of  supporting  ministers”;  his  barn,  with  leather  and  corn, 
burned  at  a  loss  of  £100;  and  before  the  end  of  the  year  he  lost  his  wife.  He 
was  Selectman  in  1648  and  1650  a 

Leaving  three  or  four  children  in  this  country,  he  returned  to  England  about 
1651  or  early  the  following  year.  On  2  Oct.  1651,  he  sold  to  John  Wincol  the 
46  acres  which  he  purchased  of  the  town,  the  deed  being  witnessed  by  Thomas 
Broughton,  Nathaniel  Biscoe,  Jr.,  and  Mary  Broughton.a

6  May  1649),  and  his  widow’s  first 
Camp  son  was  b.  11  Aug.  1653.  It  would  thus  have  been  possible  for  the  Mil¬ 
ford  Nathaniel  to  have  witnessed  the  elder  Nathaniel’s  deed  (above)  in  Oct. 
1651,  but  it  does  not  seem  too  probable.  Aside  from  the  consideration  of  dates, 
the  Milford  man  was  living  at  quite  a  distance  from  the  Boston  area  b

WESTON,  MASSACHUSETTS 

Thomas1  Woolson,  born  in  England,  died  at  Weston,  Mass.,  in  1713; 
married  at  Cambridge,  Mass.,  20  Nov.  1660,  Sarah2  Hyde,  born  at  Cambridge, 
19  May  1644,  died  at  Sudbury,  Mass.,  11  Sept.  1721,  daughter  of  Dea.  Samuel1 
and  Temperance  ( - )  Hyde. 

He  settled  in  Watertown,  lived  for  a  while  at  Newton,  and  then  settled  at 
Watertown  Farms  (now  Weston),  Mass.,  where  he  bought  several  tracts  of 
land  which  he  conveyed  to  his  son  Joseph,  except  thirty  acres  to  his  son  Thomas. 
He  kept  an  inn  from  1686  to  1708,  and  was  Selectman  in  1699,  1700,  1702  and 
1703. 

In  his  will,  in  his  own  handwriting,  dated  8  Dec.  1708  and  proved  24  Apr. 
1713,  he  mentioned  his  eldest  son  Thomas  Woolson,  son  Joseph  Woolson, 
daughters  Sarah  Bond,  Elizabeth  How,  and  Mary  Jones,  and  wife  Sarah,  who 
was  named  as  Executrix.4  He  has  sometimes  been  credited  with  a  son  Nathaniel 
who  married  at  Sudbury  in  1709,  Mary  Reed,  but  as  that  was  a  year  after 
Thomas  made  his  will  without  mentioning  such  a  son,  we  conclude  that  he 
does  not  belong  here,  but  that  he  was  a  Nathaniel  Wilson  who  later  had 
children  born  at  Framingham.b

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SAMUEL  HYDE 

NEWTON,  MASSACHUSETTS 


Samuel1  Hyde,  born  in  England  about  1610,  died  at  Cambridge  Village 

(now  Newton),  Mass.,  12  Sept.  1689;  married  Temperance  - ,  who 

survived  him. 

He  came  to  New  England,  with  his  brother  Jonathan,  in  the  ship  Jonathan, 
from  London  to  Boston  in  April  1639,  and  settled  in  Cambridge  Village.  With 
his  brother  Jonathan,  he  bought  40  acres  in  1647  from  Thomas  Danforth,  and 
200  acres  in  1652  from  the  heirs  of  Nathaniel  Sparhawk.  This  land  was  held 
in  common  by  the  brothers  until  3  May  1661,  when  they  made  a  division  of  it. 
Samuel  Hyde  was  admitted  as  freeman,  2  May  1649.  As  one  of  the  proprietors 
of  Billerica,  he  had  80  acres  there  in  the  division  of  1652,  and  Middlesex 
records  show  that  he  conveyed  seven  pieces  of  land  to  various  parties  between 
1659  and  1682. 

His  will,  dated  10  June  1689,  proved  1  Oct.  1689,  stipulated  that  his  grandson 
Samuel  was  to  take  the  homestead  and  provide  for  the  widow,  Temperance. 
After  her  death  the  farm  at  Watertown,  of  124  acres,  was  to  be  divided  among 
three  of  the  children  of  his  son  Job,  viz.,  Samuel,  John  and  Sarah.  The  testator 
confirmed  previous  gifts  to  his  son  Samuel  and  his  son-in-law  Thomas  Woolson, 
and  made  his  wife  Temperance  sole  executrix  and  his  brother  Jonathan  and 
Thomas  Woolson  overseers.a

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THOMAS  SKINNER 

MALDEN ,  MASSACHUSETTS 


I.  THOMAS  SKINNER 

Sergeant  Thomas1  Skinner,  from  the  vicinity  of  Chichester,  Eng.,  was  a 
late  emigrant  to  New  England,  and  was  living  in  Malden,  Mass.,  31  May  1652, 
when  he  was  a  licensed  inn-holder  but  gave  up  liquor  selling  in  a  few  years. 

His  first  wife  was  Mary,  who  died  at  Malden,  9  Apr.  1671.  She  received  a 
legacy  from  the  will  (dated  9  Feb.  1663)  of  William  Gooden,  the  first  school¬ 
master  of  Malden;  Gooden  was  drowned  in  Mar.  l665/6.a 

He  married  second,  after  1679,  Lydia  (Shepherson)  Call,  widow  of 
Thomas  Call,  Jr.,  who  had  died  in  Nov.  1679  aged  45  years.  She  died  17  Dec. 
1723  aged  about  87  years.3 

He  became  a  Selectman  in  1680,  and  was  Sergeant  of  the  Malden  Company 
in  the  First  Regiment  under  Major  Gookin.  In  1678,  79  and  ’80,  Sergt.  Thomas 
Skinner  was  chosen  constable  of  Malden.  He  was  also  one  of  the  tithing  men.3 

In  Feb.  1693/4,  Thomas  Skinner  and  Lydia  his  wife  gave  to  his  son  Abraham 
a  house  and  land  which  had  been  the  estate  of  her  former  husband,  Thomas 
Call.  The  house  stood  near  the  southeast  corner  of  Cross  and  Walnut  streets 
in  Malden.  The  town  of  Malden  voted,  28  Mar.  1695,  that  "Sargent  Skinner’s 
seven  accars  of  common  woodland,  formerly  granted  to  him  for  his  lifetime,  is 
now  granted  to  him  and  his  wife,  and  then  to  return  to  his  children,”  this 
being  the  75  th  lot  in  the  second  division.  After  Abraham  Skinner’s  death,  his 
father  Thomas  conveyed  lot  No.  75  to  Abraham’s  widow  Hannah,  in  con¬ 
sideration  of  maintenance  "with  meat,  drink  and  clothes  for  my  life.”  After 
the  death  of  Mrs.  Hannah  Skinner,  the  lot  passed  into  the  hands  of  her  son 
Abraham.  Thomas  Skinner  died  2  Mar.  1703/4.3>b

II.  THOMAS  SKINNER 

Deacon  Thomas2  Skinner,  Jr.,  was  born  in  Subdeanerie  parish,  Chichester, 
Eng.,  25  July  1645,  and  died  at  Colchester,  Conn.,  after  May  1722;  married 
Mary2  Pratt,  born  at  Charlestown,  Mass.,  30  Sept.  1643,  died  at  Colchester, 
26  Mar.  1704,  daughter  of  Richard1  and  Mary  Pratt. 

About  1702  they  removed  from  Malden  and  settled  in  the  then  new  town 
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of  Colchester.  May  1702,  granted  and  laid  out  to  Thomas  Skinner  a  homelot, 
21  rds.  x  160  rds.,  bounded  easterly  by  the  street,  north  by  John  Waters’ 
homelot,  joining  Michael  Taintor’s  land  on  the  east  side  of  the  "littel  Round 
Meadow.”  On  21  Jan.  1702,  he  and  his  son  Benjamin  were  granted  a  lot  of 
land  called  "the  Littell  Round  Meadows.”1 

He  was  an  original  proprietor  of  Colchester,  and  deacon  of  the  church  there. 
He  conveyed  land  in  1709  to  his  son  Nathaniel,  and  in  1715  to  his  son  Ebenezer.c 

In  May  1722,  the  Conn.  Assembly  released  "to  Dea.  Thomas  Skinner  and 
Josiah  Gillett  all  taxes  that  are  due  to  the  publick  treasury  upon  account  of  an 
assessment  set  upon  their  heads  by  the  listers  of  Colchester  in  the  year  1720.”d 
His  name  is  not  found  on  record  thereafter  and,  as  no  estate  was  probated,  he 
had  doubtless  disposed  of  his  lands  to  his  sons  in  his  lifetime.

III.  EBENEZER  SKINNER 

Ebenezer3  Skinner  was  born  at  Malden,  Mass.,  23  Apr.  1684,  and  died 
at  Bolton,  Conn.,  about  Nov.  1755;  married,  about  1702,  Sarah  Lord,  born 
about  1682,  living  1755,  daughter  of  William  and  Sarah  (Brooks)  Lord  of 
East  Haddam,  Conn. 

He  came  to  Colchester,  presumably  with  his  father.  On  15  Jan.  1710/11, 
a  grant  of  land  there  was  confirmed  to  him  by  the  town.  He  was  Sergeant  in 
the  trainband,  and  was  one  of  the  first  to  set  up  an  iron  forge  in  Colchester, 
which  seems  to  have  been  conducted  by  his  cousin  Abraham  Skinner  and  others 
of  his  family.  The  locality  was  long  known  as  the  "Iron  Works.”  On  4  Feb. 
1728  he  bought  lands  in  Hebron,  adjacent  to  Colchester,  but  as  late  as  1732 
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was  still  a  member  of  the  church  in  the  latter  place,  which  was  probably 
nearer  his  residence  than  the  Hebron  meeting  house® 

He  was  of  Bolton  when  he  made  his  will,  dated  18  Oct.  1755,  proved  14 
Nov.  1755.  The  inventory,  taken  29  Mar.  1756,  showed  an  estate  of  £102.9.4. 
and  included  three-quarters  of  an  acre  and  buildings  thereon,  "clabbords”  to 
repair  the  same,  a  half  interest  in  a  gristmill,  and  utensils  and  privileges  belonging 
to  the  mill.  His  will  named  wife  Sarah  (Executrix);  sons  Ebenezer,  Joseph, 
and  Gideon;  and  daughters  Sarah  Taylor,  Deborah  Paine,  Abigail  Bigelow,  and 
Ann  Hitchcock/

MALDEN,  MASSACHUSETTS 


Richard1  Pratt,  baptized  at  Malden,  co.  Essex,  England,  29  June  1615, 
died  at  Malden,  Mass.,  in  1691;  married  Mary - ,  who  survived  him. 

He  was  the  youngest  son  of  John  Pratt  of  Malden,  England,  and  settled  in 
Charlestown,  Mass.,  where  he  lived  in  the  section  which  became  Malden.  His 
will,  made  8  May  1691,  proved  6  Oct.  1691,  named  wife,  children,  and  grandson 
James  Hovey.a

Richard  Lord,  born  about  1555,  perhaps  from  a  Lord  family  of  Yelvertoft, 
co.  Northampton,  England,  settled  in  Towcester,  co.  Northampton,  where  he 
was  buried  16  Oct.  1610.  His  wife  Joan  was  buried  there  22  Sept.  1610.  His 
will,  dated  30  May  1610,  named  his  wife  and  children.  He  described  himself 
as  a  husbandman.

I.  THOMAS  LORD 

Thomas1  Lord,  born  about  1585,  lived  at  Towcester  at  least  from  1610 
to  1629;  married  there,  23  Feb.  1610/11,  Dorothy  Bird,  baptized  there  25 
May  1588,  daughter  of  Robert  and  Amy  Bird.  Robert  Bird  was  buried  at 
Towcester,  22  July  1622,  and  in  his  will  dated  four  days  earlier  named  his  wife 
Amy,  his  "daughter  Lord,  wife  of  Thomas  Lord  of  Towcester,”  and  daughter 
Perris  widow  of  George  Tighte.  His  widow  Amy  was  buried  19  Apr.  1625. 

He  sailed  from  London,  29  Apr.  1635,  in  the  ship  Elizabeth  and  Ann,  with 
his  wife  and  all  his  children  except  Richard,  the  eldest,  who  had  preceded 
the  family  to  New  England.b  After  a  year  or  more  at  Cambridge  or  Boston,  he 
joined  Hooker’s  party  in  1636  and  became  an  original  proprietor  of  Hartford. 
Here  his  homelot  was  on  the  bank  of  the  Little  River,  now  Wells  Street,  at  the 
corner  of  Main  Street. 

Called  a  "smith”  in  the  ship’s  list,  he  was  a  man  of  position  and  influence, 
and  was  given  the  prefix  of  respect  (Mr.).  The  last  date  on  which  mention  is 
found  of  him  in  Hartford  records  was  29  Jan.  1643/4,  and  he  probably  died 
that  year,  certainly  before  1648.  There  is  no  extant  record  of  his  will  or  estate. 

Mrs.  Dorothy  Lord  died  in  the  Spring  of  l675.c  Her  will  was  dated  8  Feb. 
1669  [1669/70],  and  the  inventory  of  her  estate  was  taken  12  May  1675,  the 
will  being  proved  two  days  later.d  A  very  full  abstract  of  the  will  is  printed  in 
Manwaring’s  Digests

He  was  of  Haddam,  Conn.,  shortly  after,  and  married  Marah2  Spencer, 
born  about  1642,  daughter  of  Ensign  Gerard1  Spencer.

On  11  Apr.  1670, 
administration  was  granted  to  the  "present  husband”  of  the  widow.b 

The  identity  of  the  second  husband  is  proved  by  a  combination  of  records. 
The  will  of  Ensign  Gerard  Spencer  in  1683  gave  some  land  to  "Alice  Brooks, 
the  daughter  of  my  daughter  Brooks.”  The  nuncupative  will  of  John  Spencer,  son 
of  Gerard,  in  1682,  declared  his  wish  that  "Thomas  Brooks,  whom  his  sister 
Brooks  had  committed  to  his  Care  when  at  the  age  of  4  years  and  whom  he 
had  brought  up  to  the  age  of  18  years,  should  show  all  respect  to  his  Mother, 
now  the  wife  of  Thomas  Shaylor.”  Gerard  Spencer’s  will  named  his  daughter 
Rebecca,  and  John  Spencer’s  will  named  his  sister  Rebeckah  Kennoe  and 
brother-in-law  John  Kennoe  [Kenner];  John  Kennoe  died  at  Haddam  in 
1688  and  in  1690  administration  on  his  estate  was  granted  to  Thomas  Shaylor; 
in  1693  it  is  mentioned  that  Kennoe’s  widow  is  now  wife  of  John  Tanner;  and 
finally,  on  31  July  1690,  Rebecca  Tanner  mentions  "her  brother  Thomas 
Shaylor.”b*c

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ORIGIN" 

The  Spencers  were  an  ancient  family  of  Bedfordshire,  where  some  branches 
were  owners  of  manors.  The  branch  from  which  the  American  family  descended 
was  seated  in  the  vicinity  of  Stotfold.  John  Spencer,  Sr.  (buried  9  June  1558) 
and  Anne  (buried  16  June  1560),  of  Edworth,  were  parents  of  Gerard  Spencer 
of  Biggleswade,  who  died  in  1577  naming  his  brother  Michael  as  Executor  of 
his  will,  and  of  Michael  of  Edworth,  who  about  1572  settled  in  Stotfold. 
Michael  married  first,  20  Jan.  1555/6,  Agnes  Limer,  and  by  her  (who  was 
buried  23  Feb.  1561/2)  had  two  children:  John,  bapt.  20  Apr.  1557  (father  of 
Francis,  who  died  in  1636,  and  of  Daniel  of  London,  grocer);  Michael,  bapt. 
27  May  1558,  buried  15  Apr.  1560;  and  Anne,  bapt.  24  July  1560.  Michael 

married  second,  Elizabeth -  (buried  at  Stotfold  18  Nov.  1599),  and  had 

by  her:  Joan,  bapt.  21  Aug.  1564;  Alice,  bapt.  30  Aug.  1566;  Thomas,  bapt. 
12  Mar.  1571,  buried  13  June  1631  (father  of  Thomas,  Anthony,  and  Gerard); 

probably  Katharine  (married  -  Bland  and  had  daughters  Sarah  and 

Anne);  Gerard,  bapt.  at  Stotfold  20  May  1576  (see  below);  and  Richard,  bapt. 
9  July  1580,  died  in  London  in  1646  (his  will,  in  which  he  calls  himself  "gentle¬ 
man,”  sheds  much  light  on  the  family  connections). 

Gerard  Spencer,  baptized  20  May  1576,  died  before  1646,  married  at  Upper 
Gravenhurst,  10  Nov.  1600,  Alice  Whitbread,  daughter  of  John  and  Eleanor, 
and  had  the  following  children  recorded  at  Stotfold:  William,  bapt.  11  Oct. 
1601  (of  Hartford,  Conn.);  Elizabeth,  bapt.  31  Oct.  1602  (possibly  wife  of 
Timothy  Tomlins  of  Lynn);  John,  bapt.

I.  GERARD  SPENCER 

Ensign  Gerard1  Spencer,  baptized  at  Stotfold,  co.  Bedford,  England,  25 
Apr.  1614,  came  with  his  older  brothers,  William,  Thomas,  and  Michael,  and 
other  relatives,  to  New  England,  about  1632.  They  settled  first  in  Cambridge, 
Mass.,  and  Michael  and  Gerard  removed  by  1637  to  Lynn.  Gerard  was  made  a 
freeman,  9  Mar.  1636/7.  He  served  on  several  juries,  and  in  1653  administered 
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the  estate  of  Michael.  He  was  ferryman  at  Lynn,  1639;  was  Sergeant  as  early 
as  1655,  and  was  confirmed  Ensign  of  the  military  company  at  Lynn,  June  l656.b 

About  1660  he  removed  to  Hartford,  Conn.,  where  his  brothers  William  and 
Thomas  had  long  been  settled,  and  two  years  later  moved  with  the  first  settlers 
to  Haddam,  Conn.  Here  he  was  prominent  and  well-to-do.  On  26  June  1672,  he 
was  propounded  for  freeman  of  Connecticut,  and  in  Sept.  1675  he  was  chosen 
Ensign  of  the  Haddam  Trainband.  He  served  that  town  as  Deputy,  Oct.  1674, 
May  and  Oct.  1675,  May  and  Oct.  1676,  May  1677,  May  and  Oct.  1678,  May 
and  Oct.  1679,  May  1680,  and  May  and  Oct.  1683-C 

He  married  Hannah - ,  who  died  before  Sept.  1683  (quite  probably 

earlier),  and  he  died  about  June  1685.  He  probably  married  second,  after  1677, 
Rebecca  (Porter)  Clark,  baptized  at  Felsted,  co.  Essex,  England,  16  Sept. 
1630,  died  9  Jan.  1682/3  (recorded  at  Saybrook),  daughter  of  John  and  Anne 
(White)  Porter  of  Windsor,  and  widow  of  John  Clark  of  Saybrook.  His  will, 
dated  17  Sept.  1683,  (inventory  taken  29  June  1685),  gave  his  large  landed 
estate  to  his  sons  William  and  Nathaniel,  daughter  Rebecca,  son  Thomas  (and 
a  rapier  to  the  latter’s  son  "Jarrad”),  son  Timothy,  Grace  Spencer  (daughter  of 
his  son  John),  Alice  Brooks  (daughter  of  his  daughter  Brooks),  and  Grace 
Spencer  (daughter  of  his  son  Samuel),  and  his  carbine  to  "Jarrad”  Cone  (son 
of  his  daughter  Cone) ;  a  pewter  flagon  to  the  [not  yet  existing]  church  at  Had¬ 
dam;  and  made  provision  for  his  son  John  Spencer’s  children,  son-in-law  Daniel 
Cone’s  children,  daughter  Ruth  Clarke  and  son  Joseph  Clarke;  and  appointed 
his  two  sons  Daniel  Brainerd  and  William  Spencer  administrators^

JAMES  LUM 

ORIGIN2 

Matthew  Lum  of  Northowram  in  the  parish  of  Halifax,  Yorkshire,  married 
6  July  1579,  Grace  Lange,  and  had  two  children  recorded  there:  Martha,  bapt. 
8  Jan.  1580/1,  and  John,  bapt.  25  Mar.  1581/2.  Of  these,  Martha  married  21 
May  1611  Edmund  Wood  and  came  to  New  England  with  her  husband  and 
children,  settling  eventually  in  Hempstead,  Long  Island.  It  was  her  son,  Jonas 
Wood,  who  married  a  daughter  of  John  Strickland,  sister  of  the  wife  of  our 
John  Lum  of  Long  Island.  Marthas  daughter,  Martha  (Wood)  Raynor,  was 
mother  of  Jonathan  Raynor,  who  in  Southampton  records  was  called  "kinsman” 
©f  Samuel  Lum,  son  of  John  of  Long  Island.b  It  is  also  to  be  noted  that  the 
colonist  named  a  son  Matthew  Lum.  Thus  we  have  three  reasons  for  the  belief 
that  the  colonist  was  son  of  the  John  Lum  baptized  1581/2  and  grandson  of 
Matthew  Lum  above. 

It  is  supposed  that  John  Lum,  baptized  25  Mar.  1581/2,  the  son  of  Matthew, 
is  the  man  of  this  name  who  married  at  Halifax,  perhaps  for  a  second  wife, 
on  12  Apr.  1615,  Susan  Halstead.  It  is  quite  possible  that  she  was  born  Susan 
Whitley,  baptized  1  Feb.  1572/3,  daughter  of  John  and  Agnes  (Mawde) 
Whitley,  who  married  for  her  first  husband,  5  Sept.  1596,  Abraham  Halstead. 
John  and  Susan  (Whitley)  (Halstead)  Lum  had  three  children  recorded  at 
Halifax:  Susan,  bapt.  21  Apr.  1616;  John,  bapt.  6  June  1619  (the  colonist);  and 
Timothy,  bapt.  10  June  1621. 

If  we  are  correct  in  identifying  the  colonist’s  mother  as  Susan  (Whitley) 
Halstead,  it  will  be  observed  that  she  was  several  years  older  than  her  Lum 
husband.  However,  it  is  known  that  Abraham  Halstead  died  in  time  for  the 
remarriage  of  his  widow  to  the  elder  John  Lum;  also,  that  Abraham  and  Susan 
(Whitley)  Halstead  were  the  parents  of  Jonas  Halstead,  baptized  23  Feb.  1611, 
an  early  settler  in  Hempstead,  Long  Island,  who  thus  would  be  an  elder  half- 
brother  of  John  Lum  the  colonist. 

I.  JOHN  LUMC 

John1  Lum,  baptized  at  Halifax,  Yorkshire,  6  June  1619,  died  (perhaps 
at  Huntington,  N.  Y.)  after  1689;  married  a  daughter  of  John  Strickland. 

He  was  in  the  list  of  settlers  in  Stamford,  Conn.,  in  1642,  and  removed  with 
the  founders  of  Hempstead,  Long  Island,  by  1644.  He  was  granted  land  in 
Southampton,  L.  I.,  17  June  165 ld,  bought  and  sold  there,  but  by  23  July  1657 
had  moved  to  Huntington,  L.  I.,  where  he  witnessed  the  purchase  agreement  of 
Jonas  Wood  (doubtless  his  cousin)  from  the  Indians®  In  1660  land  in 
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Southampton  which  he  formerly  owned  was  sold,  he  being  "now  of  Hunting- 
ton.’^  On  19  Feb.  1662/3  he  was  chosen  Deputy  to  the  Connecticut  General 
Court,  and  was  elected  Constable  6  Apr.  1663.8 

By  1  May  1667,  when  land  he  had  owned  was  sold,  he  was  of  Fairfield,  Conn.h 
He  was  still  there  on  1  Nov.  1673,  when  John  Knowles  of  Fairfield  made  his 
will  and  left  a  shote  to  "John  Loom  who  hath  been  very  helpful  to  me  in  my 
sickness”;  and  John  Lume  witnessed  the  will.1 

He  seems  to  have  returned  to  Huntington,  for  he  witnessed  a  deed  there  in 
1688,  and  in  1689  witnessed  the  will  of  Jonas  Wood,  Sr.;  and  on  17  Dec. 
1689  John  Lumm  witnessed  a  deed  given  by  the  widow  Mary  Willits  of  Jericho 
in  Oyster  Bay  to  her  sonj  He  was  then  about  seventy  and  probably  did  not  long 
survive  that  date.  In  1672  the  will  of  the  aged  John  Strickland  of  Jamaica,  L.  I., 
names  him  as  husband  of  a  daughter,  whose  name  does  not  appear.  She  may 
not  have  been  his  first  and  only  wife,  as  there  is  a  wide  spread  between  the 
conjectural  dates  of  birth  of  the  Lum  children,  but  she  was  presumably  the 
mother  of  at  least  the  younger  children. 

Children  of  John  Lum: 

i.  Matthew2,  b.  say  1646;  d.  1670?;  in  1668  was  engaged  by  the  Town  of  South¬ 
ampton  to  do  the  smith’s  work  for  seven  years  and  was  granted  land.k  From 
his  apparent  age,  he  seems  to  have  been  much  older  than  the  other  known 
children,  and  may  have  been  by  an  earlier  wife.

1684,  Sergt.  Benjamin  Hinman,  b.  at  Stratford,  Conn.,  Sept.  1662;  d.  at 
Woodbury,  26  May  1727;  had  13  children. 

v.  Hannah,  b.  say  1665;  bapt.  at  Woodbury,  as  an  adult,  31  May  1685. 

vi.  Jonathan,  b.  say  1670;  d.  at  Derby,  Conn.,  in  1758;  m.  (1)  10  Oct.  1700,

II.  SAMUEL  LUM 

Samuel2  Lum,  born  probably  by  1655  or  earlier,  died  doubtless  at  Southamp¬ 
ton,  N.  Y.,  after  1698;  married  Hannah - ,  living  1698. 

Probably  in  his  youth  he  lived  with  the  childless  Mark  Meigs  of  Huntington, 
for  on  26  Mar.  1672  Mark  Love  alias  Meggs  of  Huntington,  with  advice  of  his

JAMES  LUM 

wife  Avis,  gave  to  Samuel  Lum,  "inhabitant  of  Fairfield  .  .  .  whom  I  account 
my  adopted  son,”  land  in  Southampton.1  Meigs  had  been  of  Southampton  and 
Oyster  Bay,  but  in  1667  bought  the  mill  in  Huntington,  which  he  resigned  to 
that  Town  in  1673.  He  then  moved  to  Stratford,  Conn.,  giving  a  deed  of  trust  to 
his  friend  Jacob  Walker  in  1674,  as  he  was  "growing  Ancient,”  but  was  still 
living  (in  Stratford)  6  May  1690  when  he  called  himself  "Mark  Megs  alias 
Love.”  No  relationship  to  Samuel  Lum  is  indicated. 

Thus  settled  in  Southampton,  Samuel  Lum’s  dwelling  is  mentioned  24  Sept. 
1683,  and  ten  acres  were  laid  out  to  him  on  2  Oct.  1685;  on  2  Mar.  1696, 
Jonathan  Raynor  sold  to  his  "kinsman”  Samuel  Lum  a  right  of  commonage.™ 
In  1698  the  Southampton  Census  lists  Samuel  with  wife  Hannah  and  children 
Matthew,  Samuel,  Abigail  and  Hannah. 

The  Lum  Genealogy  supposes  that  Samuel,  Jr.,  for  whom  it  can  supply  no 
history  whatever,  was  father  of  John  and  Samuel  Lum  of  Elizabethtown,  N.  J. 
With  this  we  cannot  concur.  The  two  sons  listed  with  Samuel,  Sr.,  in  the  1698 
Census  were  obviously  boys  or  unmarried  youths  with  no  families  of  their 
own  to  list,  and  Matthew  was  listed  ahead  of  Samuel,  Jr.,  so  in  light  of  the 
usual  practice  in  these  listings  was  the  elder  of  the  two.  It  is  quite  impossible 
that  Samuel,  Jr.,  an  unmarried  youth  in  1698,  could  have  been  father  of  John 
who  was  over  21  in  1715  when  he  made  his  will  and  presumably  was  born 
by  1690  or  earlier. 

The  only  logical  conclusion  is  that  John  was  an  older  son  of  Samuel,  Sr., 
who  had  left  home  for  New  Jersey  shortly  before  the  1698  Census  and  hence 
missed  recording  in  it.  In  fact,  the  1715  will  of  John  names  his  brother  Samuel, 
then  still  on  Long  Island;  and  Samuel,  after  moving  to  New  Jersey,  received 
in  1728  a  letter  from  Matthew  Lum  in  Southampton  conveying  his  love  to  his 
brother  and  sister  (that  is,  to  Samuel  and  Samuel’s  wife).  The  letter  was 
preserved  and  a  copy  of  it  is  printed  on  page  20  of  the  Lum  Genealogy.  In  view 
of  these  facts,  our  account  of  the  children  of  Samuel,  Sr.,  differs  considerably 
from  that  set  forth  in  the  Lum  Genealogy. 

Children  of  Samuel  and  Hannah  ( - )  Lum,  order  uncertain: 

i.  John3,  b.  perhaps  by  1678;  d.  at  Elizabethtown,  N.  J.,  in  1716;  a  cordwainer. 
His  will,  dated  27  June  1715,  proved  24  Oct.  1716,  named  his  brother  Samuel 
Lum  of  Bridgehampton,  L.  I.,  as  bis  sole  heir;  his  kinsmen  Jonas  Wood  and 
James  Sayre  to  be  executors.11  James  Sayre  was  son  of  Job  and  Sarah,  and  this 
record  is  doubtless  the  reason  for  supposing  that  Job  Sayre’s  wife  was  Sarah 
Lum  (see  above).  The  relationship  of  Jonas  Wood  was  more  distant,  and 
has  been  indicated  above.

iv.  Hannah. 
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v.  Samuel,  b.  say  1690  or  later;  d.  at  Elizabethtown,  N.  J.,  1732/3;  m.  before 
1724  Martha  Clark,  b.  2  Nov.  1701,  dau.  of  John  and  Martha  (Frazee) 
Clark;  she  m.  (2)  Benjamin  Lyon.  His  will,  dated  28  Feb.  1732/3,  proved 
6  Mar.  1732/3,  named  wife  Martha  and  children  (all  minors)  John,  Samuel, 
David,  Hannah  and  Mary.° 

III.  MATTHEW  LUM 

Matthew3  Lum,  born  presumably  at  Southampton,  N.  Y.,  about  1680  or 
later  and  not  married  in  1698  when  listed  with  his  fathers  household,  died 
probably  by  1730;  married - . 

He  was  a  Trustee  of  the  Town  of  Southampton,  1  Apr.  1712,  and  with  his 
brother  Samuel  was  among  those  who  had  earmarks  for  cattle  entered  between 
1700  and  1705.  Described  as  a  weaver,  he  sold  land  in  1713.p  He  witnessed 
the  will  of  John  Lupton  of  Southampton  which  was  proved  30  Mar.  17l6.q 
The  will  of  Theodore  Pierson  of  Southampton,  dated  2  May  1726,  referred  to 
a  lot  he  had  bought  of  Matthew  Lum.r 

The  compiler  of  the  Lum  Genealogy  placed  the  three  children  below  as 
conjecturally  belonging  to  Matthew.  We  agree  with  the  conjecture,  and  deeds 
in  Southampton  seem  to  us  to  prove  conclusively  that  Obadiah  was  a  son, 
probably  the  eldest,  of  Matthew.  In  1730  Obadiah  Lum  of  Elizabethtown, 
N.  J.,  sold  land  at  Mecox  in  Southampton;  and  in  1733  Obadiah  Lum,  "formerly 
of  Southampton,  now  of  East  Jersey,  sold  to  Obadiah  Rogers  land  granted  to 
his  father  ”s 

Children  of  Matthew  Lum:c

ii.  Matthew,  b.  about  1707  by  statement  of  age  in  Morristown  Church  records;

Apparently  he  contracted  first  a  childless  marriage  with  a  woman  much  older 
than  himself,  for  Susanna  wife  of  Matthew  died  23  Mar.  1758  in  her  63d 
year  (gravestone,  Morristown).  He  m.  (2)  Jemima  (Leonard)  Axtell, 
widow  of  Henry  Axtell,  Sr.,c  by  whom  he  had  children  Sarah  and  Matthew 
who,  with  his  wife,  were  named  in  his  will  dated  8  Jan.  1768,  proved  2  July 
1777. 

iii.  Daniel,  b.  about  1714;  d.  at  Whippany,  N.  J.,  10  Oct.  1755;  m.  (1)  by  1740, 

Bethlah  [Wines?],  who  d.  2  Nov.  1752  aged  36;  m.  (2)  about  1754,  Mary 
(Dickinson)  Cooper,  b.  15  Oct.  1722,  d.  in  1764,  widow  of  John  Cooper; 
she  m.  (3)  Samuel  Plum  of  Newark.  Daniel’s  will,  dated  6  Oct.  1755, 
proved  21  Oct.  1755,  named  his  wife  Mary,  brother  Matthew  Lum,  and  six 
children,  as  well  as  mentioning  an  unborn  child. 

IV.  OBADIAH  LUM 

Obadiah4  Lum,  born  at  Southampton,  N.  Y.,  10  Mar.  1708  (family  record), 
died  at  Rockaway,  N.  J.,  about  Oct.  1783;  married - . 
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He  appears  in  Southampton  records  as  a  land-owner  and  grantee  in  1727, 
but  was  of  Elizabethtown,  N.  J.,  by  1730,  as  shown  in  the  account  of  his  father. 
Doubtless  he  was  drawn  to  that  region  by  the  fact  of  his  uncle  Samuel’s  residence 
there.  He  moved  to  Bottle  Hill  (now  Madison),  N.  J.,  where  he  witnessed  a 
deed  in  1753,  and  was  Trustee  of  the  Church  there  in  1757.  Very  shortly  after 
he  went  to  Rockaway  Church  and  on  1  Mar.  1759  purchased  100  acres  at 
Franklin,  near  Rockaway,  from  Thomas  and  Richard  Penn.  He  established  a 
forge  at  Franklin  and  was  active  in  business  and  in  the  church. 

His  will,  dated  27  Jan.  1779,  proved  3  Nov.  1783,  named  an  only  son  James, 
eldest  daughter  Phebe,  two  sons  of  daughter  Hannah  deceased,  daughters  Sarah, 
Patience  and  Susannah,  grandson  Obadiah  Hand;  executors,  good  friends  Abra¬ 
ham  Kitchell  and  Job  Allen  and  son  James.  James  was  to  have  most  of  the  land 
upon  payment  to  the  executors  of  £120  for  the  daughters.  Phebe  was  to  get  £80, 
Hannah’s  sons  £50  each,  Sarah  £100,  bedding,  etc.,  Patience  and  Susannah  £85 
each,  and  Obadiah  Hand  £20  when  21  years  old.

V.  JAMES  LUM 

James5  Lum,  born  in  New  Jersey,  7  June  1747,  died  at  Dover,  N.  J.,  4  May 

1805;  married  Elizabeth  - ,  born  27  Feb.  1748,  died  12  May  1794. 

"She  is  thought  to  have  been  the  daughter  of  John  Young,  a  blacksmith  of 
Mendham,  and  Hannah,  his  wife.” 

After  his  father’s  death,  James  Lum  became  the  owner  of  the  forge  and  mill 
and  lands  at  Franklin,  near  Denville,  N.  J.  He  was  a  contributor  to  Rockaway 
Church  in  1768.  He  left  Rockaway  in  1800  and  lived  in  Dover  in  what  became 
the  "Old  Berry  Homestead.” 

He  was  Ensign  in  the  Revolutionary  War  in  Capt.  Josiah  Hall’s  Company  of 
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Denville.  On  6  May  1778,  he  bought  60  acres  at  Franklin,  near  Richard  Dell’s. 
He  was  killed  by  the  explosion  of  an  old  loaded  musket  placed  in  the  forge.

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MICHAEL  FEE 

BALLIBAY,  COUNTY  MONAHAN,  IRELAND 


I.  MICHAEL  FEEa 

Michael1  Fee,  son  of  John  Fee  and  Jane  (Jackson)  Fee,  was  born  at 
Ballibay,  County  Monahan,  Ireland,  24  June  1798;  died  at  Merryall,  Pa.,  17  Oct. 
1876,  married  in  Ireland,  the  last  week  of  April,  1822,  MARGARET  Martin, 
daughter  of  Andrew  Martin  and  Margaret  Kennedy,  who  was  born  at  Ballibay, 
County  Monahan,  Ireland,  in  Sept.  1795,  and  died  at  Merryall,  Pa.,  15  March 
1854. 

Presbyterians  by  religious  faith,  the  Fee  ancestors  had  migrated  from  Scotland 
to  Ireland.
